The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Commissioner  Lyon  at  5:30  p.m. 

1.  Adoption  of  the  Minutes  of  December  18,  1984.

2.  Commissioner  and  Staff  Reports 

Commissioner  Lyon  reported  that  the  Human  Rights  Commission  passed  the 
proposed  surveillance  resolution,  as  well  as  the  proposed  joint  meeting 
between  Social  Issues  and  Police  Liaison  Committees  and  L/GAC  to  include 
representatives  from  GAI,  the  Executive  Director  and  Board  of  the 
American  Indian  Center. 


Jackie  Winnow  introduced  Jaquie  Hale  representing  the  Lyon-Martin  Clinic. 
Ms.  Hale  informed  the  Committee  of  L/M's  history  and  that  they  are 
coordinating  a reception  to  celebrate  its  5th  anniversary  and  that 
suggestions  or  donations  for  this  reception  are  welcome.  People  wanting 
to  work  on  the  reception  Committee  are  especially  needed. 

Commissioner  Lyon  added  to  her  report  that  the  Human  Rights  Commission 
has  elected  Brenda  K.  Wade  as  Chair  and  Esta  Soler  as  Vice-Chair  of  the 
Commission.  The  Committee  will  send  letters  of  congratulation. 

In  addition  to  her  written  staff  report,  Jackie  Winnow  reported  that 
the  1985-86  budget  period  had  begun  and  that  Director  Mickins  had  agree 
to  the  Lesbian/Gay  Unit's  proposal.  Jackie  gave  a brief  history  of  the 
growth  of  the  Lesbian/Gay  Unit  and  the  important  role  the  Committee  has 
played  in  the  Unit's  expansion.  Jackie  also  informed  the  Committee  that 
Lester  Olmstead-Rose  has  located  low-priced  acoustical  panels  for  the 
office;  that  Shanti  is  doing  outreach  for  people  of  color  for  their 
volunteer  counselor  positions;  that  only  seven  AIDS  Discrimination 
Reporting  Project  forms  have  been  returned,  so  more  outreach  and 
publicity  is  being  undertaken;  that  an  AB  1 meeting  is  being  coordinated 
with  Art  Agnos  and  various  members  of  the  community  and  staff;  that  within

1984  in  San  Francisco  502  cases  of  AIDS  were  reported,  and  264  people 
have  died  from  AIDS  (this  doubled  1983  data) ; that  volunteers  are  needed 
at  the  Lesbian/Gay  Office  for  clerical  work;  Eileen  Gillis  and  she  are 
attending  a Lesbian/Gay  rights  class;  that  Norm  Nickens  and  Mary  Dunlap 
are  instructing;  that  the  community  mailing  list  is  being  updated  and 
expanded  and  if  Committee  members  know  of  people  or  organizations  who 
would  be  interested  in  receiving  L/GAC  minutes  or  agenda,  please  contact 
her;  that  the  Lesbian  Rights  Project  is  sponsoring  a nev;  film  about 
Lesbians  becoming  parents,  Wednesday,  February  13th,  7p.m.,  York 
Theater,  2789  24th  Street,  San  Francisco. 

3.  Lesbian  Bar  Survey  - Results  and  Future  Direction 

After  discussion  Committee  members  felt  before  anything  is  done  with  the 
results  of  the  Bar  Survey,  that  the  survey  should  be  repeated  on  a 
different  night  and  that  talking  to  the  Bar's  managers  should  be  included. 
It  was  also  agreed  that  manager's  would  be  given  a copy  of  the  Public 
Hearing  Report. 

4.  AIDS/Gay  Men  Survey  - Report  on  Meeting  and  Further  Direction. 

The  Gay  Men's  survey  will  be  discussed  at  a later  date,  after  staff  and 
Committee  members  meet  with  representatives  of  Research  Associates  and 
the  San  Francisco  AIDS  Foundation. 

5.  Plans  for  Tavern  Guild  Meeting 

Jackie  Winnow,  Barbara  Cameron,  Norm  Nickens,  Carmen  Vazquez  and  Chris 
Grubbs  will  be  attending  the  Tavern  Guild's  Executives  Board  meeting  in 
Russian  River  on  January  22nd.  Sal  Rosselli  will  not  be  able  to  attend. 

Norm  Nickens  related  to  the  Committee  that  he  has  met  with  Jim  Bonko 
and  a commitment  was  made  to  establish  a TG  Committee  Group  consisting 
of  three  or  four  Tavern  Guild  Executive  Board  members  to  deal  with 
voluntary  affirmative  action  strategies  within  the  membership. 

6.  Combined  Meeting  Strategy  of  American  Indian  Concerns. 

Strategy  for  the  combined  meeeting  of  the  Social  Issues  and  Police 
Liaison  Committee,  L/GAC  representatives  from  GAI,  the  Executive 
Director  and  Board  of  the  American  Indian  Center  will  be  discussed  at 
SI  and  PL  meeting,  January  16th,  3-5  p.m. 

7.  Old/New  Business 

Chris  Grubbs  brought  to  the  Committee's  attention  the  subject  of  foreign 
homosexuals  being  barred  from  the  United  States.  After  discussion,  members 
agreed  that  more  information  needed  to  be  obtained,  before  the  Committee 
takes  specific  action.  Norm  Nickens  agreed  to  speak  to  Mary  Dunlap  for 
accurate  details  and  report  to  the  Committee. 

Ruth  Hughes  brought  up  a group-white  resistance  _ which  has  a hate-filled 
phone  message.  The  matter  was  referred  to  Social  Issues  and  Police 
Liaison  Committee. 

8.  Announcement  s 

Various  announcements  were  made,  including  a conference  on  Gay  and  Lesbian 
legal  issues  and  legal  careers  on  Saturday,  February  2,  1985,  9 AM  to  5 PM 
at  Golden  Gate  University.  Free. 

9.  Evaluation 

Committee  members  agreed  that  this  was  the  quickest  meeting  that  L/GAC 
has  had  in  a very  long  time.

l tJHEREAS,  health  professionals  cite  types  of  sexual  behavior  and  not 
location  as  causative  factors  in  the  transmission  of  AIDS;  and 

UttEREAS , governmental  regulation  and  surveillance  of  private 
consensual  sexual  conduct  between  adults  is  a basic  infringement  of 
civil  liberties;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  AIDS  epidemic  is  of  such  a serious  and  costly  nature 
as  to  require  the  appropriation  of  every  available  dollar  for  necessary 
care , research,  and  education;  and 

WHEREAS , $50,000  was  spent  by  the  department  of  Public  Health  (SPH) 
in  its  surveillance  effort  to  close  the  bathhouses  without  prior  appropriation 
of  funds  and  the  DPH  is  proposing  to  continue  surveillance  with  additional 
cost  to  be  incurred; 

MOW , THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  the  HRC  is  opposed  to  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco's  use  of  surveillance  regarding  the  private  con- 
sensual sexual  conduct  of  adults  in  bathhouses  and  other  establishments; 

AND  GE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  » that  the  Human  Rights  Commission  is 
opposed  to  government  departments  spending  money  prior  to  its  being 
allocated  as  it  sets  a dangerous  precedent  for  abuse  of  public  funds; 

AND  BE  IT  FINALLY  RESOLVED,  that  the  Human  Rights  Commission 
strongly  support*  all  necessary  funding  for  the  research  and  edu- 
cation of  the  causes  of  AIDS,  and  on  the  best  means  of  preventing  the 
spread  of  AIDS  and  the  best  care  of  those  who  have  AIDS.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Commissioner  Lyon  at  5:40  P.M. 

1 . Adoption  of  the  Minutes  of  January  15,  1985 

***  Minutes  adopted,  with  the  addition  of  Crystal  Jang  (excused)  under 
Committee  Members  Absent. 

2.  Women/Lesbian  Health  Concerns: 

Jackie  Winnow  began  the  Women/Lesbian  Health  Concern  Panel  discussion  by 
introducing  the  panel  members.  Debra  Friedland  from  the  Lyon/Martin  Women's 
Health  Services  began  the  discussion.  Ms.  Friedland  related  specific  issues 
’ Lesbians  confront  while  obtaining  health  care.  The  first  being  the  decision 
of  whether  or  not  to  disclose  one's  sexual  preference.  Ms.  Friedland 
explained  that  because  our  society  views  Women's  Health  care  primarily  or 
almost  exclusively  as  gynecological,  that  all  women  are  confronted  with 
questions  regarding  their  sexuality.  Therefore,  the  decision  of  disclosure 
is  faced  by  all  Lesbians.  Those  that  choose  to  disclose  their  sexual 
preference  are  many  times  faced  with  health  care  providers  who  see 
Lesbianism  as  an  issue  needing  to  be  dealt  with  rather  than  specific 
health  problems.  Having  to  deal  with  this  type  of  homophobia  keeps  nany 
Lesbians  from  seeking  the  health  care  that  they  need.  Lesbians  deciding 
to  keep  their  sexual  preference  confidential  nay  not  be  getting  complete 
care.  Ms.  Friedland  gave  the  example  of  infections  that  are  sexually 
transmitted;  if  the  Lesbian's  sexual  partner  is  not  simultaneously  treated, 
the  infection  will  continue  to  reoccur. 

Ms;.  Friedland  also  brought  to  the  Committee's  attention  that  454  diagnosis 
of  breast  cancer  and  2C2  diagnosis  of  uterine  cancer  were  reported  in  the 
City  of  San  Francisco.  Despite  these  figures,  she  sees  little  or  no  money 
being  spent  on  prevention  concerning  these  life  threatening  diseases  that 
affect  women. 

From  the.  Iris  Project,  Charleen  Cain  described  the  different  services  Iris 
provides  for  Lesbians  with  substance  abuse  problems.  Ms.  Cain  went  on  to 
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inform  the  Committee  of  different  needs  that  have  been  brought  to  her  atten- 
tion while  working  at  Iris.  One  of  her  main  concerns  was  the  need  for  more 
outreach  for  women  of  color.  Many  women  and  Lesbians  of  color  have  not 
been  made  aware  of  the  services  that  are  available  and  sensitive  to  their 
needs.  Ms.  Cain  sees  a need  for  agencies  who  do  not  deal  specifically  with 
the  Lesbian/Gay  population  to  incorporate  in-service  sensitivity  trainings 
to  deal  with  Lesbians.  Ms.  Cain  also  sees  a need  for  AIDS  in-service 
trainings  in  all  types  of  agencies.  The  Iris  Project  strongly  believes 
that  a need  for  residential  treatment  facilities  sensitive  to  or  exclusively 
for  Lesbians  and  Lesbian/Gay  youth  is  of  paramount  importance. 

Pat  Norman  presented  an  overview  and  brief  history  of  her  position  at  the 
San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health  as  the  Coordinator  of  Lesbian/Gay 
Health  Services.  She  related  to  the  Committee  a couple  of  the  different 
gains  that  have  been  achieved  within  the  City  - a Lesbian/Gay  Client  Bill 
of  Rights,  the  Lesbian/Gay  Health  Coordinating  Committee,  and  Lesbian/Gay 
sensitive  positions  throughout  the  public  health  system.  When  speaking 
specifically  about  Lesbian  health  needs,  11s.  Norman  stressed  the  need  for 
residential  treatment  facilities  for  Lesbians  with  substance  abuse  problems 
as  well  as  mental  health  programs.  Ms.  Norman  also  brought  up  the  need 
for  all  health  care  providers  to  become  sensitive  to  and  educated  about  the 
Lesbian,  lifestyle.  She  talked  about  the  fact  that  funding  on  AIDS  is  seen 
as  funding  for  Lesbian/Gay  health  service  and  that  this  line  of  reasoning 
must  constantly  be  corrected. 

Nancy  Shaw  representing  the  AIDS  Foundation,  specifically  Women  with  AIDS, 
discussed  the  problem  of  or  lack  of  rehabilitation  resources  for  women  with 
I.V.  drug  dependencies,  the  population  of  women  that  is  most  at  risk  for 
contacting  AIDS.  Many  rehabilitation  facilities  have  policies  which  elimi- 
nate women  with  children  or  women  with  AIDS.  Ms.  Shaw  also  stressed  that 
many  of  these  facilities  also  have  contracts  with  the  City.  Besides  the 
need  for  rehabilitation  facilities,  Ms.  Shaw  also  sees  a need  for  more  pre- 
ventive education  and  outreach.  Ms.  Shaw  is  the  only  staff  in  the  entire 
State  of  California  hired  to  deal  specifically  with  Women  and  AIDS. 

Deborah  Kelly  described  the  different  services  available  for  Lesbians  and 
Gay  men  at  Operation  Concern.  Operation  Concern  receives  funding  to  deal 
with  specific  populations,  such  as  the  elderly,  people  concerned,  about 
contracting  AIDS  the  disabled,  and  people  of  color.  The  Lesbian  client 
population  is  served  by  Lesbian  counselors  sensitive  to  their  needs, 
because  they  require  those  needs.  She  reporting  that  they  have  limited 
staffing  to  meet  a tremendous  client  load. 

Debra  Lipson,  representing  the  Committee  to  Defend  Reproductive  Rights, 
discussed  the  different  implications  the  loss  of  reproductive  rights 
would  or  could  have  on  the  quality  of  Lesbian/Women's  health  care.  Ms. 
Lipson  stressed  the  importance  of  sexual  freedom  and  how  it  relates  to 
reproductive  rights.  The  same  groups  fighting  against  Lesbian  and  Gay 
rights  also  fight  against  reproductive  rights.  Ms.  Lipson  explained  that 
CDRR  acts  as  a public  educator  and  advocator  for  reproductive  rights,  access 
to  sex  education,  'a  woman’s  right  no  to  be  sterilized,  and  sexual  freedom. 

Jackie  Winnow  opened  the  floor  for  questions  and  comments.  Committee 
members  inquired  about  specific  needs  that  women's  health  services  are 
seeking.  It  was  again  stressed  that  there  was  a great  need  for  education 
and  sensitivity  concerning  Lesbian  health  care,  more  outreach  to  women  of 
color,  funding  for  prevention  services,  and  residential  treatment  facili- 
ties for  substance  abusers  and  homeless  Lesbians.  Liz  Naidoff  related  that 
W.O.M.A.H*  Inc. is  beginning  to  offer  services  for  battered  Lesbians  and 
money  for  outreach  is  needed. 

Greg  Day  from  Larkin  Street  Youth  Center  introduced  himself  and  informed  the 
Committee  and  panelists  of  the  Community  Development  Block  grant. 

Barbara  Cameron  expressed  her  concern  for  -Lfesbian/GSy  serfsitive  Health 
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care  as  she  described  her  recent  experience  in  the  hospital  where  she  had 
to  communicate  to  hospital  staff  sixteen  tines  that  she  was  a Lesbian  and 
did  not  use  a form  of  birth  control.  Ruth  Hughes  raised  the  question  of 
men  supporting  women's  health  care  needs. 

It  T/as  continually  stressed  that  women/lesbian  health  case  services  were 
not  adequately  funded  and  constantly  put  on  the  back  burner.  It  was 
decided  that  the  issues  and  recommendations  that  panelists  presented  would 
be  discussed  at  the  next  Committee  meeting. 

3.  Commissioner  and  Staff  Reports 


Because  of  the  lateness  of  the  hour,  these  reports  were  brief.  Commis- 
sioner Phyllis  Lyon  reported  that  comparable  Worth  Resolution  has  been 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  that 
Gay  American  Indians  and  the  American  Indian  Center  have  made  some  commit- 
ments to  resolve  their  conflict.  This  would  be  reported  in  more  greater 
detail  at  the  next  meeting. 

Jackie  Winnow  reported  that  Camilleann  Nelson  had  resigned  from  the 
Committee,  that  the  surveillance  resolution  had  been  sent,  and  that  the 
issue  of  White  Resistance  had  been  referred  to  the  Social  Issues  and 
Police  Liaison  Committee  and  that  they  had  dealt  with  the  issue  several 
times  in  the  past.  The  rest  of  her  report  will  wait  until  the  next 
meeting. 

4.  Old/New  Business 


Norman  Nickens  expressed  his  frustration  with  the  San  Francisco  AIDS 
Foundation  concerning  the  lack  of  multilingual  pamphlets.  It  was  then 
***  that  a letter  be  sent  to  the  AIDS  Foundation  requesting  an  explanation 
as  to  why  there  still  are  no  Spanish  pamphlets. 

Jackie  Winnow  Brought  to  the  Committee's  attention  Guy  Wright's  deroga-

Jackie  Minnow  reported  that  the  combined  meeting  between  the  Social  Issues 
and  Police  Liaison  Committees  to  discuss  American  Indian  concerns  was

Responding  to  a letter  written  to  Chief  Cornel i us ; Murphy  by  Erna  Pahe,  a 
member  of  Concerned  American  Indian  Community  of  the  Bay  Area,  concern- 
ing AIC/CAID's  application  for  a bingo  permit,  Chockie  Cottier,  Chief 
Executive  Officer  of  AIC,  requested  at  the  HRC's  February  28th  meeting, 
that  a letter  from  the  Director  of  the  HRC  be  sent  to  Chief  Murphy  correct- 
ing inaccuracies  presented  in  Erna  Pahe's  letter  regarding  the  joint  meet- 
ing that  was  held.  Jackie  reported  that  this  letter  has  been  sent. 

Phyllis  Lyon  went  on  to  report  that  this  issue  was  referred  to  the  Ad- 
ministrative Committee  where  it  was  again  rendered  that  the  HRC  had  no 
further  authority  with  this  matter.  Resulting  from  discussion  of  this 
matter  the  Administrative  Committee  proposed  that  Committees  form  a list 
of  community  members  that  can  deal  specifically  with  crisis  mediation  for 
problems  which  arise  within  various  communities.

I-.  San  Francisco  AIDS  Foundation  Presentation  and  Distribution  Plans  for  "ulti- 

lingual  Pamphlets . - Holly  Smith:  Jeremy  Landau  and  John  Peterson  of  the  Pacific 
Center. 

Holly  Smith  representing  the  San  Francisco  AIDS  Foundation  distributed  to  Committee 
members  and  guests  the  multi-lingual , educational  pamphlets  that  are  now  available. 
She  went  on  to  inform  the  Committee  that  the  Foundation  has  a small  number  of 
businesses  and  organizations  that  the  pamphlets  will  be  distributed  to  and  that 
they  are  in  the  process  of  locating  more  distribution  locations.  She  also  reported 
that  attempts  have  been  made  to  include  translated  material  as  supplements  in 
Spanish  newspapers,  but  because  the  information  is  sexually  explicit,  requests 
have  been  denied. 

Commissioner  Rosselli  be^an 
with  questions  regarding  grant  proposals  for  programs  that  will  deal  specifically 
with  at  risk  ethnic  minority  populations.  Ms.  Smith  replied  that  yes  there  have 
been  grants  proposed,  but  none  have  been  funded.  Through  questions  from  Jackie 
Minnow  the  Committee  was  informed  of  actual  distribution  locations;  that  the  news 
releases  announcing  the  pamphlets  would  be  in  Spanish  also;  and  that  multi-lingual 
pamphlets  will  also  be  at  the  present  distribution  locations. 

Norm  Nickins  began  his  question  by  stating  that  there  are  100  Blacks  and  Latinos 
that  have  been  diagnosed  with  AIDS,  and  then  went  on  to  reauest  information 
regarding  programs  or  services  that  are  presently  being  provided  to  meet  the 
spefific  needs  of  this  population.  Ms.  Smith  responded  that  programs  at  the  Founda- 
tion are  not  aimed  specifically  at  any  group,  but  at  all  people  with  AIDS.  Mith 
further  questions  from  :’r.  Nickins,  it  was  brought  to  the  Committee’s  attention 
that  the  distribution  of  multi-lingual  pamphlets  can  be  seen  as  the  only  type  of 
outreach  or  program  being  implemented  that  targets  the  ethnic  at  risk  population. 
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that  of  a staff  of  22  there  are  no  bilingual  persons*  and  that  people  calling  the 
foundation  needing  translators  are  scheduled  to  a time  when  a bilingual  volunteer 
is  available.  During  this  time  Ms.  Smith  discussed  the  attempts  the  AIDS  Founda- 
tion has  made  to  change  the  ethnic  composition  of  their  staff. 

Lester  Olmstead-Rose  questioned  the  availability  of  other  translated  pamphlets; 
such  as  Chinese  or  Tagalog.  Ms.  Smith  assured  him  and  the  committee  that  the 
translations  are  complete,  but  because  they  have  not  been  in  demand,  and  are  very 
expensive,  they  have  not  been  publicized*  however  they  are  available  upon  request. 
Different  Committee  members  continued  to  express  their  concern  over  the  lack  of 
definite  strategies  not  only  for  outreach  to  at-risk  ethnic  minorities,  but  also 
for  outreach  for  people  of  color  on  their  staff.  It  was  suggested  that  the  AIDS 
Foundation  put  together  a committee  to  deal  specifically  with  the  issues  brought  un 
at  this  meeting. 

Commissioner  Rosselli  related  to  Ms.  Smith  that  he  was  aware  that  the  AIDS  Founda- 
tion has  written  grant  proposals  for  programs  to  work  with  ethnic  minority  groups, 
and  that  the  intent  of  this  meeting  was  to  examine  these  programs  and  relate  to 
the  committee  exactly  what  the  AIDS  Foundation’s  intentions  are  for  meeting  the 
needs  of  the  Third  World  community.  Ms.  Smith  responded  that  she  would  relate  this 
message  back  to  the  Foundation. 

Commissioner  Rosselli  introduced  Jeremy  Landau  and  John  Peterson  from  the  Pacific 
Center's  AIDS  Project,  who  were  invited  to  discuss  the  educational  outreach  program 
that  has  been  implemented  through  their  organization.  Mr.  Landau  related  to  the 
Committee  that  the  Pacific  Center's  commitment  to  people  of  color  is  exemplified 
in  their  multi-cultural  outreach  program  that  has  been  implemented  within  their 
organization  for  quite  some  time.  Mr.  Landau  went  on  to  explain  that  because  this 
program  existed,  implementing  the  AIDS  educational  outreach  for  ethnic  minorities 
was  made  easier.  Mr.  Landau  discussed  the  efforts  that  are  being  made  by  the  Center 
to  continue  filling  staff  positions  with  people  of  color. 

As  the  educational  outreach  coordinator,  John  Peterson  gave  examples  of  some  of  the' 
different  aspects  of  the  Center's  outreach  program  that  are  ongoing”  he  is  currently 
recruiting  additional  third  world  wolunteers”,  he  has  participated  in  five  Third 
World  forums;  and  he  is  in  the  process  of  developing  educational  videotapes.  Mr. 
Peterson  then  distributed  his  extensive  list  of  distribution  locations  for  the 
Center's  multi-lingual  pamphlets.  Mr.  Peterson  also  reported  the  statistical  break- 
down of  people  xtfith  AIDS  to  stress  the  need  for  programs  such  as  this.  Mr.  Peterson 
emphasized  the  fact  that  as  a Black  man  he  does  not  represent  all  people  of  color. 

Guests  from  both  organizations  clarified  the  confusion  and  complexity  of  statistics 
concerning  the  actual  number  of  people  receiving  services  from  AIDS  related  organiza- 
tions in  different  locals. 

After  lengthy  discussion.  Norm  Nickens  distributed  copiesof  a resolution  proposal 
expressing  his  concern  over  the  lack  of  educational  programs  designed  specifically 
for  at  risk  ethnic  minority  communities  through  the  San  Francisco  AIDS  Foundation. 

The  Resolution  called  for  the  Human  Plights  Commission  to  express  its  concern  to  the 
Health  Commission  over  the  failure  of  the  AIDS  Foundation  to  outreach  to  Third 
World  communities  in  S.F.  and  to  call  upon  the  Health  Commission  to  see  that 
educational  programs  designed  to  reach  at  risk  ethnic  minority  communities  are 
developed. 

Before  a vote  was  taken  on  the  motion,  Tom  Horan  made  the  observation  that  because 
the  percentage  of  third  world  people  diagnosed  with  AIDS  is  significantly  smaller 
than  Caucasians,  many  people  of  color  have  the  misconception  that  they  are  immune  to 
contracting  AIDS,  and  unless  populations  other  than  white,  upper  class  males  are 
targeted,  this  conception  will  continue. 

At  this  time,  Mr.  Nick ins ' proposed  resolution  was  ***m/s/c.  All  were  in  favor, 
with  Commissioner  Rosselli  abstaining  because  of  a conflict  of  interest. 
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3.  Special  Order 


Linda  Yee  from  Channel  4 News  approached  the  Committee  and  its  guests  with  the  recent 
discision  by  the  Military  requiring  blood  banks, civilian  and  military,  to  release 
positive  HTLV  test  results  of  military  personnel  donating  .blood . Holly  Smith 
and  committee'  members  expressed  their  strong  objections  to  this  decision.  Discussion 
of  the  military's  history  of  discrimination  againstLesb,ians  and  Gay  men  and  the 
opportunity  for  abuse  and  harassment  with  which  this  decision  can  be  used  ensued. 

It  was  ***ra/s/c  unanimously  to  request  that  the  URC  send  a letter  to  the  Department 
of  Defense  objecting  to  this  policy,  to  our  representatives  in  Hashin^ton,  D.C. 
requesting  them  to  take  action  opposing  the  decision, to  Mayor  Feinstein  requesting 
her  to  influence  the  Military 's  decision  regarding  change,. and  to  Irwin  Memorial 
Blood  Bank  in  support  of  their  decision  not  to  comply. 

4.  Commissioner  and  Staff  Reports 


Jackie  Minnow  reported  that  the  first  Uomen' s/Lesbian  Health  Consortium  meeting 
will  be  held  April  23rd  at  1:30  p.m.  , Room  302,;  DPH,  101  Grove  Street-  that  Public 
Health  Department  is  holding  a training  on  Lesbian  health  care  on  April  18,  1:30  - 
5:15,  Commission  Room,  Main  Library;  that  the  Lesbian /Women ' s Health  Report  was 
sent  to  the  Mayor,  Supervisor  Walker,  the  Health  Commission,  DPH,  OCD  and  panel 
participants  and  that  KPFA  has  expressed  interest  in  Lesb ian /Women ' s Haalth  and 
will  be  taping  the  April  18th  training  session;  that  only  Steve  Herman  of  Community 
College  has  thus  far  applied  for  L/GAC  membership  and  it  was  then  decided  that 
the  membership  subcommittee  (Phyllis  Lyon,  Lester  01ms tead -Rose,  Carmen  Vazquez, 
and  Jackie  Winnow)  would  meet  to  decide  direction*  the  Vicotora  Mercado  Brigade, 
a Lesbian/Gay  brigade  to  Nicaragua , has  of f erred  to  come  sneak  at  a L/GAC  meetinp 
and  L/GAC  decided  to  invite  them;  Hospital  workers  from  Local  250  will  now  be  able 
to  grieve  sexual  orientation  discrimination  through  tbeir  union  organization  and 
this  was  accomplished  by  a team  effort  of  Eileen  Gillis,  Jackie  TTinnow,  Leah  Hess 
and  John  Mehring;  the  HRC  wrote  the  Title  IV  letter  concerning  the  American  Indian 
Center  and  it  will  be  attached  to  their  next  newsletter  IIP.C  and  the  L/GAC  has 
endorsed  the  reception  for  the  Sexual  Orientation  text  Bay  Area  contributors'  the 
HRC  has  endorsed  the  Lesbian/Gay  Employment  Conference,  and  L/GAC  also  decided  to 
Maria  del  Pilar  Santiago  is  home  now  and  doing  better;  Eileen  ^illis  wrote  a grant 
proposal  to  the  Chicago  Resource  Center  for  an  AIDS  legal  guide  pamphlet  Halverson, 
editor  of  the  examiner  responded  to  our  letter,  the  AIDS  Discrimination  Reporting 
Project ’s  report  is  near  completion;  Chris  Van  Stone's  internship  ends  in  'ay  and 
Susan  Steiner  will  work  with  us  next  year;  ***m/s/c  to  write  a letter  of  commendation 
for  Chris  Van  Stone  for  her  fine  work;  Eileen,  Jackie  and  other  staff  will  be  taking 
permanant  placement  exams  at  the  beginning  of  next  month;  Worm  ITickins  and  Jackie 
have  been  meeting  with  the  Tavern  Guild  and  ' putting  together  an  insert  for  their 
newsletter;  the  Tavern  Guild  will  hold  an  election  for  its  board  of  directors  in 
July;  Patti  Roberts  will  be  holding  a Lesbian/Gay  Rights  class  at  Community  College 
beginning  May  1st;  that  the  CAHR0  Conference  is  holding  its  annual  conference  here 
and  Jackie  reported  that  she's  put  together  a panel  for  a workshop  on  AIDS  and 
discrimination;  L/GAC  members  are  invited  to  attend;  and  the  $25  booth  fee  for 
the  Lesbian/Gay  Day  parade  has  been  sent. 

Jackie  then  reported  on  the  budget  concerning  the  L/G  Unit.  The  Mayor  approved 
the  Coordinator  position  upgrade,  expenditures  fora  typewriter  and  supplies,  and 
although  she  had  denied  the  added  position  to  deal  specifically  with  AIDS,  she  x;as 
now  reconsidering.  Jackie  thanked  the  L/GAC  members  who  sent  letters  of  support 
and  who  requested  others  to  do  so.  She  also  pointed  out  that  some  members  fell 
a little  short  and  that  in  some  instances,  more  could  have  been  done  and  sooner. 
Commissioner  Rosselli  thanked  Jackie  and  Eileen  for  their  efforts.

Larry  Brinkin  brought  up  the  issue  of  the  USS  Missouri  and  whether  or  not  the 
L/GAC  should  take  a stand  on  it,  particularly  considering  the  Navy's  avowed  advocacy 
of  Lesbian/Gay  discrimination.  It  xjas  decided  that  staff  would  look  into  this 
issue  further  and  put  it  on  a future  agenda.

2.  Commissioner  and  Staff  Reports 

Jackie  Winnow  reported  that  Chris  Van  Stone,  MSW  intern  working  in  the  L/G 
Liaison  office  is  leaving  and  that  Sue  Steiner,  also  a MSW  student,  has  joined 
the  staff  for  this  summer;  that  both  Jackie  and  Eillen  Gillis  have  completed 
their  permanant  placement  exams;  that  Jackie  and  Eileen  are  working  on  a Lesbian/ 
Gay  Employment  Conference  scheduled  for  8:30  - 6:30,  Saturday,  June  15,  1985  at 
Hastings  College  of  Law,  200  McAllister  Street;  that  the  L/GAC  endorsed  Recep- 
tion for  Sexual  Orientation  and  the  Law  will  be  June  24th;  that  the  HRC 
unanimously  agreed  to  object  to  the  Defense  Department’s  recent  decision  require 
ing  that  military  and  civilian  blood  agencies  collecting  blood  on  military 
installations  provide  positive  test  results  for  the  HTLV  III  antibody  to  mili- 
tary health  agencies;  that  the  HRC  has  written  to  the  Secretary  of  Defense 
stating  their  objections,  as  well  as  to  Senators  Cranston  and  Wilson,  Congress- 
women  Boxer  and  Burton,  and  Mayor  Feinstein;  Irwin  Memorial  Blood  Bank  was  sent 
a letter  of  support  for  its  decision  not  to  comply  with  the  Military  edict ; that 
the  HRC  approved  the  "Resolution  Concerning  Education  Programs  for  AIDS  at 
Risk  Minority  Communities’  , with  a paragraph  added  requesting  that  the  AIDS 
Foundation  implement  Affirmative  Action  procedures  within  their  hiring  of 
staff,  that  the  AIDS  Discrimination  Reporting  Project  has  been  completed,  that 
there  will  be  a AIDS  Candlelight  Vigil  on  May  27th  beginning  at  Castro  Street, 
that  on  May  30th  Circus  Vargus  proceeds  will  benefit  the  AIDS  Foundation,  and 
that  Committee  members  need  to  sign-up  for  their  preferred  time  for  working  at 
the  Lesbian/Gay  booth  during  the  L/G  parade.  Eileen  Gillis  reported  the 
results  of  the  Mayor’s  meeting  held  with  community  leaders.  The  agenda  was 
devoted  to  AIDS  and  included  a presentation  by  Dr.  David  Werdegar,  Director 
of  the  Interim  San  Francisco  Department  of  Health.  Latest  medical  and  funding 
information  was  reported  on  as  well  as  an  update  given  on  the  reliability  of 
the  HTLV  III  test,  which  will  begin  to  be  used  at  local  sites  in  June. 
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Commissioner  Roselli  reported  that  the  8 member  AIDS  Advisory  State  Committee 
has  appropriated  an  additional  20  million  for  AIDS  related  programs. 

Commissioner  Roselli  also  thanked  Jackie  Winnow,  Eileen  Gillis  and  legal 
intern  Leah  Hess,  for  their  team  effort  to  assist  hospital  workers  from  Local 
250  to  bargain,  in  a new  contract,  grievance  rights  for  sexual  orientation 
discrimination  through  their  union  organization. 

Commissioner  Lyon  summarized  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Women’s  Advisory 
Committee  to  the  Mayor  by  discussing  the  different  options  available  to  the 
Mayor  for  financing  Comparable  Worth  within  the  City. 

3.  Feminist  Anti  Censorship  Taskforce  (F.A.C.T.) 

Material  describing  the  various  legislation  being  proposed  to  attack  pornography 
against  women  was  provided  for  Committee  Members  Commissioner  Lyon  described 
the  F.A.C.T  organization  and  her  concern  with  the  type  of  legislation  that 
could  be  produced.  She  asked  the  Committee  to  review  these  bills  and  discuss 
the  possibility  of  Committee  action. 

After  lengthy  discussion  it  was  ***m/s/c  to  send  a letter  to  the  public  Safety 
Committee  of  Assembly  and  the  Senate  Judiciary  Committee  asking  both  to  time 
their  review  process  of  these  related  bills  to  give  ample  opportunity  for 
public  hearing  and  input,  cautioning  that  those  bills  tend  towards  censor- 
ship and  the  abridgement  of  free  speech.

2.  Commission/Staf f R.eport 

- Commissioner  Lyon  reported  that  the  HRC  has  designated  AIDS  as  one 

of  its  three  major  priorities  for  FY  85-86.  Discussion  related  to  this 
item  was  deferred  to  a later  point  in  the  meeting. 

- Staff per son  Jackie  Winnow  reported  that  she  had  returned  from  disability 
leave  to  approximately  full  time  work  in  the  Unit;  the  Friends  of  the 
URC  is  sponsoring  a First  Award  of  Merit  to  individuals  exhibiting 
strong  dedication  to  human  and  civil  rights  work  in  the  areas  of 
Business,  Labor,  Arts  and  Entertainment,  Community  Service  and  Govern- 
ment service  , and  nominations  are  being  solicited;  outreach  is  ongoing 
for  Lesbian/Gay  sensitive  hearing  officers  able  to  sit  on  panels  hearing 
HRC  complaint  appeals. 

- Staffperson  Eileen  Gillis  reported  that  current  issues  staff  is  working 
on  include  meeting  with  Kaiser  Hospital  to  improve  services  to  people 
with  AIDS  and  the  ongoing  complaint  load,  which  includes  13  new  cases 
related  to  discrimination  against  those  perceived  as  having  AIDS.

Ms.  Vazquez  was  sponsored  by  community  groups,  individuals 
and  through  a small  grant  from  the  Ford  Foundation.  This  gathering  provided 
an  opportunity  to  air  issues,  lobby,  hold  workshops  and  organize  on  con- 
cerns related  to  the  international  women's  movement.  The  advantage  of  a 
Olobal  perspective  on  issues  was  educational,  showing  clearly  that  the 
credibility  of  the  U.3.  has  been  damaged  by  its  activities  disrupting 
much  that  is  ongoing  in  nations  throughout  the  world.  Major  issues  of  focus 
included  unrest  in  Palestine,  S.  Africa,  Central  America  and  3rd  World 
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The  convener  of  the  official  conference  attempted  to  order  lesbians  to 
leave,  but  due  to  the  organizing  efforts  and  the  advanced  preparation 
of  ISIS,  this  homophobic  event  was  used  to  focus  media  attention  on 
Lesbian  issues  and  motivated  increased  opportunities  for  conference 
participants  to  come  strongly  together.  AIDS  was  also  a topic  of 
concern,  as  it  is  widespread,  mostly  through  the  heterosexual  population 
in  Kenya. 

4)  AIDS  Priority: 

The  Human  Rights  Commission  designated  AIDS  as  one  of  its  top  three 
priorities:  The  others  being  the  IH3E/WEE/LBE  ordinance  and  Hispanic  concerns. 

Eecause  of  the  HRC  decision  and  due  to  L/GAC's  direct  role,  serious  discus- 
sion of  direction  and  process  took  place. 

Paul  Wotman  opened  the  discussion  by  pointing  out  the  need  to  look  into 
insurance  discrimination.  Members  talked  bout  the  need  for  an  ordinance 
similar  to  the  L.  A.  ordinance  and  Eileen  and  Jackie  reported  that  Supervisor 
Britt’s  office  is  preparing  one.  L/GAC  talked  about  the  need  for  HRC  to 
hold  public  hearings  to  gather  the  facts  concerning  the  various  types  of 
discrimination  now  being  perpetuated  due  to  AIDS.  Employment  housing 
insurance,  blood  tests,  youth  health  services,  educational  institutions, 
ethnic  minority  communities,  and  affirmative  action  and  provision  of  services 
to  Third  World  people  by  AIDS  organizations  were  discussed  as  target  areas 
needing  to  be  dealt  with. 

Since  AIDS  was  made  a priority  of  the  HRC,  then  more  than  the  capability 
of  1 committee  and  2 staff  members  are  needed  to  be  pulled  together  to  deal 
with  the  enormity  of  the  issue.  Extra  staff  is  needed  - new  and  others 
currently  on  board.  Each  of  HRC's  Committees  - e.g.  Housing,  Employment, 

Social  Issues/Police,  Youth  and  Education  - need  to  become  involved  with 
the  AIDS  issue  as  it  impacts  the  areas  of  their  committees.  A Subcommittee  made 
of  one  or  two  members  of  each  committee  should  be  convened  to  coordinate  the 
direction  of  the  AIDS  priority. 

Jackie  Winnow  will  prepare  a detailed  report  of  L/GAC's  recommendations 
for  formal  presentation  to  the  HRC.  ’ 

5)  Status  of  ITew  Member  Selection: 

Jackie  Winnow  reported  that  11  applicants  will  be  interviewed  for 
L/GAC  membership.  Scheduled  dates  are  9/5  and  9/9.  The  interview 
committee  will  report  back  to  the  L/GAC  at  its  September  17  meeting 
with  its  recommendations  of  individuals  to  be  added  to  membership. 

6)  Member  Updates: 

- Larry  Br inkin  reported  on  the  progress  of  his  appeal  re: 

Br inkin  v.  Southern  Pacific  Transporation  Company,  which  challenges  the 
denial  of  his  three-day  paid  funeral  leave  taken  upon  the  death  of  his 
partner / lover . The  case  was  heard  in  early  July  and  the  Judge's  decision 
will  be  forth  coming  shortly. 

- Norm  Nickens  reported  on  the  meetings  of  AIDS'  Third  World  Service 
providers . 

7)  Hew  Business: 

- Chris  Bowman,  Aide  to  Senator  Milton  Marks  gave  an  overview  of  pendin^ 
legislation  regarding  AIDS  and  requested  the  L/GAC's  endorsement  of  passage. 
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SB-292  provides  for  confidentiality  in  AIDS  research  protocols.  It  is 
now  on  the  floor  of  the  Assembly,  having  passed  the  Senate  and  requires 
informed  consent  for  each  disclosure  of  research  results . A penalty  of  up 
to  $10,000  for  unauthorized  disclosure  is  attached. 

Also  on  the  floor  of  the  Assembly  is  SB  678,  which  extends"  the  life 
of  the  State  AIDS  Advisory  Committee  from  1986  to  1990  and  adds  participants 
representing  University  research  sectors  and  mental  health. 

Two  year  bills  SB-1327,  which  requires  Hedi-Cal  to  assume  conversion 
payments  of  private  health  insurance  preminums,  and  SB-1328,  which  raises  the 
minimum  level  of  income  from $504  to  $800  at  which  time  Medi-Cal  will  assumes 
responsibility  for  medical  expenses  for  people  diagnosed  with  AIDS  have  been 
introduced . 

The  committee  ***m/s/c  to  endorse  these  bills,  recommending  their  Passage . 

8)  Nomination  for  Annual  Merit  Award 

L/GAC  members"  unanimously  voted  to  nominate  Jon  Hertz am  and  Priscilla  Alexander 
in  the  Community  Service  category.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Sal  Rosselli  at  5:35  PM. 

1) .  Adoption  of  the  Minutes  of  August  20,  1985. 

*****m/ s /c  Minutes  adopted  with  following  correction:  on  Page  2,  the  top 
paragraph.  Carmen  Vazquez  did  not  mean  that  AIDS  was  a major  focus  of  the 
Forum. 

2)  . Commission/Staff  Report 

Commissioner  Lyon  reported  that  the  Gay  and  Lesbian  group  at  Com- 
munity College  is  encouraging  the  Affirmative  Action  office  to  work  on 
Lesbian/Gay  outreach  and  keep  track  of  how  many  Lesbians  and  Gay  men  are 
employed  there. 

Commissioner  Rosselli  reported  that  there  is  a new  T.V.  show  on 
Channel  7 called  900  Front,  which  will  be  discussing  AIDS  and  discrimination. 
He  was  asked  to  sit  in  the  audience  and  react  to  the  program,  and  requested 
that  others  from  the  Committee  join  him. 

Staff person  Jackie  Winnow  reported  that  she  went  to  San  Francisco  State 
University  to  recruit  MSW  interns,  and  that  Eileen  Gillis  is  in  the  process 
of  recruiting  legal  interns;  Intern  Sue  Steiner  is  working  on  setting  up 
a meeting  for  all  those  working  on  AIDS  and  discrimination  and  is  doing 
research  into  AIDS  and  insurance;  the  upgrade  issue  is  now  in  civil  service 
and  may  need  help  from  the  L/GAC  members  if  it  has  to  go  before  the  Civil 
Service  Commission;  a funding  request  for  a new  staff  person  to  work  on 
AIDS  is  being  attached  to  Supervisor  Britt's  proposed  AIDS  discrimination 
ordinance;  Jackie  Winnow  will  be  on  vacation  during  the  next  meeting  in 
October. 

Staffperson  Eileen  Gillis  reported  that  she  is  continuing  to  meet 
with  Kaiser  Hospital  and  a community  group  who  are  proposing  the  possi- 
bility of  an  AIDS  ward  at  Kaiser  and  ongoing  community  meetings. 

3)  . Adoption  of  L/GAC 's  recommendations  for  HRC's  AIDS  Priority  Guide- 

lines. 

The  AIDS  Priority  Guidelines  for  the  HRC,  as  written  by  Jackie  Winnow, 
based  on  L/GAC 's  ideas  discussed  at  its  August  meeting,  were  discussed. 
Several  members  felt  that  the  guidelines  were  too  broad.  Lester  Olmstead- 
Rose  was  concerned  that  the  hearings  on  AIDS  discrimination  were  also 
too  broad  as  they  covered  different  issues  under  the  rubric  of  discrimina- 
tion. Jackie  Winnow  pointed  out  that  if  items  were  removed,  people  will 
ask  why  they  were  left  out,  and  that  these  guidelines  were  just  a general 
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plan,  and  the  specifics  will  become  more  clear  over  time.  The  Committee 
*****m/s/c  to  adopt  the  guidelines  as  they  are. 

4).  Recommendations  of  New  Members  by  the  Membership  Selection  Committee 

(Carmen,  Lester,  Jackie  and  Phyllis) 

Jackie  Winnow  passed  out  the  resumes  of  the  people  who  were  being 
recommended.  Commissioner  Lyon  explained  that  the  Committee  had  interviewed 
11  of  the  14  people  who  applied.  She  also  stated  that  the  choice  had  been 
difficult,  and  that  the  decisions  were  made, in  part,  according  to  a policy 
of  trying  to  keep  the  Committee  as  diverse  as  is  possible.  Those  being 
asked  to  join  the  L/GAC  are  Shelia  Coughlin,  Tony  Henry,  Marcy  Rein, 
and  Darrell  Yee.  The  selection  Committee  decided  on  4 rather  than 
3,  which  would  change  the  number  on  the  Committee  from  15  to  16. 

Paul  Wotman  questioned  whether  several  other  applicants  could  be 
added  as  well  as  the  4 chosen  by  the  Committee.  Commissioner  Lyon  commented 
that  there  are  no  set  rules  in  terms  of  size,  but  that  it  had  been  felt 
that  15  was  a manageable  number.  Carmen  Vazquez  stated  that  the  number 
of  people  had  not  only  been  of  concern  to  the  Selection  Committee  but 
they  had  also  determined  where  individuals  would  best  fit  in  to  serve  the 
community.  It  was  felt  that  several  of  those  who  had  applied  would  best 
serve  the  community  on  other  HRC  committees  if  they  would  be  willing  to  do 
so.  Lester  Olmstead-Rose  added  that  all  on  the  Selection  Committee  were 
comfortable  with  the  4 they  recommended  as  being  a good  balance  to  the  pre- 
sent Committee. 

After  some  further  discussion,  the  committee  *****m/s/c  approved  the 
recommendations  by  the  Selection  Committee. 


5)  . Stanford  University's  Policy  Regarding  Recruiters  who  are  Lesbian/ 
Gay  Discriminators. 

In  response  to  a Memorandum  from  the  Dean  of  Stanford  Law  School 
stating  that  the  school  would  allow  employers  who  discriminate  on  the  basis 
of  sexual  orientation  to  recruit  at  Stanford,  a letter  was  drafted  to  be 
sent  to  Dean  Ely  protesting  such  a policy. 

Eileen  Gillis  stated  that  the  Dean  has  been  receiving  pressure  from 
gay  law  and  business  students  to  change  this  policy.  The  Dean  is  now 
negotiating  with  the  students  who  feel  they  can  get  him  to  bar  recruiters 
who  discriminate  in  the  future  and  institute  a university-wide  sexual 
orientation  non-discrimination  policy. 

Paul  Wotman  stated  that  Stanford  law  school ' s present  policy  may  be 
a violation  of  California  law,  and  not  simply  San  Francisco  law,  as  had  been 
stated  in  the  letter.  He  also  said  that  there  are  colleges  and  law  schools 
in  San  Francisco  who  allow  the  CIA  to  recruit  there.  Lester  Olmstead-Rose 
suggested  that  a copy  of  the  letter  be  sent  to  Donald  Kennedy,  president 
of  Stanford,  with  a line  included  asking  him  why  Stanford  does  not  have  a 
nondiscrimination  policy.  Norm  Nickens  added  that  a copy  should  also  be 
sent  to  James  Tipton  who  is  involved  with  the  Bar  accreditation  process. 

It  was  ****m/s/c  approve  the  draft  letter  to  Dean  Ely  with  copies 
to  James  Tipton,  and  Donald  Kennedy,  with  the  suggested  amendments. 

6)  . Proposed  AIDS  Discrimination  Ordinance:  Content  and  disposition 
Dana  Van  Gorder  of  Supervisor  Britt’s  office. 

Dana  Van  Gorder  of  Supervisor  Britt’s  office  attended  the  meeting  to 
give  an  update  on  the  content  and  disposition  of  the  ordinance  prohibiting 
discrimination  on  the  basis  of  AIDS.  He  stated  that  the  principle  points 
of  the  ordinance  are: 

1) .  It  prohibits  discrimination  more  widely  then  Article  33,  expressly 
covering  education,  as  well  as  medical  and  dental  services. 

2) .  Its  definition  of  AIDS  covers  all  those  who  have  the  disease,  as 
well  as  those  who  are  assumed  to  have  it,  and  those  who  are  at  risk. 

3) .  The  enforcement  language  in  it  is  strong.  Those  violating  the 
ordinance  may  be  found  guilty  of  a misdemeanor  and  can  sue  to  for  punitive 
and  actual  damages  and  go  to  HRC  administrative  remedies. 
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Mr.  Van  Gorder  stated  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  likely  to 
pass  the  ordinance,  but  that  Supervisor  Britt’s  office  has  had  no  word  from 
the  Mayor's  office  yet.  He  stated  further  that  the  City  Attorney 
may  have  two  problems  with  the  Ordinance.  The  first  is  that  it  may  be  pre- 
empted by  state  law  prohibiting  medical  condition  discrimination.  This  law, 
however,  is  generally  not  enforced.  Secondly,  the  City  Attorney  may  feel 
that  enforcement  of  the  Ordinance  will  be  a problem. 

A resolution  will  be  attached  for  monies  for  an  HRC  staffperson 
and  AIDS  discrimination  educational  materials. 

Mr.  Van  Gorder  then  opened  his  presentation  to  discussion.  Paul 
Wotman  began  with  a question  as  to  why  insurance  was  not  covered  in 
the  Ordinance.  Mr. Van  Gorder  responded  that  insurance  is  generally 
regulated  at  the  state  level,  but  that  language  including  insurance 
would  be  considered.  Mr.  Wotman  also  had  concerns  that  Section  (b) 
Exceptions,  under  Section  3802,  Unlawful  Practices,  was  too  broad. 

Jackie  Winnow  pointed  out  that  exceptions  such  as  bona  fide  occupa- 
tional qualif ications  are  always  present  in  discrimination  ordinances 
and  that  the  burden  of  proof  is  on  the  employer.  Norm  Nickens  added  that 
although  he  thoughtthe  language  broad,  if  this  section  was  not  included, 
the  courtwould  be  free  to  read  in  whatever  language  it  wished. 

Several  other  suggestions  for  change  were  discussed  and  Dana  Van 
Gorder  agreed  to  take  all  of  L/GAC's  suggestions  under  consideration. 

Jackie  Winnow  asked  what  the  L/GAC  could  do  to  assist  in  the  or- 
dinance’s passage.  Dana  replied  that  help  was  needed  in  meeting  with 
various  supervisors.  It  was  also  suggested  that  HRC  endorse  the  legis- 
lation. Finally,  Mr.  Van  Gorder  added  that  public  hearings  will  be  held 
on  September  26th  , and  people  are  needed  to  testify. 

7) . Committee  Member  Reports 


Larry  Brinkin  reported  that  he  lost  his  appeal  in  Brinkin 
v.  Southern  Pacific  Transportation  Company,  and  feels  that  the  judge's 
decision  was  not  as  many  have  commented,  a positive  one  because  it  sup- 
ported gay  marriages.

8)  . New  Business 

Eileen  Gillis  requested  a letter  from  L/GAC  in  support  of  the 
Community  group  that  is  meeting  with  Kaiser  in  an  effort  to  form  an 
AIDS  Task  Force.  It  was

Jackie  Winnow  reported  that  Tom  Horan,  of  Black  and  White 
Men  Together,  had  brought  to  her  attention  the  issue  of  alleged 
discrimination  on  Ward  86.  Mr.  Horan  stated  that  a letter  had  been  sent 
to  Dr.  Volberding  on  August  26th  » about  the  issue,  and  no  response 
was  received.  There  was  not  sufficient  time  to  discuss  the  issue  at 
this  meeting;  however.  Norm  Nickens  suggested  that  in  the  interim  the 
L/GAC  should  send  a letter  to  Dr.  Volberding  asking  for  his  response 
to  the  earlier  letter.  Commissioner  Lyon  added  that  BWMT  should  send

1.  Adoption  of  the  Minutes  of  September  17,  1985 

M/S/C  Minutes  adopted  with  the  following  correction:  on  page  3,  number 

7,  the  last  sentence  should  be  changed  to,  "(I)t  was  instead  an  anti-gay 

decision." 

2.  Commission/Staff  Report 

- Commissioner  Lyon  reported  that  the  School  Board  is  being  encouraged 
by  the  Gay /Lesbian  Youth  Advocacy  Council,  to  consider  policy  con- 
cerning Lesbian/Gay  students  and  staff.  This  will  include  implementing 
the  book  "Demystifying  Homosexuality",  as  well  material  about  AIDS  as  a 
part  of  the  high  school  teaching  curriculum.  On  November  19th,  Acting 
Superintendent  Cornejo  will  return  to  the  Board  with  his  plan  dealing 
with  gay  drop-outs,  harassment  of  gay  students,  inclusion  of  gay 
lifestyle  information  in  the  curriculum,  providing  counseling  services 
for  gay  students  and  how  the  school  district  should  inform  students 
and  staff  about  AIDS. 

- Staff person  Eileen  Gillis  began  by  welcoming  the  new  L/GAC  members 
Sheila  Coughlin,  Tony  Henry  and  Darell  Yee  and  having  introductions. 

She  then  requested  that  one  Commissioner  and  one  Committee  member 
agree  to  meet  with  Tim  Wolfred  of  the  AIDS  Foundation  with  Jackie 
Winnow  when  she  returns  to  discuss  hiring  issues  and  affirmative 
action  and  Commissioner  Lyon,  and  Committee  members  Chris  Grubbs,  and 
Ruth  Hughes,  volunteered;  that  Stanely  Lim,  Contract  Compliance 
Coordinator  at  the  HRC  passed  away  this  weekend  and  will  be  sorely 
missed;  that  the  FY  84-85  complaint  report  will  be  out  soon,  showing 
that  the  complaint  load  stayed  stable  at  114  cases  received  and  the 
monetary  remedies  gained  by  complainants  increased  240%  from  $6,000 
to  $16,500  this  year;  other  indicators  of  success  will  be  reported 

in  more  detail  shortly;  and  that  they  were  unable  to  present  the  AIDS 
discrimination  ordinance  to  the  HRC  because  the  final  copy  was  not 
back  from  the  City  Attorney’s  Office,  but  should  be  back  by  the 
middle  of  this  week,  and  heard  before  the  Human  Services  Committee  on 
the  October  24th  at  2:00  P.M. 
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3.  AIDS  and  Insurance;  A Preliminary  Report 

Intern  Sue  Steiner  presented  a preliminary  report  on  her  research  into 
AIDS  and  insurance.  She  stated  that  insurance  is  regulated  by  each 
individual  state,  and  that  change  is  best  made  at  the  State  Level. 

Within  the  California  Insurance  Code  discrimination  is  prohibited  on 
the  basis  of  gender  and  marital  status,  but  not  sexual  orientation. 

Sue  also  stated  that  at  this  point  the  insurance  industry  would  like 
to  require  all  "high  risk"  applicants  to  take  the  HTLV-III  antibody 
test,  and  require  that  those  who  test  positive  be  uninsurable.  However, 
before  this  can  be  done  in  California,  the  insurance  industry  will  have 
to  get  AB  403,  which  protects  the  confidentiality  of  antibody  tests 
results,  repealed.  In  addition  to  this  the  industry  is  also  considering 
one  or  more  of  the  following  options: 

1)  The  writing  of  exclusionary  clauses  into  new  policies  stating  that 
benefits  will  not  be  paid  to  claims  generated  due  to  complications 
from  AIDS. 

2)  Men  who  appear  to  be  promiscuous  on  the  basis  of  their  medical 
records  be  excluded  from  coverage. 

3)  Individuals  living  in  high  risk  areas  be  excluded  (known  as  redlining) , 
and 

4)  Conducting  "lifestyle  screening"  to  attempt  to  determine  which 
applicants  are  in  the  "high  risk"  groups. 

In  the  discussion  that  followed  it  was  questioned  how  much  the  L/GAC 
or  HRC  could  do  in  the  area  of  discrimination  and  insurance  because 
any  law  dealing  with  insurance  will  be  pre-empted  by  the  state. 

Suggestions  were  made  to  investigate  the  privacy  clause  of  the  State 
Constitution,  as  it  relates  to  insurance,  attempt  to  strengthen  AB  403 
to  close  any  possible  loopholes,  and  to  contact  the  General  Counel's 
Office  of  the  State  Insurance  Commission  to  find  out  how  they  intend 
to  pursue  the  issue  of  AIDS  and  insurance. 

4.  New  Business 

Chris  Bowman,  Aide  to  Senator  Milton  Marks,  gave  out  two  articles  on 
Paul  Cameron,  an  anti-gay  psychologist,  who  has  been  hired  by  Rep. 

William  Dannemeyer  as  an  adviser  on  AIDS.  Cameron  is  using  the  AIDS 
crisis  to  further  his  anti-gay  mission.  Mr.  Bowman  pointed  out  that 
as  additional  money  is  devoted  to  dealing  with  AIDS,  more  scrutiny  will 
be  given  to  the  gay  lifestyle. 

Ruth  Hughes  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Committee  the  matter  of 
Nancy  Shaw,  who  contends  she  was  a victim  of  sex  and  anti-gay  discrimi- 
nation when  she  was  denied  tenure  at  D.C.  Santa  Cruz.  Ms.  Shaw  is  in 
the  process  of  a court  battle  to  enforce  an  EEOC  judgement  that  she  had 
been  illegally  denied  tenure.  It  was  agreed  to  see  if  Ms.  Shaw  would 
speak  to  L/GAC  about  her  ongoing  fight  with  U.C.  Santa  Cruz. 

It  was  brought  up  that  a precedent  has  been  set  in  several  California 
cities  to  exclude  children  who  have  AIDS  from  attending  school.  It 
was  agreed  that  the  L/GAC  should  go  on  record  that  this  is  not  a policy 
they  support. 

Darrell  Yee  generously  offered  his  home  for  the  L/GAC  get-together  which 
will  be  a pot  luck  on  Friday,  November  22nd  at  7:00  P.M.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Commissioner  Lyon  at  5:35  P.M. 

1 . Adoption  of  the  minutes  of  October  15,  1985 

M/S/C  Minutes  adopted  with  the  following  correction:  on  page  one,  in 

staffperson  Eileen  Gillis*  report,  2nd  line  add  Marcy  Rein. 

2 . Commission/Staff  Report 

- Commissioner  Lyon  reported  that  the  Board  of  Education  is  taking  up  a 
plan  of  action  that  was  presented  by  acting  Superintendent  of  Schools 
Cornejo,  to  address  the  conems  of  the  Lesbian/Gay  Community;  that  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  unanimously  passed  Article  38,  the  AIDS  anti- 
discrimination  Ordinance,  and  the  Mayor  has  indicated  that  she  will 
sign  it;  that  on  Friday,  November  22,  at  9:00  A.M.  on  Channel  7,  A.M. 

San  Francisco's  guests  will  be  Paul  Cameron,  an  on  ex-gay  man  and  an 
ex-lesbian  and  Steve  Moran,  a Gay  psychologist. 

- Staffperson  Jackie  Winnow  reported  that  a resolution  for  funding  of  the 
staff  position  to  work  on  AIDS  discrimination  has  been  introduced  by 
Supervisors  Harry  Britt  and  Nancy  Walker  and  will  probably  be  heard  by 
the  finance  committee,  (later  it  was  changed  to  the  Human  Services 
Committee) . This  resolution  is  extremely  important  as  without  it 
Article  38  becomes  a piece  of  paper  legislation  with  no  hope  of  subs- 
tantiative  and  expeditious  amelioration  of  AIDS  based  discrimination. 

The  L/GAC  potluck  will  be  at  Darrell  Yee's  apartment  on  Friday, 

November  22  at  7:00  P.M. ; that  Stanford  University  Law  School  has  changed 
its  policy  that  allowed  firms  that  discriminated  on  the  basis  of  sexual 
orientation  to  recruit  on  campus;  that  Commissioner  Lyon,  staffperson 
Jackie  Winnow,  and  Committee  members  Ruth  Hughes  and  Chris  Grubbs  met 
with  Tim  Wolf red,  the  new  Executive  Director  of  the  AIDS  Foundation  to 
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discuss  what  is  happening  at  the  Commission  and  the  Foundation,  and 
maintain  open  communication.  The  AIDS  Foundation  has  hired  Ernesto 
Hinojos  as  a third  world  outreach  worker,  and  he  will  be  invited  to 
speak  at  the  next  L/GAC  meeting;  that  Steve  Hermann  has  been  added 
to  the  Youth  and  Education  Committee;  that  intern  Sue  Steiner  has  put 
together  an  AIDS  legal  referral  list  which  will  be  distributed  widely; 
that  L/GAC  will  put  together  goals  and  priorities  for  1985-86;  and 
that  Nancy  Shaw  has  been  invited  to  speak  at  the  next  L/GAC  meeting 
representing  her  defense  committee. 

3.  1984-1985  Annual  Sexual  Orientation  Discrimination  Report 
Staffperson  Eileen  Gillis  discussed  the  1984-1985  Annual  Sexual 
Orientation  Discrimination  Report,  which  noted  that  there  were  114 
complaints  of  sexual  orientation  discrimination  in  FY  *84-85.  A 
positive  trend  was  seen  toward  greater  success  in  resolving  these 
complaints,  with  $16,500  being  received  by  complainants  this  year  in 
settlement  offers,  as  opposed  to  $6,000  gained  in  FY83-84,  as  well  as  a 
number  of  employees  being  returned  to  their  jobs  and  others  receiving 
fair  opportunities  for  proportion.  An  alarming  increase  in  reports  of 
discrimination  related  to  AIDS  was  also  noted. 

Ms.  Gillis  used  case  examples  to  illustrate  the  lengthy  and 
complicated  process  involved  in  investigating  sexual  orientation 
discrimination  complaints.  This  means  that  to  maintain  a responsible 
level »of  services,  an  increase  in  staffing  must  occur  to  address  the 
increase  in  the  complaint  load  seen  as  a result  of  AIDS.  Additional 
complaints  may  also  be  expected  with  the  passage  of  the  AIDS  discrim- 
ination ordinance. 

In  the  discussion  that  followed,  it  was  brought  up  that  due  to 
understaffing  at  this  time,  complainants  have  to  wait  at  least  3 months 
for  their  case  to  be  dealt  with,  and  that  there  is  a waiting  list  in  the 
L/G  Unit. 

Marty  Kashuba  objected  to  the  use  of  the  word  "fair"  in  the  report, 
for  describing  the  offer  made  by  a local  counseling  group  to  compensate 
women  it  was  no  longer  serving. 

It  was  M/S/C  to  approve  the  report  with  the  word  "fair"  removed  from 
page  3,  paragraph  4.  It  was  agreed  that  Ms.  Gillis  should  be  commended 
for  the  excellent  report. 

4.  AIDS  and  Insurance  Report  Update 

Intern  Sue  Steiner  reported  on  a conversation  with  Peter  Groom  of  the 
State  Insurance  General  Counsel*s  office.  Mr.  Groom  confirmed  that  state 
law  pre-empts  all  city  issues  regarding  insurance,  and  that  to  his  knowledge, 
no  local  government  has  successfully  imposed  an  insurance  requirement.  He 
also  stated  that  only  companies  with  insurance  or  indemnity  in  their  names, 
plus  Blue  Cross  and  several  others,  are  regulated  by  the  State  department 
of  insurance.  Others,  such  as  the  various  HMO's  and  Blue  Shield  are 
federally  regulated,  while  still  other  companies  are  self-insured  and  thus 
not  regulated  by  the  state  or  the  federal  government.  Thus,  affecting 
change  in  the  industry  is  often  difficult. 

Ms.  Steiner  recommended  that  L/GAC  monitor  the  AIDS  and  insurance 
situation,  and  support  legislation  at  the  state  level.  Jackie  Winnow 
reported  a conversation  she  had  with  Ben  Schatz  of  the  National  Gay  Rights 
advocate  during  which  a national  drive  to  have  city's  divest  money  from 
discriminatory  insurers . 
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5.  AIDS  Public  Hearings  Update  - Staff /Interns 

Jackie  Winnow  reported  on  the  work  she.  Sue  Steiner,  and  Dan  Turner 
had  done  thus  far  in  planning  the  HRC's  AIDS  public  hearings.  The 
goals  and  purposes  were  handed  out  and  approved.  The  hearings  will 
be  held  on  two  evenings:  the  first  evening  will  cover  the  areas  of 

employment,  public  accomodations,  corrections,  and  insurance;  and  the 
second  evening  will  include  housing,  medical  services,  education,  and 
chilren's  rights,  blood  testing  and  confidentiality.  Sue  Steiner 
reserved  space  at  the  State  Building  on  February  4,  5,  10,  11  and  12. 

At  the  December  HRC  meeting.  Commissioners  will  decide  on  which  two 
evenings  to  hold  the  hearings,  depending  on  the  ability  of  the  Commis- 
sioners to  have  an  eight  person  quorum.  Sue  and  Dan  have  met  with 
Barbara  Boxer's  office  about  their  public  hearings  and  will  be  meeting 
with  several  community  groups  to  discuss  their  input  and  ideas. 

Jackie  informed  the  Committee  that  their  assistance  was  needed  to 
help  organize  the  hearings.  She  explained  that  although  the  hearings 
are  HRC  sponsored,  the  L/GAC  has  a lot  of  say  as  to  content,  findings 
and  recommendations,  and  the  final  report.  An  advisory  committee  was 
formed  and  Lester  Olmstead-Rose,  Jeremy  Landau,  Shiela  Coughlin,  Jerry 
Dunbar,  and  Norm  Nickens  volunteered  to  serve. 

6.  Old  Business  - None 

7 . New  Business 

Jeremy  Landau,  Director  of  the  Pacific  Center's  AIDS  Project, 
announced  a job  opening  for  a position  that  would  include  the  assorted 
responsibilities  of  third  world  outreach  with  AIDS  information,  media 
expertise,  and  data  entry.  Jeremy  mentioned  that  the  Center  has  filed 
a lawsuit  regarding  AIDS  housing  discrimination  under  the  Unruh  Act 
because  they  were  denied  office  space.  Jeremy  announced  that  4.2 
million  allocated  for  AIDS  by  the  Governor  on  July  1st  has  not  been 
spent  due  to  delays  in  approving  contracts.  Some  contracts  will  take  a 
minimum  of  six  months  to  be  processed,  during  which  time  many  people 
with  AIDS  will  die  and  some  operations  such  as  the  Hemophilia  Foundation 
will  not  be  able  to  continue  and  be  forced  to  shut  down;  and  that  by  the 
time  the  State  does  give  out  the  money,  they  will  take  back  the  money 
not  spent  on  time. 

Jeremy  praised  the  importance  of  having  a State  AIDS  Advisory  Board 
and  said  that  it  was  wonderful  to  have  a central  place  to  raise  issues 
and  that  they  are  preparing  good  recommendations. 

8.  Committee  Member  Reports  - None 

9 . Anno  un c emen t s 

Larry  Brinkin  recommended  that  the  L/GAC  pass  a resolution  supporting 
the  AIDS  Vigil  people.  It  was  * * * M/S/C  to  prepare  a resolution  for 
HRC  approval,  except  that  if  the  vigil  ended  by  the  next  HRC  meeting  of 
December  12th,  the  resolution  would  be  void.  The  resolution  should  include 
a demand  that  the  Federal  Government  spend  one  hour  of  a Federal  working 
day  on  AIDS,  or  $500  million  in  the  next  fiscal  year.  Regardless  of 
whether  the  vigil  ends  before  the  next  HRC  meeting,  L/GAC  would  still  like 
to  be  on  record  as  supporting  the  vigil  positions. 

The  closing  of  the  bathhouses  reported  in  the  Chronicle  and  in  the 
Examiner  was  mentioned,  as  well  as  the  attempt  to  close  sex  hotels  in 
New  York  and  repercussions  here.  Representative  Dannemeyer  was  pointed 
out  to  have  said  that  no  Federal  money  should  be  given  to  cities  that 
refused  to  shut  down  gay  bathhouses. 
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Larry  Brinkin  recommended  that  people  visiting  L/GAC  meetings  should 
be  introduced  at  the  L/GAC  meetings  in  the  future.

Larry  Erinkin  wanted  the  resolution  to  support  and  commend  the  people  in  the 
vigil,  as  well  as  its  demands. 

2.)  Commissioner/Staff  Reports 


Commissioner  Lyon  reported  that  the  Eritt  and  Malker  resolution  urging 
the  Mayor  to  fund  the  HRC  in  order  that  it  may  carry  out  its  administrative 
mandate  under  Article  38,  the  AIDS  Discrimination  Ordinance,  had  gone  through 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  unanimously.  Commissioner  Rosselli  apologized  for 
his  absences. 

Jackie  Minnow  reported  that  the  I.esbian/Gay  Unit  had  been  exceedingly 
busy  working  on  procuring  the  AIDS  position,  the  AIDS  discrimination  public 
hearings,  and  complaint  handling  and  that  these  areas  would  be  the  Unit’s 
major  foci  over  the  next  few  months.  Jackie  also  reported  on  the  Resolution 
discussed  above  and  thanked  everyone  thathad  done  so  much.  The  Mayor  is 
currently  considering  the  resolution  and  L/GAC  members  agreed  to  contact  her. 
Since  people  had  queried  her,  Jackie  briefly  and  unofficially  summed  up  the 
requirements  for  the  position  as  requiring  someone  who  was  AIDS  and  Lesbian/ 
Gay  sensitive,  possessed  of  working  knowledge  of  AIDS/ARC  and  the  AIPS/ARC 
crisis,  and  experienced  with  discrimination  complaint  handling. 

Jackie  reported  on  the  progress  of  the  HRC’s  AIDS  Discrimination  public 
hearings  scheduled  for  February  4 and  5 from  5:30  - C:30  P.M.,  State  Building, 
Room  1194,  350  McAllister  Street,  San  Francisco.  The  first  evening  will, 
respectively, consist  of  testimony  in  the  areas  of  general  analysis,  employment, 
public  accomodations,  corrections,  insurance ; and  the  under-served  populations : 
e.g.  women,  hemophiliacs,  people  with  ARC,  third  world  population,  and  drug 
abusers.  The  second  evening,  will  consist  of,  respectively,  housing,  medical 
and  social  services,  research,  education  and  children’s  rights,  blood  testing 
and  confidentiality,  and  other  areas  not  listed.  Testifiers  are  needed  in  all 
areas.  Publicity,  outreach,  and  logistics  were  discussed.  Sue  Steiner  and 
Dan  Turner  had  done  an  excellent  job  in  plannin"  the  hearings. 
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The  AIDS  public  hearing  advisory  committee's  next  meeting  is  scheduled  for  4.3C  P.I  . 
December  20th  at  FRC  offices. 

Jackie  reported  that  HRC  committees  were  appointing  representatives  to  the  AIDS 
Ad-hoc  Committee  and  Ruth  Hughes  volunteered  to  represent  L/GAC.  In  addition, 

L/GAC  wants  an  AIDS/ARC  educational  like  the  other  committees.  Ruth  Hughes 
recommended  I'arsha  Quackenbush  for  the  educational. 

3.)  Nancy  Shaw  Defense  Committee  - Nancy  Shaw 

Nancy  Shaw,  a faculty  member  at  UC  Santa  Cruz's  Community  Studies  and 
Ilulti-ethnic  College  was  denied  tenure  by  the  Chancellor.  Although  she  received 
favorable  recommendations  from  her  college,  department,  nationally  prominent 
scholars  and  the  University’s  own  tenure  Committees,  Chancellor  Sinsheime  a 
biologist , 'contended  that  her  work  was  not  scholarly.'  Dr.  Shaw  grieved  her 
case  in  front  of  UCSC's  Committee  for  Privelege  and  Tenure  in  1933  and  the 
Committee  ruled  6-0  that  the  Chancellor  had  violated  Dr.  Shaw's  rights.  In 
1984,  the  U.S.  Equal  Employment  Opportunity  Commission  found  "reasonable  cause 
to  believe  that  sex  discrimination  was  a factor  in  Shaw's  denial  of  tenure." 

The  case  is  now  preparing  for  court  and  raises  the  following  le^al  issues: 
breach  of  contract,  wrongful  discharge  (based  on  free  speech  and/or  sexual 
orientation),  defamation,  sex  discrimination  (under  Title  VII  and  California 
Fair  Employment  and  Housing  Act) . Nancy  Shaw  reported  that  she  was  the  only 
out  Lesbian  at  UC  Santa  Cruz  who  was  in  a tenure  track  position  and  that 
Chancellor  Sinsheimer  "contended  her  work  was  not  scholarly''  due  to  her  beinr 
a progressive  social  scientist. 

The  Suit  requests  reinstatement,  tenure,  promotion,  attorney's  fees,  costs 
punitive  damages,  and  additional  reimbursement  for  personal  damages  and 
expenses. 

Nancy  Shaw  requested  the  following  from  L/GAC: 

1)  Hailing  lists  for  informational  mailings.  * * * II/S/C  to  supply  the 
Defense  Committee  with  the  mailing  lists  as  they  are  public  documents  (except 
for  the  individual  community  member  list,  which  is  always  kept  confidential). 

2)  To  provide  sex  discrimination  technical  assistance. 

Due'  to  the  nature_of  her  case,  we  recommended  that  she  seek  out  the 
services  of 'the  Equal  Rights  Advocates  as  their  expertise  exceeds  ours  and  is 
more  pertinent. 

3)  That  L/GAC  and  HPvC  endorese  her  suit,  agree  to  be  a supporting  agency, 
and  consider  sponsoring  a fundraising  event.  Ue  informed  Dr.  Shaw  that  due 

to  the  impartial  manner  of  the  HRC,  we  could  not  take  any  action  before  meeting 
with  a representative  from  UCSC,  the  respondent  in  the  case.  Only  after  hear- 
ing both  sides  could  we  then  make  a recommendation  to  the  HRC. - 

* * * H/S/C  to  invite  a representative  of  UC  Santa  Cruz  to  present  their  case 
at  the  next  L/GAC  meeting. 

4)  Presentation  and  Discussion  of  S,^1. 

AIDS  Foundation's  Third  Norld  Outreach 
Program  - Ernesto  Hinojos 

Ernesto  Hinojos,  the  newly  hired  program  devloper  for  Third 
Norld  outreach  at  the  S.F.  Foundation,  presented  detailed  and.  comprehensive 
plans  to  L/GAC. 

He  reported  statistics  showing  a greater  comparable  percentage  of  Black, 
Latino,  and  Asian  cases  of  AIDS  nationwide  than  white  cases  during  the  same 
time  period  which  dispells  the  notion  that  AIDS  only  effects  white  oeonle  anH 
shows  that  AIDS  information  and  education  has  been  inadequate  amonf~  ethnic 
groups . 
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By  using  a social  area  chart,  he  determined  which  sections  of  San  Francisco 
to  earmark  for  a heavy  ad  campaign  on  'IUNI  transit  and  billboards  on  AIDS  inform- 
ation and  educations  so  that  the  ethnic  population  can  be  reached.  He  said  that 
public  service  announcements  on  television  and  radio  would  also  be  a <>ood  way  to 
reach  the  various  target  populations. 

He  recommended  that  AIDS  information  be  included  along  with  GA  and  SSI  checks. 

He  wants  to  advertise  AIDS  information  in  all  ethnic  newspapers.  All  bars  catering 
to  ethnic  minorities  should  be  stocked  with  pamphlets  and  brochures  in  the  appro- 
priate language.  He  would  try  to  reach  individuals  through  tenants  organizations. 

Ernesto  pointed  out  that  in  order  for  the  campaign  to  be  successful 9 the  AIDS 
Foundation  must  integrally  figure  Third  Horld  concerns  into  all  of  its  plans  and 
programs.  Currently s Mr.  Hinojos  has  begun  focus  groups  to  bring  people  together 
to  discuss  AIDS. 

The  Third  TTorld  outreach  plans  had  yet  to  be  presented  to  the  Eoard  of  Directors 
of  the  Foundation,  but  would  be  shortly. 

* * * K/S/C  to  send  a letter  to  Dr.  Tim  TTolfred,  Executive  Director  of  the 
S.F.  AIDS  Foundations  commending  Ernesto  Hinojos’  fine  work,  the  plan  itself,  and 
recommending  that  the  Board  review  and  adopt  the  plan  as  soon  as  possible  and 
consider  adequate  funding  with  which  to  carry  it  out. 

5)  Report  on  recent  L.A.  Lesbian /Gay 

elected /appointed  officials  Conference  - llarcy  Rein 

Harcy  briefly  reported  on  the  conference  she  covered  as  a journalist.  The 
conference  was  the  first  of  its  kind  and  brought  together  about  150  Lesbian/Gay 
elec ted /appointed  representatives  from  all  over  the  country  to  talk  about  the 
importance  of  openly  Lesbian/Gay  people  running  for  office,  not  depending  on 
liberals  to  carry  the  Gay  agenda,  accountability  to  community,  developing  a unity 
statement,  the  need  for  more  Third  TJorld  Lesbian/Gay  visibility,  and  educational 
workshops  dealing  with  the  nuts  and  bolts  0f  electoral  politics.  This  conference  will 
be  an  ongoing,  annual  event. 

6)  Overview  of  IEIC  and  L/GAC  - Jackie  Minnow 

For  new  members,  Jackie  described  the  function,  role  and  policies  of  HRC, 

L/GAC  and  staff  and  the  various  laws  HRC,  functions  under.

Dear  Representative: 

You  are  invited  to  participate  in  public  hearings  on  AIDS/ARC  (Acquired 
Immune  Deficiency  Syndrome/AIDS  Related  Complex)  discrimination  sponsored  by 
the  Human  Rights  Commission  of  San  Francisco  (HRC).  The  HRC  mandated  AIDS 
as  one  of  its  top  five  priorities,  and  called  for  public  hearings  in  response 
to  the  alarming  increase  in  AIDS/ARC  related  discrimination  complaints  received 
by  the  HRC  and  by  other  agencies  and  organizations  in  San  Francisco. 

The  level  and  scope  of  discrimination  based  on  AIDS  has  yet  to  be  given 
a voice  with  which  to  address  its  many  aspects.  The  hearings  are  designed  to 
acertain  the  extent  and  focus  of  AIDS/ARC  based  discrimination  in  order  to  de- 
termine the  needs  of  persons,  as  well  as  institutions,  facing  such  discrimina- 
tion and  recommend  the  establishment  of  ameliorative  remedies.  The  hearings 
will  also  serve  to  educate  the  public  about  AIDS/ARC  discrimination,  and  pro- 
mulgate recommendations  for  legislation,  program  development,  funding  and 
staffing  to  combat  the  problems. 

The  hearings  will  take  testimony  from  groups,  public  officials  and 
agencies,  and  individuals  who  have  experienced  discrimination,  as  well  as 
organizations  and  individuals  who  are  working  in  the  area  of,  or  have  know- 
ledge of,  AIDS/ARC  discrimination.  We  also  hope  to  hear  from  businesses  that 
set  up  effective  employee  procedures  dealing  with  the  AIDS  crisis,  as  well 
as  members  of  frequently  overlooked  populations,  including  third  world,  women, 
seniors,  youth  and  persons  with  AIDS  Related  Complex  (ARC). 

The  hearings  will  be  held  on  February  4th  and  5th,  from  5:30  to  8:30  pm 
in  Room  1194  in  the  State  Building  (wheelchair  accessible  through  the  Larkin 
Street  entrance),  350  McAllister  Street,  Civic  Center,  San  Francisco.  The 
first  hearing  will  begin  with  testimony  that  gives  an  overview  of  AIDS/ARC 
discrimination,  and  will  cover,  respecti vely , discrimination  in  employment,  • 
public  accomodation,  corrections,  insurance,  and  under  served  populations, 
i.e.  ARC'S,  women,  third  world,  and  hemophiliacs.  The  second  hearing  will 
cover,  respectively,  housing,  medical  and  social  services,  research,  educa- 
tion and  children's  rights,  blood  testing  and  confidentiality,  as  well  as 
all  areas  not  listed  above.  Sign  language  interpretation  and  child  care 
will  be  provided.  For  child  care  please  contact  our  office  at  least  48 
hours  in  advance^. 

At  the  hearings,  organizations  will  be  given  eight  (8)  minutps  and  in- 
dividuals four  (4)  minutes  for  testimony.  If  you  intend  to  testify  , we  in- 
vite you  to  submit  your  testimony  in  writing  by  January  24,  if  at  all  possible. 
This  will  allow  the  Commissioners  time  to  review  the  testimony  and  prepare 
appropriate  questions  so  that  the  greatest  amount  of  benefit  will  be  obtained 
from  all  the  information  gathered.  If  you  cannot  attend  the  hearings,  written 
testimony  alone  will  be  welcome.

Jackie  Uinnow  reported  that  the  first  Uest  Coast  Conference  on  AIDS  and 
Ethnic  Issues  is  to  be  held  in  Ilarch,  and  is  seeking  financial  support.  Ruth  Hughes 
suggested  and  it  was  agreed  that  interested  L/GAC  members  would  contribute  money 
to  raise  a minmum  of  $50  necessary  for  L/GAC  to  be  an  endorser  of  the  conference. 

Jackie  also  reported  that  a concerned  community  member  had  contacted  her 
wanting  to  know  what  L/GAC  is  doing  in  regards  to  disabled  representation  on  the 
committee.

Sal  Rosselli  reported  that  AIDS  in  the  Workplace,  a union  sponsored 
program,  is  planning  a seminar  that  will  be  available  to  all  people  in 
Northern  California  to  teach  about  AIDS  and  what  to  do  about  discrimina- 
tion. He  announced  that  the  State  AIDS  Advisory  Committee  is  meeting  in 
Sacramento  the  weekend  of  February  21-23  and  will  be  discussing  discrimina- 
tion at  convelescent  hospitals. 

Jackie  Winnow  announced  that  Esta  Soler  has  been  appointed  HRC’s  new 
Chairperson  and  George  Suncin,  the  new  Vice  Chair.  The  L/GAC  will  be 
sending  letters  of  congratulations  to  them,  as  well  as  a letter  expressing 
L/GAC 5 s appreciation  of  past  Chair  Brenda  Wade’s  tenure.  Commissioner 
Soler  also  named  the  Chairs  of  IIRC's  standing  committees.  Dr.  Bartnof 
will  present  an  AIDS  educational  at  the  next  Youth  and  Education  Committee. 
Jackie  announced  the  excused  absences  of  several  members,  including  Jerry 
Dunbar  who  is  quite  ill  with  a pinched  nerve.  The  disability  membership 
issue  had  not  been  prepared  for  this  meeting,  but  will  be  for  the  next 
meeting.  Job  announcements  regarding  the  AIDS  staff  position  will  be 
distributed  as  soon  as  all  is  cleared  with  civil  service,  which  should  be 
in  approximately  two  weeks.  Qualifications  for  the  position  include 
experience  in  AIDS  discrimination  work.  HRC  participated  in  the  resource 
fair  sponsored  by  the  Northern  California  Grantmakers  Association.  Health 
Commissioner  Jim  Foster  was  kind  enough  to  have  us  invited.  A Gay  People 
of  Color  meeting  sponsored  by  the  SF  AIDS  Foundation  was  announced. 

Carmen  Vazquez's  house  warming  was  also  announced. 

3. )  AIDS/ARC  Public  Hearings;  A Report 

Jackie  explained  what  would  happen  now  that  the  public  hearings  were  over. 
After  the  transcribed  material  is  reviewed  and  duplicated,  members  of  the 
public  hearing  advisory  committee  (Esta  Soler,  Phyllis  Lyon,  Sal  Rosselli, 
Jackie  Winnow,  Eileen  Gillis,  Ron  Braithvaite , Sue  Steiner,  Dan  Turner, 
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3 .  ) Cont 1 d 

Karcy  Rein,  Lester  Olmstead-Rose , Jerry  Dunbar,  and  Jeremy  Landau,  and  a 
Person  With  AIDS  and  a Person  With  ARC)  will  meet  to  prepare  the  public 
hearings  report,  its  findings  and  recommendations.  During  these  pre- 
liminary stages,  meetings  with  various  agencies  and  officials  effected 
by  the  recommendations  will  be  made  in  order  to  facilitate  agreement  and 
compliance.  When  the  report  is  completed,  it  will  go  to  the  HRC  for 
approval  and  the  committee  will  act  deligently  in  ensuring  the  recommen- 
dations are  seriously  considered  by  those  impacted. 

The  staff  has  given  some  preliminary  consideration  to  recommendations, 
as  follows:  civil  service  needs  to  widely  disseminate  and  educate 

departments  regarding  AIDS  policy,  the  housing  needs  of  both  people 
with  AIDS  and  ARC  need  to  be  seriously  addressed,  policy  defined  and 
instituted,  legislation  and  funding  need  to  be  persued  on  both  the 
state  and  federal  level,  people  with  ARC  need  an  expedition  of  funding 
and  inclusion  in  AIDS  serving  agencies.  City  agencies  must  be  encouraged 
to  prosecute  those  who  violate  the  AIDS  discrimination  ordinance,  and 
new  programs  and  outreach  need  to  be  developed  for  undeserved  populations. 

Jackie  thanked  everyone  for  their  help  which  was  seconded  by  Commissioner 
Lyon,  thanking  staff,  interns,  and  volunteers  that  helped.  She  also  said 
that  the  media  was  still  interested  in  the  story,  that  the  Examiner 
coverage  was  particularly  good  and  that  the  Chronicle  intended  to  attend 
the  next  meeting  to  hear  the  preliminary  recommendation. . 

4. )  Military  Study 8 s Intent  to  Find  AIDS  Casually  Contagious.  What  can 

L/GAC  do 


Lengthy  discussion  and  serious  concern  by  Committee  members  and  staff 
was  voiced  over  the  Military’s  intent  to  find  AIDS  Casually  contagious, 
as  was  reported  in  the  San  Francisco  Examiner  on  February  9th.  The 
article  stated  that  a memo  by  researchers  called  for  "extreme1'  public 
health  measures  and  identification  of  AIDS  patients  by  a : Star  of  David 
Concept",  and  listed  participating  researchers  as  the  AIMS  Group, 

Scholars  of  the  Hoover  Institute  at  Stanford,  SRI  International,  and 
the  Institute  for  Cancer  Research,  which  is  housed  at  the  Pacific 
Presbyterian  Medical  Center. 

Nancy  Millhouse,  a spokeswoman  for  Pacific  Presbyterian  Medical  Center 
attended  the  meeting  to  clarify  PPM's  involvement  with  this  study.  Ms. 
Millhouse  informed  the  Committee  that  there  was  an  inappropriate  linkage 
between  the  hospital  and  the  study.  The  hospital  did  not  endorse,  nor 
was  it  aware  of  the  study.  Through  lengthy  discussion  Ms.  Millhouse 
informed  the  Committee  that  the  Institute  for  Cancer  Research  was  only 
connected  with  Pacific  Presbyterian  as  renters,  and  that  one  researcher, 
Dr.  Thor  spoke  for  the  Institute  inappropriately,  and  will  be  reprimanded 
internally. 

Following  numerous  questions  by  Committee  members,  and  continued 
scrutinizingly  indepth  discussion  it  was: 

***  M/S/C  that  letters  should  be  drafted  for  HRC  approval  and  be  sent  as 
follows : 

1. )  A letter  to  Pacific  Presbyterian  Medical  Center  requesting  that 

PPH  and  MRI  refer  the  proposed  AIMS  Study  to  their  bio-ethical/ 
human  experimentation  committee  for  an  advisory  opinion  and  express 
our  concern  about  the  proposed  study  and  request  future  guidelines 
to  deal  with  this  kind  of  situation. 

2. )  Letters  to  the  various  hospitals  in  San  Francisco  requesting  what 

mechanisms  they  have  in  place  to  combat  potentially  similar 
incidents  as  the  one  just  faced  by  PPKC  in  the  case  of  AIDS  and 
potential  civil  rights  abuses. 
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3. )  Letters  to  Senators  Cranston  and  Wilson  and  Congresswomen  Burton 

and  Boxer  urging  then  to  seriously  look  into  the  $40  Million 
expenditure  and  that  Congress  have  the  ability  to  approve  it. 

If  not  appropriately  being  spent,  request  taking  the  money  away 
to  apply  it  elsewhere  on  AIDS.  In  the  letter,  ask  to  verify  what 
the  consideration  of  the  Military  is  to  this  Study. 

4. )  A letter  to  the  Defense  Department  to  find  out  the  status  of  the 

proposed  Study,  whether  it  is  still  being  considered  and  to  stop  it 
if  it  is. 


5.  ) Women's  Health  Consortium:  An  updated  report  by  Pat  Norman 

Pat  Norman,  Coordinator  of  Lesbian/Gay  Health  Services  at  DPH,  reported 
to  the  L/GAC  about  the  progress  of  the  women’s  health  consortium  began 
about  7 months  ago  after  L/GAC’ s forum  on  Lesbian  health-care  needs. 

Pat  reported  that  a Committee  was  formed  to  address  the  myriad  health 
care  needs  of  women  and  it  was  decided  that  what  was  needed  was  a women's 
health  coordinator  to  do  a needs  assessment  study  and  begin  coordinating 
services  and  acting  as  a resource.  The  Council  of  Churches  has  agreed 
to  act  as  fiscal  agent,  granting  autonomy  to  the  consortium  committee. 
Several  grants  have  been  applied  for  and  the  Consortium  is  waiting  to 
hear  further. 

It  was  ***  M/S/C  to: 

1. )  Send  a follow-up  letter  to  the  Health  Commission  requesting  informa- 

tion as  to  what  they  have  done  to  meet  the  needs  exposed  at  the  forum 
held  seven  months  ago  and  to  urge  them  to  support  women' s health  care 
needs  and  support  the  proposal  of  the  women's  health  care  consortium. 
Copies  should  be  sent  to  the  attention  of  Dr.  Werdeggar  and 
Flo  Stroud. 

2. )  Send  letters  to  granting  institutions  in  support  of  the  proposal. 

Pat  will  supply  Jackie  with  the  appropriate  names  and  addresses. 

6.  ) Old  Business /New  Business 


a.  AIDS/ARC  Vigil  Resolution  (Prepared  by  Ron  Braithwaite) 

***  M/S/C  approved  unanimously.  It  will  be  presented  at  the  next  HRC 
meeting  for  approval.  (Approved  copy  attached). 

b.  Attendance 

Attendance  records  for  calendar  year  1985  meticulously  prepared  by 
Ron  Braithwaite  were  distributed.  On  the  whole  attendance  was 
good,  but  those  with  excessive  absences  needed  to  consider  the 
need  for  their  presence  at  the  meetings  and  make  L/GAC  a major 
priority.  ***M/S/C  that  Larry  Brinkin  will  be  presented  with  a 
gold  star  as  the  only  member  with  a 100%  atteandance  for  the 
entire  year.

1.  ) Adoption  of  the  Minutes  of  February  18,  1986 

M/S/C  Minutes  approved  with  the  following  change: 

On  Page  2,  2nd  paragraph,  last  line  it  should  read  underserved  not 
undeserved. 

2. )  Commissioner/Staff  Reports 

Commissioner  Lyon  reported  that  the  HRC  approved  the  AIDS/ARC  Vigil 
Resolution  at  their  meeting  on  February  27,  1986.  Larry  Brinkin 
pointed  out  that  the  words  "on  AIDS  and  ARC  are  included  incorrectly 
in  number  1 on  the  first  page  of  the  resolution. 

Jackie  Winnow  announced  that  the  HRC  approved  the  sending  of  a letter 
to  protest  the  U.S.  Civil  Rights  Commission's  refusal  to  accept  AIDS 
discrimination  cases.  The  AIDS  and  Ethnic  Minorities  Conference  will 
begin  Friday  evening,  April  25th,  with  registration  and  an  opening 
session.  The  keynote  speaker  will  be  Assemblyman  Willie  Brown,  and 
the  Conference  will  last  through  midday  on  Sunday.  Jackie  announced  N 
that  Paul  Wotman  resigned  from  L/GAC  and  will  be  joining  the  IIRC  Youth 
and  Education  Committee.  The  HRC  received  27  applications  for  the  new 
AIDS  position,  and  of  the  many  qualified  people,  five  were  chosen 
to  be  interviewed.  The  interviews  will  be  conducted  by  Jackie  Winnow , 
Eileen  Gillis , Phyllis  Lyon  and  Grant  Mickins . Without  being  asked, 
the  Bay  Area  Reporter  ran  the  job  announcement  the  day  before  the 
deadline  for  applications,  which  had  the  effect  of  frustrating  many 
people.  Jackie  suggested  that  if  L/GAC  is  to  continue  being  active 
in  the  struggle  with  AIDS,  they  may  want  to  consider  joining  various 
organizations  that  are  doing  AIDS  work,  so  as  to  better  facilitate 
communication.  Jackie  was  approached  by  the  Inter group  Clearinghouse 
to  determine  if  L/GAC  would  be  interested  in  co-sponsoring  a project 
to  combat  misunderstandings  about  AIDS  in  many  different  comnunities 
in  San  Francisco.  The  Intergroup  Clearinghouse  is  a broad-based 
group  ofi  community  organizations  and  government  agencies  whose  objective 
is  to  reduce  intergroup  tensions.  L/GAC  members  unanimously  supported 
the  idea. 
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3 . ) L/GAC  and  Disability 

Jackie  presented  the  Committee  with  a proposed  statement  regarding 
disability  that  can  be  used  for  active  outreach.  Following  a short 
discussion.  Committee  members  made  several  changes  and  additions. 

Jackie  explained  that  according  to  Chapter  12A  of  the  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code,  L/GAC  members  must  live  in  San  Francisco.  She 
stressed  that  for  this  recruitment  effort  to  be  successful,  every  L/GAC 
member  must  make  a commitment  to  actively  seek  out  people  to  be  on  the 
Committee.  The  Conmittee  approved  the  statement  and  pledged  their 
support  for  the  recruitment  effort. 

A. ) Nancy  Shaw  vs.  UC  Santa  Cruz 

Jackie  Winnow  reported  that  the  parties  representing  UC  Santa  Cruz  in 
the  Nancy  Shaw  case  had  refused  L/GAC ?s  offer  to  speak  to  the  Committee. 
They  instead  sent  their  response  in  letter  form.  Nancy  Shaw  had 
supplied  additional  information.  It  was  M/S/C  to  send  Nancy  Shaw  a 
letter  in  support  of  her  suit  with  a copy  going  to  the  University's 
Counsel,  David  Birnbaum. 

5.  ) Public  Hearing  Advisory  Committee  Update 

The  Public  Hearing  Advisory  Committee,  with  the  addition  of  Commissioner 
Lyon,  Commissioner  Soler,  Commissioner  Rosselli,  person  with  AIDS,  Bill 
Hartman  and  person  with  APvC  Chuck  Frutchey,  met  to  start  developing  the 
findings  and  recommendations  from  the  AIDS/ARC  discrimination  Public 
Hearings.  Quite  a bit  was  accomplished  at  the  meeting,  and  another  was 
scheduled  for  April  3rd.  Sue  Steiner  has  written  drafts  of  the  first 
several  chapters  of  the  report,  and  is  in  the  process  of  summarizing 
the  testimony.  Input  on  the  report  from  Committee  members  is  welcome. 

6. )  Report  on  the  7th  Annual  Lesbian/Gay  Health  Conference  and 

4th  National  AIDS  Forum 

Jackie  Winnow,  Eileen  Gillis,  and  Dan  Turner  attended  the  7th  Annual 
Lesbian/Gay  Health  Conference  and  4th  National  AIDS  Forum  in  Washington 
D.C.  Eileen  reported  that  the  Conference  was  extremely  interesting 
from  a national  perspective,  and  offered  an  opportunity  for  numerous 
people  working  on  AIDS  in  California  to  meet  and  discuss  issues,  which 
they  don't  often  have  time  to  do  while  at  home.  Eileen  noted  that  she 
perceived  that  the  California  contingent  was  more  progressive  than 
people  from  the  East  Coast  on  issues  such  as  outreach  to  third  world 
people  and  women.  The  problems  facing  these  populations  was  generally 
overlooked  at  the  conference,  as  was  their  presence  on  most  panels. 

Jackie  Winnow  reported  that  the  Conference  developed  a statement  opposing 
mass  HTLV-III  testing,  and  spent  time  discussing  a very  dangerous  bill 
that  has  been  proposed  in  Colorado  which  would  require  reporting  of  all 
AIDS  cases,  contact  tracing,  forced/mandatory  testing  (cease  and  desist 
orders)  and  isolation  and  quarantine,  all  under  the  Department  of  Health 
which  has  great  latitude  .in  investigating  suspected  cases  of  AIDS.  There  is 
a fear  that  even  if  this  bill  is  not  passed  in  Colorado,  that  other  states 
may  adopt  similar  bills.  Jackie  told  the  Committee  that  People  with 
AIDS  have  started  a national  organization,  and  that  President  Reagan  is 
proposing  to  cut  funding  for  AIDS  by  $51  million,  $10  million  of  which 
is  attributable  to  Gramm  - Rudman.  Waxman/Boxer  are  proposing  $390 
million  to  AIDS  while  the  Health  Committee  is  proposing  $300  million. 

Support  for  the  Boxer /Waxman  proposal  is  very  important. 

Jackie  reported  that  while  in  Washington  they  net  with  Stan  Hadden 
Aide  to  Senator  Roberti,  and  discussed  the  rapidly  growing  list  of 
proposed  AIDS  legislation  in  California.  Many  of  them  are  extremely 
dangerous.  Several  menbers  pointed  out  that  there  is  no  Lesbian/Gay 
or  AIDS  lobbyist  at  the  state  level.  The  need  for  someone  in  this 
position,  as  well  as  the  need  for  a RRC  legislative  analyst  was  stressed. 
Following  a lengthy  discussion  on  how  best  to  deal  with  the  new  AIDS 
legislation,  and  an  update  and  more  indepth  description  of  certain  bills  / 
by  /tide  to  Senator  Marks, Chris  Bowman , it  was  M/S/C  to; 
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1)  Contact  the  City's  lobbyist  to  enquire  how  the  HRC  can  impact  on 
these  pieces  of  legislation. 

2)  Write  letters  from  L/GAC  to  members  of  crucial  committees  where 
bills  arc  being  sent,  and  to  the  bills'  authors. 

3)  Have  each  L/GAC  member  contact  five  (5)  people  or  organizations 
to  write  letters  to  members  of  the  legislative  and  their  Senators 
or  representatives. 

4)  Testify  before  Committee  hearings  where  appropriate. 

7 . ) Old/New  Business 


Jackie  told  the  Committee  she  had  received  a copy  of  a proposed  pamphlet 
entitled  ffC an  I Get  AIDS  from  School,1'  from  Hunter  Morey,  who  wanted 
L/GA-C’s  endorsement  of  it.  From  a brief  inspection  of  the  brochure,  the 
Committee  found  several  problems,  including  the  definition  of  AIDS.  It 
was  agreed  that  Commissioner  Lyon  would  contact  Mr.  Morey  with  L/GAC' s 
input .

2.  Myra  Sheehan  Discrimination  Case 

Ruth  Mahaney,  a faculty  member  at  San  Francisco  State  University  (S.F.S.U.), 
presented  the  case  of  Myra  Sheehan,  who  was  fired  from  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety  at  S.F.S.U.  Ms.  Sheehan  was  fired  approximately  three  years 
ago  by  a person  she  felt  was  extremely  homophobic.  She  took  her  case 
through  the  school  grievance  procedures  and  eventually  to  court,  where 
she  won  a settlement  based  on  eexual  preference  issues  and  an  illegal 
search  of  her  locker.  Although  the  court  determined  she  was  fired  illegally, 
the  University  has  refused  to  reinstate  Ms.  Sheehan,  and  insists  on 
retaining  the  man  who  fired  her. 

Ms.  Mahaney  told  L/GAC  that  the  S.F.S.U.  Lesbian/Gay  Alliance  recently 
invited  Ms.  Sheehan  to  speak  at  a meeting  that  was  open  to  the  public 
and  the  media.  Representatives  of  the  press  were  asked  that  the  meeting 
not  be  recorded  or  photographed  and  that  no  names  be  used.  In  spite  of 
this  request,  a tape  was  made  shich  was  used  by  the  University  during  a 
reinstatement  hearing  to  show  that  Ms.  Sheehan  was  too  angry  to  return  to 
work . 


Ms.  Mahaney  stated  that  John  Shorely,  the  head  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety  who  fired  Ms.  Sheehan,  has  received  many  complaints  in  the  past. 

In  spite  of  these  complaints  and  this  most  recent  case,  the  University 
has  continued  to  support  him.  She  told  L/GAC  that  both  the  firing  and 
the  taping  of  the  meeting  are  Lesbian/Gay  issues  and  urged  L/GAC  to  do 
whatever  was  possible  to  encourage  the  University  to  reinstate  Ms.  Sheehan - 

It  was  ***  M/S/C  that  following  the  receipt  of  more  detailed  information 
about  the  case,  the  L/GAC  request  that  the  HRC  write  a letter  to  S.F.S.U. 
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strongly  urging  them  to  reinstate  Myra  Sheehan. 
3.  Commissioner /Staff  Reports 


Jackie  Winnow  reported  that  there  will  be  a party  at  the  next  L/GAC 
meeting  for  departing  interns  Caryn  Callahan,  Larry  Jarvis,  Sue  Steiner, 
and  Dan  Turner,  and  volunteer  Ron  Braithwaite . Norm  Nickens  began  work 
as  the  AIDS  Discrimination  Representative.  L/GAC  members  wishing  to 
invite  speakers  to  meetings  should  first  contact  Jackie.  Jackie  thanked 
Commissioner  Phyllis  Lyon  and  Committee  members  Lester  Olmstead-Rose  and 
Karci  Rein  for  their  work  with  the  Public  Hearing  Advisory  Committee. 

The  Committee  has  been  meeting  to  formulate  findings  and  recommendations 
for  the  Public  Hearing  Report.  Jackie  and  Sue  Steiner  will  organize  the 
findings  and  recommendations  into  a form  that  is  usable  for  the  Report. 

Jackie  announced  that  there  will  be  a contigent  of  Cancer  Survivors  and 
their  friends  at  the  Peace,  Jobs,  and  Justice  March  on  April  19th,  the 
Western  Regional  Conference  on  AIDS  and  Ethnic  Minorities  will  be  held 
on  April  25th  - 27th:  there  will  be  a Passover  Reading  by  Jewish  Lesbians 
on  April  26th,;  member  Marty  Kashuba  was  absent  because  she  had  to  go  out- 
of-town  to  be  with  her  ill  father. 

4.  ACLU  - Gay  Rights  Chapter  - Their  AIDS  Agenda  and  Lobby  Effort, 

Doug  Warner 

Mr.  Warner  explained  that  the  ACLU  is  a national  organization  with 
thousands  of  dues  paying  members.  When  a person  joins  the  ACLU  they 
are  assigned  to  a regional  Chapter  by  zip  code,  unless  they  indicate 
that  they  wish  to  be  a part  of  the  Gay  Rights  Chapter.  The  Chapters 
are  active  in  organizing  around  civil  rights  issues  and  lobbying.  The 
Northern  and  Southern  California  Chapters  of  the  ACLU  share  two  staff 
lobbyists  in  Sacramento.  One  of  these  lobbyists  has  been  focusing  on 
AIDS  bills  and  has  been  overwhelmed.  The  ACLU  has  also  joined  with  the 
Bay  Area  Lawyers  for  Individual  Freedom  (BALIF)  and  the  National  Lawyers 
Guild's  Anti-Sexism  Committee  to  form  an  AIDS  Legislative  Coalition. 

In  January  and  February  of  this  year,  the  ACLU  of  Northern  and  Southern 
California  adopted  a set  of  policies  on  AIDS  and  civil  liberties  that 
have  been  used  as  a model  for  the  ACLU  nationwide.  There  is  a general 
policy,  as  well  as  a discussion  of  AIDS  in  regards  to  specific  issues, 
such  as  HTLV  III  testing  and  quarantine,  and  specific  problem  areas 

such  as  employment,  schools,  and  prisons.  The  policy  stresses  that  the 

following  criteria  should  be  met  before  the  government  adopts  any  policies 
or  practices. 

1.  The  policy  or  practice  must  be  demonstrably  likely,  based  on  generally 
accepted  medical  evidence,  to  reduce  the  incidence  of  MBS  trans- 
mission. 

2.  It  must  be  carefully  tailored  and  not  overbroad, 

3.  Serious  efforts  must  be  taken  to  minimize  and  mitigate  adverse 

impacts  on  privacy,  equality  and  other  protected  interests:  and 

4.  There  must  be  no  feasible,  efficacious  alternative  that  is  less 
restrictive. i; 

Mr.  vJarner  stated  that  most  of  the  AIDS  legislation  that  is  being  pro- 
posed in  Sacramento  does  not  meet  these  criteria.  The  majority  of  this 
bad  legislation  is  getting  out  of  Committee.  He  expressed  concern  that 
these  bills  may  just  be  the  tip  of  the  iceberg,  and  that  there  is  no 
well  coordinated  effort  to  stop  this  threat  to  civil  liberties.  He  urged 
L/GAC  to  contact  Cleve  Jones,  a lobbyist  for  the  Friends' Legislative 
Committee,  and  Stan  Hadden  of  Senator  RobertiTs  office  to  discuss 
stratagies  to  defeat  these  bills.  Lester  Olmstead-Rose  suggested  a 
meeting  between  the  above  mentioned  representatives,  Assemblymember 
Willie  Brown,  and  people  knowledgeable  about  AIDS  medical  and  civil 
liberties  issues  to  educate  these  representatives  and  discuss  strategies 
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for  the  coning  year,  Lester  volunteered  to  look  into  setting  up  such 
a meeting. 

Mr.  Warner  explained  that  an  ACLU  lobbyist  in  Sacramento  has  been 
testifying  at  Committee  hearings  representing  ACLU  members,  and  has 
been  overwhelmed  by  the  tremendous  amount  of  AIDS  legislation.  The 
need  for  an  AIDS  lobbyist  was  discussed.  It  was  brought  up  that  the 
Community  Partnership  on  AIDS  is  reportedly  in  the  process  of  raising 
money  to  hire  a lobbyist  to  work  exclusively  on  AIDS  issues  in  Sacramento. 
In  addition,  the  Lesbian/Gay  democratic  clubs  and  the  recent  conference  in 
Los  Angeles  discussed  lobbyists.  As  well  as  hiring  a lobbyist,  Mr.  Warner 
emphasized  the  need  for  developing  a network  for  the  dissemination  of 
information  about  AIDS  legislation.  It  was  recommended  that  a list  of  the 
pending  legislation  containing  suggestions  as  to  whether  to  support  or 
oppose  each  bill  be  sent  to  all  legislators  and  their  aides,  all  California 
ACLU  members,  and  to  Human  Relations  Commission's  statewide. 

5.  Old  Business 


Lester  questioned  what  Dan  learned  from  the  Chronicle  about  the  obituary 
policy.  Dan  reported  that  he  received  a letter  from  the  paper’s 
attorney  stating  that  the  Chronicle  can  edit  obituaries  any  way  they 
wish  under  freedom  of  the  press.  It  was  suggested  that  the  person  who 
was  discriminated  against  file  a complaint  with  the  HRC.  Norm  Nickens 
recommended  that  the  best  approach  at  this  time  may  be  to  educate  the 
Chronicle  on  the  subject.

Eileen  Gillis  announced  an  AIDS  bike-a-than  on  Saturday,  May  3rd.  Norm 
Nickens  announced  a fundraiser  for  the  Conference  on  AIDS  and  Ethnic 
Minorities  on  Friday,  April  18th.  Carmen  Vazquez  announced  that  the 
Woman’s  Building  will  be  hosting  a Conference  for  Lesbians  of  Color  in 
June.  She  asked  that  people  who  know  of  Lesbians  of  Color  who  may  be 
interested  in  working  on  the  Conference  call  Carmen.

3)  AIDS  Legislative  Update,  Report  on  the  Recent  AIDS  and  Ethnic  minorities 
Conference,  and  Discussion  of  His  Work — Lorm  dickens,  new  staff  person/AIDS 
Discrimination  Representative. 

‘forra  liickens,  the  Commission1  s AIDS  representative,  reported  on  AIDS  related 
legislation,  the  recent  Conference  on  AIDS  and  Ethnic  kinorities,  and  the  current 
AIDS /ARC  discrimination  caseload  at  the  Commission. 
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There  are  currently  over  4C  AIDS  related  bills  before  the  State  Le0islature . 
Many  of  these  bills  are  mandatory  IITLV  III  testing  proposals,  particularly  in  the 
area  of  corrections  and  criminal  justice.  3ecause  of  the  volume  of  these  bills, 
it  has  become  increasingly  difficult  for  the  Commission  to  track  the  progress  of 
these  bills  in  the  legislature.  The  Commission,  through  the  efforts  of  don  Dull, 
a recent  Hew  College  School  of  Law  graduate, and  L/G  staff,  has  beQun  doin6  the 
tedious  and  arduous  work  of  tracking  the  bills  and  plannin^  strategy  for  HI X 
response.  IIRC  is  planning  on  hiring  a legislative  intern  or  consultant  for  the 
summer  to  continue  this  work.  In  addtion,  it  appears  that  the  Community  Partner- 
ship on  AIDS,  working  in  conjunction  with  some  groups  in  Southern  California,  has 
hired  a full  time  lobbyist  in  Sacramento.

***  m/s/c  that  the  Commission  be  asked  to  support  three  bills  currently  before 
the  legislature, AD  3323,  providing  that  drugs  approved  by  the  FDA  for  the  treat- 
ment of  AIDS  shall  be  deemed  approved  for  payment  under  Hedi-Cal,  AB  4249,  which 
would  include  hospice  services  as  a covered  benefit  under  Iledi-Cal,  SB  2453, 
which  provides  that  there  shall  be  a presumption  of  disability  from  AIDS  or  ARC 
for  purposes  of  eligibility  for  Medi-Cal. 

The  Western  Regional  Conference  on  AIDS  and  Ethnic  Minorities  was  held  in 
San  Francisco  on  April  25-27.  The  Conference  atracted  200  participants  from 
around  the  country  to  discuss  the  impact  of  AIDS  on  ethnic  minority  communities. 

The  Conference  featured  a keynote  address  by  Assembly  Speaker  Willie  Brown,  in 
which  he  urged  more  funding  for  AIDS  education  and  prevention  programs  in  minority 
communities,  and  called  for  greater  efforts  at  AIDS  prevention  within  minority 
communities.  The  Conference  also  featured  over  14  workshops,  on  topics  ranging 
from  the  politics  of  AIDS  to  women  and  AIDS.  The  workshops  sessions  were  taped, 
and  tapes  are  available  through  the  Third  World  AIDS  Advisory  Task  Force.  Contact 
Worm  at  558-4901  for  more  information. 

The  caseload  of  AIDS/ARC  related  discrimination  related  complaints  before 
the  Commission  continues  to  grow.  Article  38  of  the  Municipal  Code,  barring  dis- 
crimination against  people  with  AIDS/ARC,  became  effective  in  December  of  1985, 
and  a full  time  staff  person  for  AIDS/ARC  complaints  was  added  to  Commission  staff 
in  April  of  1SS6.  Rules  of  Procedure  for  Article  38  are  in  the  process  of  being 
adopted  by  the  Commission  and  should  be  in  place  within  a few  weeks.  The  current 
case  load  has  included  a number  of  housing  based  discrimination  complaints,  and 
help  to  illustrate  the  on-going  problem  of  the  lack  of  available  housing  for 
people  with  AIDS/ARC.  The  Commission  has  begun  to  review  the  draft  final  report 
of  the  Public  Hearings  on  discrimination  against  people  with  AIDS/ARC.  The 
final  report  should  be  available  by  the  end  of  the  summer.  L/G  Staff  will  be 
presenting  highlighted  preliminary  findings  and  recommendations  for  more  imme- 
diate attention  to  some  of  the  more  severe  problems. 

4)  The  meeting  broke  into  a party  honoring  the  L/GAC's  interns — Caryn  Callahan, 
"Larry  Jarvis,  Sue  Steiner,  and  Dan  Turner.  The  meeting  was  then  adjourned.

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Fran  reported  that  Lyon-Martin  is  the  sole  primary  care  facility  in 
San  Francisco  serving  Lesbians.  70%  of  its  clientele  are  Lesbians  and 
most  are  low-income.  Women’s  health  issues  have  not  gotten  the  support 
needed  and  women  have  suffered  because  of  it.  Its  total  budget  is  $220,000. 
They  are  asking  OCD  for  $80,000  and  planning  a financial  program  targeting 
sources  to  make  itself  independent.

* * *m/s/c  to  request  that  HRC  send  a letter  of  support  to  the  Office 
of  Community  Development  (OCD)  for  Lyon-Martin' s request  of  $80, C00. 

* * *m/s/c  to  send  a follow-up  letter  to  Dr.  Werdegar,  Director  of 
DPH,  to  urge  DPH  to  take  the  health  concerns  of  women  seriously  and  start 
funding  programs  specifically  geared  to  women. 

4)  Cancellation  of  Adair  Films  as  a Contractor  for  AIDS  educational  film — 

Janet  Cole  of  Adair  Films  and  Steve  Morxn  of  the  Advisory  Committee  to 
the  AIDS  Mental  Health  Project  in  the  State  Department  of  Mental  Health 

After  being  picked  as  the  sole  source  contractor  for  conducting  an 
AIDS  mental  health  educational  film  as  mandated  by  state  legislation, 

Adair’s  contract  was  questioned  after  reportedly  receiving  six  of  the 
necessary  seven  state  signatures  and  after  Adair  had  begun  to  do  the 
research  for  the  film  and  expend  monies  on  the  project.  At  this  point, 
it  was  noted  that  since  Adair  Films  was  the  sole  source  contractor  an 
"appearance  of  impropriety"  might  be  assumed  (although  contracts  like 
this  are  commonplace).  Subsequently,  a new  committee  was  formed  for  the 
review  process  and  Adair  Films  showed  as  one  of  the  four  finalists.  The 
Committee  indicated  that  any  of  the  four  finalists  could  be  considered 
"fully  qualified."  But  Adair  Films  did  not  get  the  contract;  Landsberg 
Productions  did.  Landsberg  has  never  done  an  AIDS  or  a Gay  film  and  its 
proposal  did  not  meet  the  criteria  set  out  by  the  legislation. 

The  Advisory  Committee  to  the  AIDS  Mental  Health  Project  in  the  State 
Department  of  Mental  Health  has  protested  to  the  Governor  and  various 
legislators  have  asked  for  an  investigation  into  Adair  Films'  cancellation. 
Adair  Films  is  seeking  legal  counsel  at  this  time.  Both  Adair  Films  and 
the  AIDS  Advisory  Committee  strongly  believe  that  the  cancellation  of  the 
contract  occurred  when  it  was  found  out,  at  a certain  level  in  government, 
that  Adair  Films  was  a Gay- identified  film  company.

2)  Commissioner /staff  Reports 

Commissioner  Lyon  reported  that  the  Human  Rights  Commission  had  approved  the 
resolution  opposing  mandatory  testing,  the  letter  to  OCD  supporting  the  Lyon 
Martin  Clinic  and  adopted  rules  and  regulations  for  formal  Article  38  complaints. 
Rabbi  Allen  Bennett  of  the  American  Jewish  Congress  has  been  appointed  to 
HRC  to  replace  Rabbi  Martin  Weiner. 

Commissioner  Rosselli  announced  that  he  and  Allen  Bennett  were  being  sworn 
in  on  July  22,  1986,  Tuesday,  at  11:00  in  Room  200  of  City  Hall.  L/GAC 
members  and  staff  were  invited  to  attend. 

Staffperson  Winnow  reported  that  she  was  due  to  go  on  vacation.  Norm  Nickens 
would  be  away  from  the  office  on  July  17  and  18  to  attend  the  National 
Conference  on  AIDS  in  the  Black  Community  and  Eileen  Gillis  will  be  working 
with  Sal  and  Local  250  in  organizing  their  AIDS  and  the  Workplace  Conference. 
Jackie  distributed  new  committee  member  mailing  lists.  Article  38  rules  and 
regulations,  Soler's  letter  to  editor  re:  Justice  department's  decision  on 
AIDS  (appeared  in  Examiner  and  B.A.R.  thus  far)  and  her  letter  to  Meese,  and 
the  resolution  opposing  mandatory  HTLV  III  antibody  testing.  HRC  also  approved 
L/GAC' s recommendation  for  positions  on  certain  AIDS  bills  and  Norn  will  be 
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working  with  the  City’s  legislative  committee  to  implement  positions.  She 
made  several  announcements  which  were  included  in  the  distributed  file. 

Jackie  Winnow  reported  that  the  AIDS /ARC  preliminary  findings  and  recommenda- 
tions regarding  the  public  sector  had  been  introduced  to  the  Human  Rights 
Commission  only  as  an  informational  draft  after  some  disagreement  by  certain 
city  departments.  It  was  felt  that  further  communication  with  the  various 
departments  needed  to  take  place  to  address  their  concerns  so  that  productive 
work  for  implementing  change  could  take  place.  Part  of  the  problem  encountered 
was  that  since  this  was  not  the  full  report  but  an  amended  version,  the  City's 
excellent  AIDS/ARC  effort  had  not  been  adequately  pointed  out.  HRC  never 
intended  to  slight  the  City's  outstanding  record  during  this  difficult  AIDS/ 

ARC  crisis,  but  simply  wanted  to  point  out  some  problem  areas  as  testified  to 
at  the  Hearing  so  that  the  City  could  continue  its  upward  striving  for 
excellence  and  dedication  to  caring. 

3)  Charles  Roppel  of,  the  California  Department  of  Mental  Health  discussing  the 
State's  reasons  for  the  cancellation  of  Adair  Films,  the  use  of  .landsberg 
productions  instead,  and  a general  presentation  of  the  State's  explanation  of 
events 


Mr.  Roppel  is  the  Director  of  the  Promotion  Branch  of  the  Department  of  Mental 
Health  and  as  such  was  mandated  to  administer  the  educational  media  component 
of  AB1251  which  sets  out  the  ability  to  enter  into  sole.  sour.ee  contract.-  The 
State  Advisory  Committee  (made  up  mostly  of  mental  health  professionals,  many 
of  whom  are  Gay  professionals  working  with  the  AIDS  crisis)  and  Mr.  Roppel 
unanimously  identified  Adair  Films  as  the  appropriate  sole  source  contract. 

He  sent  a memo  to  Dr.  O'Connor,  Director  of  Mental  Health,  for  authorization, 
which  he  signed.  The  contract  needed  several  other  signatures  and  while  it 
was  going  through  the  process  (which  usually  takes  30-45  days),  Mr.  Roppel9 
the  Advisory  Committee,  and  Adair  Films  worked  diligently  on  the  project  and 
Adair  Films  prepared  a very  well  done  proposal.  Mr.  Roppel  then  went  on 
vacation  and  upon  his  return,  he  received  an  emergency  telephone  call  from 
Dean  Owen,  Director  of  Public  Information  and  his  immediate  supervisor,  to 
pull  Adair  Films  off  as  a sole  source  contract.  Mr.  St #ckdale, Acting  Secretary, 
Health  and  Welfare  agency,  had  serious  concerns  about  the  possible 
appearance  of  impropriety  due  to  the  contract  being  for  $292,000. 
.Health  Services  had  just  put  out  an  RFP  for  a $150,000  AIDS  public 
educational  film  and  37  companies  had  submitted  proposals. 

At  this  point,  Mr.  Stockdale  took  the  project  out  of  Mr.  Roppel's 
hands  and  set  up  a different  committee  to  undertake  inviting  each  of  the  37  c 
companies  and  Adair  Films  to  make  \ hour  verbal  presentations.  Mr.  Roppel 
served,  on  this  committee,  too.  Ms.  Lillis  Stephens  of  the  Hemopholia  Associa- 
tion was  the  only  non- department  member  of  the  original  AIDS  Advisory  Committee. 
The  reason  given  for  this  change  was  that  people  with  more  media  expertise  were 
needed.  24  companies  responded,  narrowed  down  to  four,  which  Dr.  O'Conner 
interviewed  and  he  then  narrowed  it  down  to  two  - Adair  and  Landsberg  - and 
selected  Landsberg  due  to,  as  O'Connor  said,  their  vast  distribution  capability 
and  ability  to  put  the  issues  before  the  public.  At  this  point,  the  contract 
was  put  back  into  Mr.  Roppel's  hands  and  the  original  committee  was  reinstituted. 
He  said  the  contract  was  processed  in  record  time  and  is  scheduled  to  go  through 
March  of  next  year.  Landsberg  will  be  producing  a series  of  3-5  minute  segments 
to  be  aired  as  part  of  the  News  hour,  TV  PSA  announcing  the  series,  a resource 
guide  (l0,000  copies)  and  a one  hour  video  documentary. 

During  questioning,  it  was  acertained  that  the  second  committee  or  the  ad-hoc 
committee  was  appointed  by  Mr.-  Stockdale;  Adair's  contract  never  left  the 
department , it  was  stopped  by  Mental  Health  or  the  Health  and  Welfare  Agency 
and  never  made  it  to  Department  of  General  Services,  the  second  committee, 
except  for  Bob  Anderson  (Department  of  Health  Services  - AIDS)  and  Lillis 
Stephens  of  the 'Hemophilia  Association  - had  no  expertise  with  AIDS  educational 
programs,  having  staff  and  an.appointed  committee  taken  off  .a'  project  and 
placed  back  on  and  staffing  a sole  source  contract  and  putting  the  project  out 
to  bid  has  never  happened  before  in  Mr.  Roppel's  eight  year  tenure  with  the 
Department,  there  is  n«  precedent  for  this  action,  none-of  the  Gay  people  fr*m 
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the  first ' committee  were  selected  for  the  second  committee  and  there  were  no 
Gay  people  represented  on  the  second  committee  Landsberg  Production  has  no 
previous  expertise  with  AIDS. 

After  Mr.  Roppel’s  presentation, the  L/GAC  discussed  how  best  to  proceed,  and 
determined  that  there  was  impropriety  in  the  pulling  of  Adair's  contract.  It 
was

1.  Adoption  of  the  Minutes  of  July  15,  1986

2.  Lesbian/Gay  Youth  Concerns 

Hank  Wilson  introduced  the  panel  and  explained  that  while  the  panel 
vould  oe  covering  a wide  -range  of  concerns,  they  were  not  representative  of 
all  areas  (e.*.  there  was  a lack  of  participation  of  Lesbian/Ga^  youth). 
Although  members  ox  the  Lesbian/Gay  community  have  teen  dealing  with  Youtn 
issues  xor  at  least  the  last  10  years,  and  have  made  many  strides,  much  more 
remains  to  be  done. 

Chris  ITunez,  C.  A.  - CUAV’s  Lesbian/Gay  Speakers1  Bureau 

The  Speaker s’ Bureau  has  existed  since  1977  and  has  been  with  CUAV  since  19SU. 
The  Bureau  goes  into  family  life  education  classes  to  make  presentations  and 
recruits  and  trains  volunteer  speakers.  Its  goal  is  to  prevent  violence  as 
violence  is  rooted  in  fear,  ignorance,  and  rapidity  of  change.  Joan  Haskins, 
Board  of  Education’s  Liaison  to  the  Lesbian/Gay  Community, assists  in  reaching 
teachers.  They  need  a lot  more  volunteers,  especially  Lesbians  and  Gay  men  of 
color. 
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Paul  Gibson,  L.C.S.U.  - Lesbian/Gay  Youth  Suicide 

Lesbian  and  Gay  male  youth  fall  into  the  high  risk  categories  for 
suicide:  youth  and  homosexuals.  They  are  2 to  3 times  more  likely  to 
attempt  suicide  than  other  young  people  and  comprise  up  to  30f'-  of  completed  1 

youth  suicides  annually.  Lesbian  and  Gay  youth  face  problems  accepting  them- 
selves due  to  negative  self  images,  lack  of  information,  physical  and  verbal 
abuse  and  rejection  and  isolation. 

The  root  of  these  problems  lies  with  a homophobic  society  that  dis- 
criminates and  perpetuates  the  stigmitization  of  a group  of  people.  Instead., 
Lesbians  and  Gay  men  must  have  equal  rights,  positive  images  must  be  promoted, 
homophobic  attitudes  and  conduct  re-examined  and  disallowed,  schools  need  to 
include  information  about  Lesbians  and  Gay  men  and  Lesbian/Gay  youth  must  be 
protected,  and  social  services  need  to  be  developed  which  reflect  sensitivity. 

The  Lesbian/Gay  community  and  the  families  and  cultural  groups  of  Lesbian/Gay 
youth  must  support  its  Lesbian/C-ay  youth. 

All  in  all,  Lesbians  and  Gay  youth  must  be  able  to  see  hope  for  a better  future. 
Hunder  ilorey,  M.S.V. , Gay  and  Lesbian  Youth  Advocacy  Council  - Local  School  Issues 

After  working  for  approximately  ten  years  on  these  issues,  Hunter  felt 
that  for  Lesbian/Gay  youth  things  hadn’t  progressed  nearly  enough  and  that 
schools  were  very  hard  places  for  them  to  be,  and  yet  progress  has  been  made. 

Joan  Haskins  has  officialy  been  appointed  to  be  the  Liaison  to  the  Lesbian/Gay 
community  , Larkin  Street  Youth  Center  is  being  accepted  as  an  address  so  that 
drop  out  and  homeless  youth  can  get  into  school,  the  Peer  resource  program 
has  become  friendly,  the  Eoard  passed  a slur  policy,  Demystifying  Homosexuality, 
has  been  distributed  as  a curriculum  guide,  and  Community  United  Against 
Violence  Lesbian/Gay  Speakers’  Bureau's  brochure  is  widely  dispensed. 

Hunter  Morey  suggested  that  the  schools  need  to  designate  Gay  sensitive 
staff  such  as  the  Department  of  Public  Health  has  done,  set  an  AIDS  employment 
policy,  design  a comprehensive  sex  education  program  K-12,  and  revive  the 
human  relations  council  in  schools. 

Hank  Wilson  - C.A. , - Lesbian/Gay  state  school  issues 

Long  time  activist  and  convener  of  this  panel,  addressed  the  State  issues. 

The  Attorney  General’s  Commission  on  Racial,  Ethnic,  Religious,  and  Minority 
Violence  in  Jo.  30  of  its  Recommendations  stated  "The  California  Department 
of  Education  should  develop  a handbook  to  provide  information  on  gay  and  lesbian 
lifestyles  and  counter  myths  and  stereotypes  about  gays  and  lesbian  for  teachers 
and  school  administrators. 

In  addition.  Hank  believes  that  the  State  Department  of  Education  should 
eliminate  all  negative  references  to  sexual  minorities  from  textbooks  and  make 
sure  that  teacher  training  courses  in  all  state  colleges  and  universities 
include  training  courses  on  sexual  orientation. 

Through  questioning  and  discussion  afterward,  it  was  determined  that  there 
are  two  groups  of  Lesbian/Gay  youth:  those  who  come  here  and  those  who  live 

here.  There  are  virtually  no  programs  in  San  Trancisco  for  Lesbian/Gay  youth 
either  throu0h  the  straight  or  Gag-  communities  and  the  biggest  problem  they 
face  is  social  isolation. 

Since  there  were  so  many  recommendations  suggested  for  LRC  action,  it  was 
decided  tnat  the  presenters  for  committee  action  at  the  next  meeting.

Jackie  Winnow  announced  that  Eileen  Gillis'  annual  report  will  be  given  at  the 
November  meeting 3 the  AIDS/ARC  Ad-hoc • Committee  meeting  at  the  HRC,  and  intro- 
duced Richard  Bell  and  Kristen  Perry  as-.£FSU  MSW  interns  who  will  be  working 
with  the  Lesbian/Gay  Community  Liaison  Unit  until  May  1987 . 
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3)  Lesbian/Gay  Youth  Concerns 

The  major  part  of  the  meeting  was  devoted  to  revising  and  adopting  the  lists 
of  recommendations  presented  by  the  speakers  at  the  September  meeting.  Paul 
Gibson  will  submit  his  recommendations  regarding  Lesoian/Gay  youth  suicide  at 
a later  date. 

Community  United  Against  Violence’s  Lesbian/C-ay  Speakers1  Buereau  (CUAV) 

The  committee  recognized  the  importance  of:  items  1 and  2 and  recommended  that 

the  L/GAC  .assist  CUAV  in  working  on  them.  It  was  felt  that  items  3,  4 and  5 
were  too  broad  to  be  presented  to  the  HRC.  Members  of  the  Committee  did  v ant 
to  go  on  record  as  stating  that  they  appreciated  Chris  Wunez  and  CUAV  and  would 
continue  to  work  with  them.

It  was: 

**#  m/s/c  to  recommend  the  following  for  HRC  adoption,  with  revisions  to  make  the 
language  stronger  and  to  ensure  direction  to  the  proper  party  (ies). 

1)  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  should  implement  Recommendation 
#30  of  the  Van  de  ICamp  Commission  on  Racial,  Ethnic,  Religious  and  Minority 
Violence.  See  Attached  copy. 

2)  Proposed  Sex  Education  Guidelines  now  under  consideration  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education  should  include  information  about  homosexuality. 

See  attached  news  story. 

3)  State  Superintendent  of  Instruction  should  initiate  curriculum  to  prepare 
future  teachers  to  deal  with  homosexuality  and  homophobia.  If  we  expect 
teachers  to  deal  with  namecalling,  myths,  scapegoating,  then  we  must  educate 
them  about  Gays,  Lesbians,  Bisexuals  and  other  sexual  minorities.  Teacher 
training  institutions  are  not  including  our  concerns  in  their  curriculum. 

4)  State  textbooks  should  be  screened  for  homophobia  and  they  should  include 
objective  references  to  homosexuality  and  the  Gay  and  Lesbian  Rights  move- 
ment where  appropriate. 

Hunter  Morey 

Hunter's  recommendations  were  dealt  with  point-by-point.  The  discussion  centered 
mainly  around  what  is  feasible  for  the  L/C-AC  to  attempt  at  this  time.  It  was 
felt  that  the  Committee  needed  more  information  on  a number  of  items  and  that 
Joan  Haskin,  the  Board  of  Education's  Liaison  to  the  Lesbian/Gay  community,  would 
be  invited  to  speak  at  the  next  meeting.  A list  of  questions  was  developed  to 
ask  Ms.  Haskin. 

(1)  What  is  the  current  status  of  the  Plan  of  Action  to  Address  the  Concerns 
of  the  Lesbian/Gay  Community  (Resolution  510-1A2,  11-7-65T? 

(2)  What  is  the  current  status  of  the  recommendations  from  the  Gay/Lesbian 
Community  Youth  Advocacy  Council  (11-19-85)? 

(3)  What  is  the  SFUSD’s  Policy  regarding  AIDS/ARC  discrimination  and  its 
employees  and  students? 

(4)  What  is  SFUSD's  sexual  orientation  discrimination  policy?  How  do  they 
enforce  the  City's  Anti-discrimination  0 rdinances?  How  well  publicized  are 
their  policies? 

(5)  What  is  the  SFUSD's  recruitment  policy  regarding  Lesbian  and  Gay  men? 
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(6)  What  does  the  SFUSD 's  current  Family  Life  Program  consist  of?  How 
extensive  is  it  and  in  what  grades  is  it  taught  ? Is  it  mandatory  or 
optional?  How  does  it  cover  Lesbian/Gay  issues  and  lifestyles? 

(7)  Does  the  SFUSD  have  an  in  service  training  program?  What  does  it  consist 
of?  Are  they  aware  of  community  resources? 

Some  of  the  other  items  on  Hunter’s  list  were  considered  too  broad  to  be 
presented  to  the  HRC  by  the  L/GAC  or  not  under  HRC's  purview.  It  was  decided 
to  find  out  from  the  Youth  and  Education  Committee  of  the  HRC  what  the  current 
status  of  the  SFUSD 's  Human  Relations  Department  is,  as  they  took  up  the  issue 
with  Superintendent  Cortines.  Members  of  the  Committee  felt  that  on  a number 
of  items  the  L/GAC  could  assist  the  Gay /Lesbian  Community  Youth  Advocacy  Council, 
but  they  were  not  the  province  of  the  HRC.  Several  items  were  felt  to  be  covered 
by  Hank  Wilson's  recommendations  on  the  State  level. 

It  was: 

•»**m/s/c  to  adopt  Hunter's  recommendation  #l4  concerning  Superintendent's  Honig's 
statement  in  the  foreward  to  proposed  Guidelines:  Family  life  Education.  He 

states  '...decision  making  should  be  strengthened  in  the  context  of  traditional 
moral  and  religious  convictions.  L/GAC  objects  to  the  statement. 

**%i/s/c  to  ask  the  HRC  to  urge  local  educational  agencies  and  unions  to  join 
the  Human  Rights  Commission  in  its  concerns  and  indicate  such  to  the  California 
State  Department  of  Education  Bill  Honig,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction. 

These  would  be  added  to  those  of  Hank  Wilson's  concerning  state  school  issues.

One,  issued  by  the  HRC,  dealt  with  the 
impact  of  the  LaRouche  Initiative,  Proposition  6k.  The  second  was  a report  issued 
by  the  Los  Angeles  City  Attorney's  Office  and  discussed  the  nature  of  AIDS 
discrimination.

l)  Adoption. of  the  minutes  of  October  21,  1986 
**#m/s/c  adoption  of  minutes  as  is. 

2.)  AIDS /ARC  Matters 

Norm  Nickens  reported  on  housing  issues  for  people  with  AIDS.  Ilis  main  points 
were: 

1)  45-65  people -with  AIDS/ARC  have  been ‘documented  as  homeless  in  San 
Francisco. 

2)  AZT  and  other  drugs  will  create  a larger,  sicker  AIDS/ARC  population  in 
need  of  housing. 

3)  The  City  of  San  Francisco  is  renovating  an  old  hotel  to  house  people 
with  AIDS  who  also  have  behaviorial,  neurological  and/or  substance  abuse 
problems . 

b)  The  DPH  and  DSS  are  currently  working  on  budget  and  staffing  issues.  This 
housing  action  ma.ybe  a result  of  the  documentation  San  Francisco  and  New 
York  have  done  on  homeless  people  with  AIDS/ARC. 

Norm  also  addressed  the  Disability  Amendments  to  Chapters  12A,  12B  and  12C, 
asserting  that  a standardization  of  definitions  in  Chapters  12A,  123  and  12C  was 
in  order,  as  well  as  a definition  of  AIDS. 

Norm’s  report  also  included  a discussion  of  L/GAC  and  HPC’s  AIDS  priorities  for 
the  coming  year.  Staff  will  formulate  a draft  proposal  for  L/GAC* s next  meet- 
ing. 
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3)  Annual  Sexual  Orientation /AIDS  Discrimination  Report  for  FY  8 5-86  - Eileen  Gill.is 
*#*m/s/c  to  recommend  the  following  report  for  IIRC  adoption  and  commend  Ms. 

Gillis  for  this  report. 

Eileen  submitted  a report  to  L/GAC  members.  She  proceeded  to  highlight  a 
variety  of  topics. 

1)  The  number  of  complaints  investigated  in  FY  85-86  increased  20 % (137  cases) 
over  the  previous  years  case  load. 

2)  Quarterly  statistics  thusfar  for  FY  86-87  indicated  4l  cases  or  a 
projected  l64  cases  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

3)  Last  year,  twenty  reports  of  AIDS  based  bias  were  investigated.  This  year 
the  number  increased  to  65. 

4)  Many  remedies  were  reached  to  compensate  complainants,  such  as  job  transfer, 
promotional  upgrade,  improvement  of  workplace  non-discrimination  policy, 
and  financial  renumeration 

5)  As  a result  of  work  done  by  L/GAC,  Article  38  passed  and  we  succeeded  in 
adding  a third  Lesbian/Gay  Liaison  Unit  staff  person  designated  solely  as 
an  AIDS/ARC  specialist. 

6)  Some  possible  ameliorative  efforts  are  outreach,  utilizing  laws  already  in 
existence  and  to  continue  supporting  basic  civil  rights  issues  despite  the 
AIDS  crisis. 

Ms.  Gillis  then  related  a narrative  case  example  to  illustrate  AIDS  discrimina- 
tion. 

4)  Commissioner /Staff  Reports 

Phyllis  Lyon  announced  that  the  Lesbian/Gay  Youth  recommendations  she  presented 
at  the  Commission  meeting  were  approved.  It  was  also  agreed  that  Norm  Nickens 
will  do  a report  and  press  release  to  celebrate  the  first  anniversary  of  the 
passage  6f  Article. 

Jackie’  Winnow  reported  on  the  progress  the  United  Way  Committee  was  making  for 
Lesbian/Gay  Bay  Area  agencies ; that  on  December  5th,  from  5-7  p.m.  there  will 
be  a party  for  the  Women's  Cancer  Resource  Center;,  that  the  public  hearing 
report  will  be  finished  soon  and  City-wide  agencies  may  respond  by  adding  new 
developments . 

Jackie  also  announced  that  the  meeting  at  Senator  Marks ' home  on  Lesbian  issues 
was  successful;  that  Joan  Haskins  will  be  at  the  next  meeting  and  Norm  and  Eileen 
will  be  away  on  vacation  the  week  of  November  24-28. 

5 ) Lesbian  Issues 

Lesbian  members  of  L/GAC  will  be  meeting  Tuesday,  December  2nd  to  discuss  what 
they  can  do  legislatively  and  to  prepare  proposals  for  Senator  Marks.  It  was 
also  mentioned  that  DPH  should  recruit  a Women's  Health  Coordinator  since  many 
women’s  clinics  have  closed  recently. 

6)  Announcements 

Carmen  Vazquez  will  be  attending  a Lesbian/Gay  people  of  color  conference  in 
Los  Angeles.  She  will  discuss  it  at  the  next  meeting. 

Dan  Turner  expressed  his  concern  regarding  the  Pope's  recent  statement  about 
homosexuals  and  L/GAC  discussed  various  actions. 
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Director  Grant  Ilickins  is  scheduled  to  speak  to  the  City  of  Denver  and  assist 
then  in  drafting  an  AIDS  anti-discrimination  Ordinance.

Ms.  Haskin  spoke 
to  the  areas  of  concern  L/GAC  had  previously  sent  her.  The  attached 
memo  is  her  written  response.  Ms.  Haskin’ s report  vas  followed  by  a 
question  and  answer  period.

3.  ) Commissioner/Staff  reports 

Phyllis  Lyon  commended  Eileen  Gillis  for  the  excellent  job  on  the  Annual 
Sexual  Orientation/ AIDS  Discrimination  Report  for  FY  85-86. 

Jacie  Winnow  introduced  Tad  Dunlap,  an  activist  involved  in  the  actions 
regarding  Delta  Airlines. 

Jackie  reported  that  Grant  Mickins,  Executive  Director  of  the  HRC,  was 
the  Keynote  Speaker  at  an  AIDS  and  the  workplace  conference  in  Denver, 
that  for  the  first  time,  sexual  orientation  was  included  as  a workshop 
tepic  for  the  International  Organization  of  Human  Rights  Organizations. 

Jackie  announced  that  a meeting  on  women's  health  issues  was  being 
arranged  with  Flo  Stroud  of  DPH  and  that  many  women  active  in  women's 
. health  were  involved,  that  the  first  San  Francisco  Committee  meeting 
for  the  Second  National  March  on  Washington  for  Lesbian/Gay  Rights  im 
Fall  1987  will  be  held  in  January  and  she  urged  L/GAC  members  to  take 
active  roles,  that  she  had  attended  a seminar  on  the  Interaction  Method 
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of  holding  meetings  and  would  provide  information  at  the  next  meeting. 

Jackie  thanked  those  who  attended  and/or  donated  to  the  benefit  for  the 
Women's  Cancer  Resource  Center  and  whished  everyone  a Happy  New  Year. 

Eileen  Gillis  reported  on  the  current  status  of  the  City's  Amicus 
brief  in  the  Chadbourne  vs.  Ratheon  case;  that  there  had  been  a number 
of  AIDS  discrimination  reports  filed  by  employees  of  Neiman-Marcus 
department  store;  that  the  report  on  Sexual  Orientation  and  AIDS/ARC 
Discrimination  for  the  July-September  1986  quarter  was  ready  and  copies 
were  passed  around. 

4.  ) Lesbian  Issues 

Jackie  Winnow  announced  that  Lesbian  Issues  would  now  be  included  on  a 
regular  basis  in  the  agenda  of  L/GAC  meetings. 

Jackie  reported  on  the  meeting  the  women  of  L/GAC  had.  regarding  Senator 
Milton  Marks’  meeting  on  Lesbian  Issues,  during  which  members  stated 
that  statewide  hearings  should  be  held  on  discrimination  against  lesbians 
in  a wide  area  of  concerns  in  different  geographical  areas.  The  women 
also  decided  to  meet  on  January  27th  to  determine  L/GAC ' s Lesbian 
priorities. 

5. )  AIDS/ARC  Matters 

Norm  Nickens  reported  that  the  State  Department  has  proposed  mandatory 
HIV  testing  for  all  of  their  employees  and  some  dependent;  that  a 
decision  on  who  is  covered  by  Federal  legislation  for  the  handicapped 
could  have  far  reaching  effects  for  people  with  AIDS/ARC;  that  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  under  the  direction  of  Supervisors  Britt  and  Walker 
is  looking  into  the  problem  of  homeless  people  with  AIDS;  that  Department 
of  Social  Service  programs  are  in  bad  shape,  but  that  the  City  is 
finally  recognizing  the  extent  of  the  housing  problem. 

Norm  reported  on  the  meetings  of  the  Health  Commission  and  the  AIDS 
Activity  Office  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health,  that  the  first 
volume  of  the  DPH  report  on  AIDS  dealt  with  existing  programs  and  a 
second  volume  will  present  projected  plans  and  programs. 

There  was  a discussion  of  the  communication  problems  between  DPH/AAO 
and  the  ethnic  minority  communities. 

6.  ) Old  Hatters 

Larry  Brinkin  brought  up  the  fact  that  the  Chronicle  still  has  a dis- 
criminatory obituary  policy;  that  he  sent  an  obituary  for  Chuck  Solomon 
and  that  all  references  to  non-blood  relatives  were  deleted,  that  the 
Chronicle  stated  that  the  obituary  notices  were  a free  service  offered 
by  the  paper;  that  L/GAC  needed  to  take  some  action. 

It  was  ***  M/S/C  that  a meeting  would  be  set  up  with  the  Chronicle  to 
discuss  their  editorial  policy  on  obituaries  and  make  L/GAC' s concerns 
known  to  them. 

Lester  Olmstead-Rose  took  over  the  chair  from  Phyllis  Lyon  as  she  had 
to  leave  early. 

7 .  ) New  Hatters 

Tad  Dunlap  announced  that  Mobilization  Against  AIDS  was  soliciting 
community  input  on  a p®ssible  boycott  of  Delta  Airlines  because  of 
their  record  of  discrimination  against  lesbians  and  gay  men  and  particu- 
larly people  with  AIDS;  that  Delta  Airlines  Management  had  recently  also 
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) gained  control  of  Western  Airlines. 

Jackie  Winnow  passed  out  copies  of  the  Wall  Street  Journal  article 
detailing  Delta's  policies. 

There  was  a discussion  of  HRC  jurisdiction  and  L/GAC!s  plan  of  action 
and  it  was  decided  that  Delta  would  be  invited  to  the  next  L/GAC  meeting 
to  present  their  side  of  the  policy.  Since  Delta  has  a lease  with  the 
City,  they  fall  under  Chapter  12C  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative 
Code,  which  makes  it  illegal  to  discrimination  the  basis  of  sexual 
orientation  and  physical  handicap. 

Jackie  Winnow  announced  the  upcoming  one  day  conference,  "SAY  THE  WORDS" 
being  organized  by  the  Lesbian  Violence  Conference  Committee  of  Woman, 

Inc.  It  was  ***  M/S/C  that  L/GAC  would  become  a sponsor  of  the  conference; 
a pledge  form  for  donations  was  passed  around. 

Jackie  Winnow  spoke  about  next  year's  National  March  for  Lesbian/Gay 
Rights  and  a discussion  ensued  about  what  L/GAC  would  do.  It  was  ***  M/S/C 
that  L/GAC  would  commit  the  $160.00  in  hand  and  pledge  to  raise  airfare 
for  two  people,  a woman  and  a man  from  L/GAC  and  staff,  to  attend  the 
march.

The  announcement/ flyer  folder  was  passed  around. 

Priscilla  Alexander  expressed  her  concern  that  the  Chronicle  was  con- 
tinuing to  scapegoat  prostitutes  as  transmitters  of  AIDS  and  that  she 
has  written  to  on  several  occasions. 

Gail  Roberts  announced  that  the  Employment  Committee  of  the  HRC  had 
asked  HRC  to  investigate  a certain  perspective  contractor,  at  San 
Francisco  General  Hospital  building  the  AIDS  research  unit,  for  non- 
compliance  in  affirmative  action.

This  a joint  training 
effort  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District 
and  San  Francisco  Department  of  Health.  In  addition, 
40  middle  school  science  teachers  have  had  the 

same  training.  They  represent  all  16  middle  schools, 
and  all  3 grade  levels.  Fifth  grade  teachers  will 
be  trained  in  March. 

5.  An  AIDS  information  session  was  held  for  all 
elementary  principals  on  October  15,  1986,  and 

for  all  /riddle  school  principals  on  October  14,  1986. 
The  sessions  were  conducted  by  Dr  Dennis  McS'nane. 

High  school  principals  and  staff  were  reached  in 
May,  1986. 

Inservice  needs  to  be  planned  for  faculty  and 
counseling  staff  and  is  referred  to  in  the  in- 
service  recommendations. 

6.  All  high  schools  have  Family  Life  Education  classes 
at  the  present  time. 

Currlcul urn  - 

1.  The  Health  and  Family  Life  Education  curriculum  is 
being  infused  into  the  science  curriculum  in  grades 
K-8  for  several  reasons,  the  major  one  being  that 
Health  is  such  a low  priority  that  if  you  do  not 
attach  it  to  something  you  lose  it.  This  happened 

in  1976  and  it  took  until  1983  to  get  it  back.  We're 
still  playing  "Catch  Up."  We  now  have  a corps  of 
middle  school  science  teachers  who  have  had  4 days 
of  training  and  who  are  very  enthusiastic.  They 
have  the  ETR  manuals,  and  will  all  receive  the 
new  AIDS/STD  curriculum  when  the  pilot  period 
is  completed. 

2.  This  is  an  adoption  year  for  Science/Health  texts, 
and  those  materials  are  in  schools,  K-6,  or  will 
soon  be  there. 


3.  Core  curriculum  learning  outcomes  will  be  ready 
for  review  by  March.  Broad  Community  input  will 
be  part  of  the  review  process  along  with  response 
from  teachers,  parents,  and  education  professionals. 
Teaching  the  core  curriculum  is  not  optional.  It 

i s the  minimum  of  what  shall  be  taught  at  each  “ 
grade  level  to  every  child.  The  Core  Curriculum 
will  be  presented  to  the  Board, and  when  adopted 
they  become  official  policy. 

4.  The  subject  of  AIDS  is  taught  in  the  context  of  STD's, 
and  sexual  behavior: 

- Taking  responsibility  for  behavior, 
including  use  of  the  condom 

- Decision  making 

- Refusal  skills 


IV.  Counseling 

1.  CUAV  is  developing  a counseling  resource  list  for 
referral  of  students. 

2.  Identification  of  a school  staff  member  able  and 
willing  to  deal  with  sexuality  related  inquiries: 
This  is  discussed  in  the  recommendation  section.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Commissioner  Phyllis  Lyon  at  5:1+0  p.m. 

1)  . Adoption  of  the  Minutes  of  December  l6,  1986. 

****m/s/c  Adoption  of  Minutes  as  is. 

2 )  . Commissioner/Staff  reports 

Phyllis  Lyon  reported  that  Esta  Soler  and  George  Suncin  were  re-elected  as 
Chairperson  and  Vice-Chairperson  of  the  Human  Rights  Commission. 

Jackie  Winnow  announced  that  a representative  from  Delta  Airlines  will  be 
attending  the  next  L/GAC  meeting,  as  will  Mara  Rosales  of  the  City  Attorney's 
office  and  Peter  Nardoza  of  the  San  Francisco  Airport  to  observe.  Also, 

Jackie  will  distribute  copies  of  the  letter  she  sent  to  Delta  inviting  them 
to  our  next  meeting. 

L/C-AC  donations  to  WOMAN,  Inc.  to  sponsor  the  "Say  the  Words''  conference 
were  sent.,  however,  the  conference  has  been  moved  from  January  to  May. 

Jackie  also  reported  that  the  HRC  letters  to  Superintendent  Bill  Honig 
and  the  State  Department  of  Education  were  finished  and  will  be  sent  soon, 
and  that  Eileen  Gillis*  letter  of  commendation  has  been  sent. 

Jackie  Winnow  announced  the  results  of  the  Lesbian/Gay  task  ffrce  meeting 
with  United  Way:  CUAV  has  been  accepted  as  a new  member  agency  with  United 

Way,  a Board  level  Lesbian/Gay  Committee  is  being  formed,  a special  target 
population  funding  committee  for  Lesbian/Gay  concerns  is  being  estalished, 
an  extra  £50 ,000  has  been  distributed  to  agencies  with  Lesbian/Gay  concerns', 
and  United  Way  has  begun  meeting  with  AIDS  service  agencies  to  establish 
a working,  contracted  relationship. 

Thanks  to  Mab  Maher  for  her  work  at  HRC  while  on  Project  20.  Eileen  also 
noted  that  a large , outreach  campaign  to  the  lesbian  community  had  begun  re- 
garding to  sexual’ orientation  discrimination. 
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3) . Discussion  of  L/GAC 's  possible  recommendations  regarding  SFUSD. 

L/GAC  should  stay  informed  of  ’in-service"  training  dates  and  ask  to  he 
included  as  speakers ; a follow-up/assessment  of  these  "in-service"  trainings 
to  determine  their  effectiveness  should  be  instituted. 

An  L/GAC  representative  should  be  sent  to  the  core-curriculum  hearing  in 
March  to  urge  SFUSD  to  include  a mandatory  unit  on  AIDS  and/or  Lesbian/Gay 
lifestyles.  Joan  Ilaskin  should  be  asked  to  send  us  a copy  of  the  proposed 
curriculum,  and  exactly  when  the  hearings  are. 

The  incedent  form  should  be  amended  to  include  a whole  section  on 
racial,  sexaul  and  anti-Gay  violence  instead  of  relying  on  the  category 
"menace"  in  order  to  improve  clarity. 

It  was  decided  that  a letter  would  go  to  Superintendent  Cortines 
and  Joan  Haskin  commending  them  on  the  work  done  thus  far  and  urging  further 
innovations  regarding  the  Lesbian/Gay  community. 

Ruth  Hughes  and  Norm  Nickens  stressed  the  concerns  of  other  minority 
groups  by  pointing  out  that  Lesbian/Gay  concerns  frequently  are  being  priori- 
tized or  seen  as  being  prioritized  at  the  expense  of  addressing  other  minority 
issues.  Coalition  work  was  one  solution  offered  as  a possible  remedy  to  the 
divisions  between  Lesbian/Gay  groups  and  other  minority  groups. 

b) . Discussion  on  Domestic  Partnership 

Jackie  Winnow  provided  background  information  about  HRC's  position  on  do- 
mestic partnerships.  HRC  endorsed  the  concept  on  August  12th  and  September  2 
of  1982  and  endorsed  the  Ordinance  on  November  18,  1982. 

Larry  Brinkin  extended  L/GAC' s support  of  the  domestic  partnership  ordinance 
to  Harry  Britt's  office.  They  expressed  interest  in  working  with  us  in  the 
future. 

The  ordinance  would  make  it  possible  for  couples  living  together  for  at 
least  0 months  to  register  with  the  City  as  domestic  partners.  Although 
benefits  from  this  registry  would  only  be  extended  to  City  employees,  it  would 
set  a precedent  for  other  cities  and  private  businesses. 

Lester  Olmstead-Rose  emphasized  that  domestic  partnerships  are  a civil 
rights  issue,  not  exclusively  a Lesbian/Gay  issue.  Ruth  Hughes  stated  that 
Harry  Britt  should  outreach  to  various  minority  communities  to  see  how  they 
would  be  effected  by  such  an  ordinance. 

5) * Lesbian  Issues 


Phyllis  Lyon  gave  some  background  information  about  the  first  meeting  with 
Senator  Marks.  Property  rights,  health  care  issues,  and  public,  hearings 
for  domestic  partnership  were  discussed.  In  the  last  meeting  elder  rights 
were  discussed  and  the  domestic  partnership  discussion  was  continued. 

Ruth  Hughes  emphasized  Senator  Marks'  commitment  to  helping  the  Lesbian 
and  Gay  community.  The  next  meeting  will  be  February  2,  1937  at  5:30  p.m. 

Jackie  Winnow  gave  some  background  information  on  the  status  of  the 
•vomen’s  health  committee,  which  met  January  13th,  1987.  She  explained  that 
in  February  of  1985  panelists  from  the  women's  health  community  addressed  con- 
cerns of  the  L/GAC. 

Pat  Norman  of  DPH  responded  to  L/GAC 's  concerns  by  establishing  a committee 
of  women  at  DPH  t»  push  for  a women's  health  coordinator . On  July  30,  1985  she 
submitted  a formal  proposal  to  DPH  to  hire  a women's  health  coordinator. 


Sine  this  time  Flo  Stroud  has  established  a new  women's  health  committee 
which  does  not  include  members  from  the  group  which  had  worked  with  Pat  N»rman. 
This  new  group  knew  nothing  of  the  first  group  and  were  focusing  their  effort 
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on  creating  a women's  resource  directory.  The  new  group  did  not  know  of 
Pat's  proposal  for  a women's  health  coordinator. 

At  this  meeting  it  became  evident  that  nothing  was  currently  being  done 
to  maintain  women's  health  agencies  in  S.F.  and  that  some  pLan  of  action  was 
in  order.  The  members  of  the  group  committed  themselves  to  the  following: 

1.  Fran  Miller  will  report  back  to  this  group  after  she  meets  with  the 
DPH  Women's  Health  Committee. 

2.  Send  mailing  list  of  this  meeting  to  Flo  Stroud  who  will  add  us 
on  to  mailings  of  the  DPII  Women's  Health  Committee. 

3.  Flo  will  send  proposal  to  Jackie  who  will  then  send  to  everyone. 

k.  Hew  DPI-I's  Women's  Health  Committee  should  investigate  women's  issues/ 
services  so  that  DPH  will  reprioritize  (For  example,  contract 
with  existing  agencies  on  diseases  affecting  women  e.g.  Epstein-Barr ) 

5.  AIDS  Program  access  to  women  with  dependents  Flo  Stroud  will  attend 
to  this  in  cooperation  with  Nancy  Shaw. 

6.  Flo  Stroud  will  talk  to  staff  at  H.C.  #1  and  #5  about  programs 
or  give  to  other  agencies  (i.e.  Lyon /Martin) . 

6 . AIDS/ARC  Issues-Priorities  for  1987 


Norm  Nickens  reported  that  Austin,  Texas  is  the  first  town  outside  of 
California  to  adopt  an  AIDS  discrimination  ordinance.  West  Hollywood 
currently  has  a challenge  to  their  ordinance  on  preemption  and  exclusion 
grounds . 

Norm  discussed  his  ideas  for  HRC  AIDS/ARC  priorities  for  the  coming 
year.  He  stated  that  there  are  currently  1200  people  with  AIDS  in  San  Francis 
and  that  will  increase  to  1500  by  June. 

Norm's  priorities  for  1987  were  housing  and  a continuing  focus  on  under- 
served populations.  Jackie  strongly  stressed  that  the  top  priority  should 
be  expeditious  investigation  of  complaints  of  discrimination  as  that  is 
HRC's  mandate  and  outreach  about  the  existence  of  the  legislation.  Eileen 
■added  legislation  and  attention  to  reasonable  accomodations.  Norm  will  bring 
a finalized  list  of  priorities  to  our  next  meeting  for  approval. 

He  also  announced  that  the  CDC  has  a new  definition  for  HIV  infection. 

It  will  include  a scale  for  severity  from  1 to  by  to  include  people  with  ARC. 
It  will  go  into  effect  in  May.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  5:35  pm  by  Commissioner  Sal  Rosselli. 

1)  . Adoption  of  the  minutes  of  January  20,  1907- 

There  were  two  corrections  to  the  minutes  proposed  by  Commissioner  Phyllis 
Lyon:  that  on  Page  1,  the  WOMAN,  Inc.  conference  be  amended  to  read  April  to  May, 
not  January  to  May,  that  on  page  2,  the  third  paragraph  under  the  heading. 

Domestic  Partnership,  be  amended  to  read,  "The  ordinance  may  make  it..," 
and  not , "The  ordinance  would  make  it .... " 

»****m/s/c  Adoption  of  Minutes  as  amended. 

2)  . Meeting  with  representative  of  Delta  Airlines. 

The  first  speaker  for  Delta  Airlines  was  James  W.  Callison,  Senior  Vice- 
President,  General  Counsel  and  Secretary.  Mr.  Callison  introduced  the  other 
people  from  Delta,  Mr.  Boyd  McKenzie , Station  Analyst,  Mr.  Jason  R.  Archambeau, 

Senior  Attorney,  Mr.  Gene  Hyde,  District  Director  Marketing,  and  Mr.  Bill  Berry, 
Public  Relations . 


Mr.  Callison  spoke  first  in  general  terms  about  Delta  Airlines,  enumerating 
its  five  basic  characteristics.  They  were  that  Delta  exists  to  provide  the 
best  possible  service;  that  Delta  is  a people-oriented  company,  that  safety 
is  a paramount  consideration,  that  Delta  is  human  and  can  make  mistakes,  and 
that  they  stress  a policy  of  non-discrimination  in  every  aspect  of  their  business. 
Mr.  Callison  went  on  to  discuss  Delta's  policies  in  regard  to  people  with  AIDS, 
which  states  that  people  with  AIDS  are  treated  in  exactly  the  same  manner 
as  other  passengers  with  serious  illnesses,  that  Delta  had  distributed  educa- 
tional material  concerning  AIDS,  and  that  Delta  has  non-discrimination  policy 
toward  people  with  AIDS. 
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Mr.  Callison  then  discussed  the  Ageloff  case.  He  stated  that  the  media 
reporting  had  been  sensational  and  inaccurate.  He  wanted  to  make  clear  that 
accident  claims  were  handled  by  the  insurance  company,  not  by  Delta,  and  that 
the  question  of  Scott  Ageloff' s lifestyle  never  entered  the  trial  until  it 
was  introduced  by  the  Ageloff  family  attorney.  Mr.  Callison  then  spelled  out 
some  of  the  legal  aspects  of  the  case  arriving  at  the  conclusion  that  some 
of  the  argument  fe  made  by  Delta's  insurance  counsel  were  inappropriate.  He  then 
quoted  from  a letter  Delta  had  sent  to  Mobilization  Against  AIDS,  which 
stated:  "lie  sincerely  apologize  for  any  statement  or  argument  by  • those  attorney's 

which  may  have  implied,  or  been  perceived  by  anyone  to  mean,  that  the  value  of 
a human  life  is  affected  by  an  individual's  lifestyle.  This  is  indeed  contrary 
to  Delta's  belief,  position,  and  past  actions." 

The  next  speaker  was  Mr.  Boyd  McKenzie  who  discussed  Delta's  policies 
and  procedures  relative  to  the  transportation  of  people  with  AIDS.  Mr.  McKenzie 
spoke  about  Delta's  policies  in  regard  to  the  transportation  of  people  with 
serious  illnesses.  These  guidelines  apply  also  to  people  with 'AIDS.  He  stated 
there  were  two  overriding  concerns  \ that  the  disease  not  be  contagious  and 
that  it  not  present  an  undue  risk  to  the  other  passengers  or  flight  crew.  He 
stated  that  there  is  the  requirement  that  a physician’s  statement  is  required 
for  seriously  ill  people.  There  is  a FAA  requirement  that  those  persons  in 
need  of  oxygen  have  a physician's  statement  stating  their  specific  need  and 
flow  rate.  Delta  has  specific  guidelines  about  who  can  fly  alone,  who  can 
fly  with  an  attendant  (nurse,  family  member,  etc.)  and  who  cannot  fly. 

The  third  speaker  was  Mr.  Jason  Archembeau.  Mr.  Archembeau  spoke  specifically 
to  the  case  of  Mark  Sigers.  He  first  spelled  out  the  three  criteria  that  Mr. 

Sigers  had  met  on  his  initial  flight  from  San  Francisco  to  Atlanta.  They 
were:  l).  that  a physician's  statement  be  supplied,  2).  that  the  passenger  was 

able  to  provide  for  his  own  needs  during  the  flight,  and  3).  that  the  passenger 
be  able  to  complete  the  flight  safely  to  destination.  Mr.  Sigers'  doctor's 
statement  said  that  he  would  probably  require  oxygen,  especially  at  higher 
altitudes,  and  gave  the  flow  rate  data  required  by  the  FAA.  Mr.  Archembeau 
said  that  because  Hr.  Sigers  was  accompanied  by  his  brother  and  sister-in-law, 
he  required  no  special  care  by  the  flight  crew  of  Flight  #156  from  San  Francisco 
to  Atlanta. 

On  August  5,  1936  Mr.  Sigers  was  accompanied  to  the  plane  and  boarded  by 
his  brother  and  sister-in-law,  who  then  left  the  plane.  The  flight  attendant  in 
charge  recognized  Mr.  Sigers  from  the  flight  from  San  Francisco  to  Atlanta 
and  spoke  to  the  captain  about  the  fact  that  he  was  unaccompanied.  The  captain 
made  the  deeision  to  de-plane  Hr.  Sigers  for  three  reasons:  the  first  was 

that  the  captain  observed  that  Mr.  Sigers  could  not  raise  himself  from  a sitting 
position  without  assistance,  the  second  was  that  the  physician's  statement  stated 
the  Mr.  Sigers  might  require  oxygen,  and  the  third  was  the  statement  by  the 
flight  attendant  in  charge  that  on  the  flight  from  San  Francisco  to  Atlanta 
Mr.  Sigers  was  not  able  to  care  for  himself.  The  captain  then  proceeded  to 
find  the  people  who  had  accompanied  Mr.  Sigers  but  was  unable  to  do  so.  The 
captain  felt  he  had  no  alternative  but  to  de-plane  Mr.  Sigers. 

Commissioner  Sal  Rosselli  then  asked  Mr.  Callison  for  copies  of  the  panel's 
statements  and  a copy  of  the  bulletin  that  had  been  sent  to  all  Delta  employees 
and  opened  the  meeting  to  questions. 

Commissioner  Rosselli  asked  the  panel  to  define  "serious  illness."  Mr 
McKenzie  defined  it  as  any  life-threatening  illness,  for  example,  anyone  whd 
has  hepatitis,  cancer,  etc.  that  may  impede  a passengers  taking  care  of  him/ 
herself  in  flight  or  any  disease  more  serious  than  the  common  cold.  Delta 
requires  a physician's  statement  for  communicable  childhood  diseases,  such 
as  mumps . 

Larry  Brinkih  asked  whether  or  not  Delta  had  a non-discrimination  policy 
in  regard  to  sexual  orientation.  Mr.  Callison  replied  that  they  had  no  policy 
per  se  but  that  they  just  didn't  discriminate.  He  stated  that  they  had  broad 
non-discrimination  policies  and  didn't  want  to  add  to  a list.  Mr.  Briknkin 
asked  if  Delta  had  considered  adding  Lesbians  and  Gay  men  to  the  non-discrimina- 
tion categories.  Mr.  Callison  replied  that  to  his  knowledge  it  had  never 
been  considered  as  a policy  change. 
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Mr.  Tony  Henry  asked  if  there  was  a written  non-discrimination  policy. 

Hr.  Callison  replied  that  there  are  written  policies  of  various  types,  such 
as  employment,  but  only  as  required  by  law.  Mr.  McKenzie  replied  that 
there  were  internal  operating  manuals  that  stated  all  passengers  would 
be  transported  who  had  the  mental  and  physical  capacity  to  be  transported.  He 
stated  it  included  everyone  without  spelling  out  specific  groups. 

Mr.  Arthur  Lazere  asked  if  they  had  written  policies,  specifically  in 
regards  to  employment,  that  covered  categoires  such  as  religion,  nationality 
and  gender.  Mr.  Callison  replied  that  those  policies  existed  but  they  were 
written  in  terms  of  existing  Federal  law. 

Ms.  Jackie  Winnow  pointed  out  that  Delta  had  a San  Francisco  International 
Airport  lease  and  was  constrained  from  discriminating  on  the  basis  of  sexual 
orientation  at  least  in  S.F.  Ms.  Winnow  strongly  expressed  her  concern  that 
a decision  was  made  to  de-plane  Mr.  Sigers  without  anyone  having  spoken  to 
him.  Mr.  Archembeau  aaid  they  assumed  that  the  captain  spoke  to  Mr.  Sigers 
but  must  be  most  concerned  about  Mr.  Sigers  safety  and  well-being.  Mr.  Callison 
replied  that  they  must  leave  the  final  decision  up  to  the  local  people  and 
assume  that  they  will  make  the  best  judgement . 

Mr.  Brinkin  asked  how  the  captain  made  the  determination  that  Mr.  Sigers 
couldn't  rise  from  his  seat  without  help.  Mr.  Callison  replied  that  they 
had  complete  written  statements  from  everyone  involved  but  those  statements, 
couldn't  include  every  detail. 

Hr.  Brinkin  then  asked  what  an  openly  Gay  Delta  employee  who  felt  he 
was  being  discriminated  against  could  do  to  remedy  that  situation.  Mr.  Callison 
replied  that  Delta  had  an  open-door  policy,  which  meant  you  could  go  to  your 
supervisor  and  if  you  were  not  satisifed  you  could  go  right  up  the  ladder 
until  you  felt  satisfied  that  the  situation  had  been  dealt  with.  He  further 
stated  that  because  Delta  was  a non-union  company  they  didn't  have  the  same 
procedures  that  a union  would  require  but  he  felt  Delta's  policies  were  more 
open  and  fair.  Mr.  Gene  Hyde  responded  that  there  were  several  openly  Gay 
people  working  for  Delta  in  San  Francisco  and  that  if  anyone  knew  of  a case 
of  discrimi nation  they  should  bring  it  to  him  and  he  would  certainly  investi- 
gate it . 

Hr.  Henry  stated  that  in  Delta's  apology  regarding  the  Ageloff  case 
that  Delta's  lawyer's  statement  reads  that  their  actions  Tlmay"  have  been 
inappropriate s that  Delta  spokesman  were  now  saying  the  statements  were  in- 
appropriate and  that  he  would  like  some  clarification.  Ifr.  Callison  replied 
that  the  statements  were  inappropriate  and  that  the  counsel  for  Delta's  insurers 
agreed  that  the  statements  were  inappropriate.  He  stated  that  there  were  lots 
of  legal  issues  involved  that  may  cause  statements  to  be  worded  in  a more 
cautious  manner. 

Mr.  Christopher  Grubbs  raised  several  questions  concerning  the  overly 
aggressive  actions  of  Delta's  lawyers  to  get  information on  people  involved 
in  a lawsuit  and  that  there  were  hidden  goals  to  scare  people  out  of  filing 
a suit.  Mr.  Callison  replied  that  the  United  States  had  an  adversarial  legal 
system  and  that  Delta's  insurance  lawyers  were  following  standard  legal  prac- 
tice to  uncover  relevant  material.  He  further  stated  that  Delta  was  content 
with  their  insurance  claims  company  and  that  this  was  a case  of  a single  lawyer 
overstepping  his  bounds.  He  stated  that  Delta  had  registered  a formal  complaint 
with  the  insurance  company  concerning  the  handling  of  the  Ageloff  case. 

Ms . Uinnov  raise.g.  several  questions  concerning  the  different  handling 
of  the  Ageloff  case  and  some  others  in  that  the  primary  concern  seemed  to 
center  around  issues  of  lifestyle  and  not  life  expectancy.  Mr.  Callison 
replied  that  the  Ageloff  case  was  handled  in  the  normal  manner  and  that  all 
material  uncovered  was  routinely  processed.  He  stated  that  he  felt  it  was  un- 
fortunate but  that  it  was  part  of  our  adversarial,  legal  system. 
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I Is.  Eileen  Gillis  expressed  concern  that  a man  judged  to  be  extremely 
ill  was  left  on  his  own  and  that  he  had  trouble  booking  another  flight.  Mr. 
Archambeau  stated  that  Mr.  Sigers ' brother  was  paged  and  returned  to  the 
boarding  area.  He  further  stated  that  the  determination  was  made  that  Mr. 

Sigers  would  need  an  attendant  and  if  that  condition  was  met  he  could  fly 
on  Delta  at  any  time. 

Mr.  Henry  asked  several  pointed  questions  in  reference  to  Delta’s  lawyers 
use  of  lifestyle  issues  in  influencing  the  determination  of  life  expectancy. 

Mr.  Callison  replied  that  a person's  lifestyle  would  not  be  raised  to  deter- 
mine life  expectancy.  Under  further  questioning,  Mr.  Callison  admitted  that 
Delta  had  no  official  written  position  on  this  matter,  but  it  was  a generally 
accepted  policy. 

Ms.  Shelia  Coughlin  raised  the  question  as  to  how  this  information 
was  uncovered  and  if  it  was  routine  to  obtain  medical  background  information. 

Mr.  Callison  replied  that  there  were  very  few  standard  procedures  in  jthis 
area,  but  rather  that  different  approaches  were  used  to  get  any  necessary 
information. 

Ms.  Phyllis  Lyon  asked  why  Mr.  Sigers’  family  was  not  contacted  until 
after  he  had  been  de-planed  and  not  immediately  upon  discovery  that  the  cap- 
tain felt  there  was  a problem.  Mr.  McKenzie  replied  that  there  are  unusual 
problems  at  the  airport  in  Atlanta,  that  the  captain  did  try  to  contact  Mr. 
Sigers ' family ; that  they  returned  to  the  boarding  area  as  soon  as  they 
were  contacted. 

Mr.  Christopher  Grubbs  remarked  that  Delta  had  just  acquired  Western 
Airlines  and  asked  if  Delta’s  policies  would  be  extended  to  cover  Western. 

Mr.  Callison  replied  that  as  of  April  1,  1987  Western  would  be  completely 
adopted  by  Delta  and  would  cease  to  exist  as  a separate  entity. 

The  discussion  then  turned  to  the  specifics  of  what  action  Delta  airlines 
was  going  to  take.  The  discussion  covered  four  main  areas: 

1) .  Delta  needs  to  publicly  apologize  for  its  actions  and  that  the  letter 
to  Mobilization  Against  AIDS  was  totally  insufficient.  Mri  Callison  replied 
that  Delta  felt  it  had  complied  with  this  request.  Several  committee  members 
voiced  strong  objections  to  this  statement  and  attempted  to  impress  L/GAC's 
position  on  Mr.  Callison. 

2) .  Delta  needs  to  firmly  commit  itself  to  an  education  program  about 
AIDS  for  its  employees.  Intra-company  correspondence  and  the  Sept ember /October 
1985  "Human  Factors  Bulletin"  do  not  compromise  an  education  campaign.  Mr. 
Callison  responded  that  this  was  only  the  first  step  but  could  offer  no  ela- 
boration as  to  what  was  planned  for  the  future.  Mr.  Lester  Olmstead-Rose 
pointed  out  to  the  representatives  of  Delta  that  L/GAC  was  providing  them  with 
numerous  ideas  that  they  could  act  upon  and  rare  practically  forming  a plan  of 
action  for  them.  Mr.  Callison  replied  that  he  would  certainly  take  the 
suggestions  back  to  Atlanta. 

3) .  Delta  should  make  an  appropriate  gesture  to  support  the  fight  against 
AIDS.  Although  in  agreement  with  this  suggestion,  Mr.  Callison  could  offer 

no  concrete  action  that  had  been  taken  and  replied  that  he  could  not  speculate 
on  what  would  be  done  in  the  future . 

4) .  Delta  needs  to  specify  its  corporate  policies  in  regard  to  dis- 
crimination on  the  basis  of  sexual  orientation  and  in  regard  to  people  with 
AIDS.  Mr.  Callison  again  pointed  out  that  Delta  had  br«ad  non-discrimination 
policies  but  would  possibly  consider  adding  sexual  orientation.  He  reported 
that  Delta  had  been  working  with  the  Center  for  Disease  Control  and  AIDS 
Atlanta."  that  Delta's  policies  towards  its  employees  was  a paternalistic  one, 
that  employees  with  terminal  illnesses  could  work  as  long  as  they  were  phy- 
sically able. 
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Several  committee  members  tried  to  strongly  impress  on  the  representatives 
from  Delta  that  the  HRC  was  mandated  by  law  to  protect  the  rights  of  Lesbians 
and  Gay  men  and  people  with  AIDS.  Committee  members  also  presented  the 
case  that  Delta  had  received  a great  deal  of  bad  publicity  and  it  would  be 
in  their  interest  to  correct  the  .situation.  Hr.  Callison  ended  by  saying 
he  was  grateful  for  the  chance  to  meet  with  L/GAC  and  that  he  would  bring 
its  concerns  back  to  Atlanta  Vith  him. 

After  the  departure  of  the  Delta  representatives  the  discussion 
continued.  Ms.  Mara  Rosales  of  the  City  Attorney’s  Office  spelled  out  the 
parameters  of  action  that,  in  her  opinion,  the  HRC  could  take.  She  stated 
that  Delta  would  not  waive  the  right  to  pursue  any  avenue  of  investigation  in 
pursuit  of  defending  themselves  against  a lawsuit-  that  the  HRC  could  probably 
not  force  Delta  to  take  the  initiative  in  any  of  the  areas  discussed , that 
Delta  wants  its  policies  written  in  as  broad  and  vague  language  as  possible 
for  their  own  self-interest , that  the  HRC  had  only  the  power  to  investigate  and 
negotiate,  but  did  have  enforcement  power  under  Chapter  12C. 

The  discussion  ended  with  general  agreement  that  L/GAC  was  dissatisfied 
with  Delta’s  response  to  its  concerns;  that  L/GAC  would  continue  to  monitor 
the  situation  and  apply  pressure  to  Delta,  that  L/GAC  would  send  a letter 
to  Delta  detailing  our  concerns  and  requesting  a written  response;  and  that 
it  would  continue  its  discussion  at  the  next  meeting. 

3)  . Commissioner/Staff  Reports 

Jackie  Winnow  reported  that  there  were  a number  of  interns  at  the  meeting. 
She  introduced  Laura  Fenamore  and  Martin  Lee.  She  announced  that  Pat  Gold- 
man and  Kris  Perry  may  be  working  at  L/GAC  over  the  summer. 

Jackie  announced  that  beginning  in  March  she  would  begin  a four 

day  work  week;  that  her  day  off  would  be  a floating  one  depending  on  the  work- 
load at  HRC. 

Jackie  Winnow  reported  that  we  had  received  a negative  response  from  the 
S.F.  Chronicle  to  our  request  for  a meeting,  that  L/GAC  was  going  to  pur- 
sue the  matter  until  it  is  satisfied. 

Jackie  announced  that  the  Brown  Act  (open  meeting  law)  had  been 
amended  and  extended.  Among  the  noteworthy  changes  were  that  all  boards  and 
commissions  post  an  agenda  At  least  72  hours  before  the  meeting  in  a 
public  place;  that  no  action  shall  be  taken  on  any  item  not  appearing 
on  the  posted  agenda,  that  before  making  a decision  the  audience  must  be 
asked  to  comment . 

Jackie  announced  that  the  Friends  of  the  HRC  would  be  making  their 
annual  awards  in  June  and  they  need  submission  of  names  by  March  23rd  for  peo- 
ple to  be  considered. 

Jackie  announced  that  L/GAC  membership  run  from  March  to  March 
and  current  members  would  be  re-instated  unless  she  was  notified  otherwise. 

Jacke  reported  that  Dr.  Werdegar  had  commited  DPH  to  the  position 
of  Lesbian/Gay  Health  Coordinator  as  vacated  by  Pat  Konran  and  the  person  would 
report  to  him.  The  next  step  is  an  expeditious  hire. 

4)  . AIDS/ARC  issues 

Norm  Nickens  asked  the  committee’s  approval  of  the  AIDS  Goals  and 
Priorities . 

It  was  ***m/s/c  that  the  goals  be  approved  as  is  and  request  HRC  ad«pticn. 

Eorm  announced  that  the  City  had  released  . its  next  budget  on  AIDS  and 
he  wished  to  discuss  it  at  the  next  L/GAC  meeting,  that  there  waa  an  upcoming 
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conference  in  Atlanta  on  Women,  children  and  Heterosexuals  with  AIDS  and 
that  L/GAC  would  have  a report  at  its  next  meeting  by  Dr.  Pat  Evans. 

Marcy  Rein  reported  that  the  CDC  is  sponsoring  a conference  on  public 
and  private  AIDS  antibody  testing  policy.  Norm  announced  that  DPH  and  several 
local  attorneys  will  be  attending.  Marcy  also  announced  that  the  Federal 
Protective  Service  had  issued  a deadline  for  dispersal  of  the  AIDS/ARC  Vigil: 
that  the  deadline  had  passed  and  no  action  had  yet  occured;  that  if  arrests 
occurred  the  Vigil  was  requesting  a demonstration  at  the  site  within  2k  hours. 

Richard  Bell  spoke  briefly  on  the  issue  of  legalization  of  the  drug 
Ribarvarin;  that  there  had  been  problems  at  the  Mexican  border  bringing  the 
drug  in,  that  people  needed  to  put  pressure  on  the  FDA  to  expedite  testing 
and  licensing  of  the  drug,  and  he  would  get  back  to  L/GAC  with  a proposal 
for  action. 


5)  . Lesbian  Issues 

Kris  Perry  reported  on  the  upcoming  Lesbian  agenda  conference,  that  at 
the  present  time  there  were  no  lesbians  of  color  involved  in  the  planning; 
that  people  should  be  aware  of  this  and  help  recruit  lesbians  of  color  for 
the  crucial  planning  stages  of  the  conference. 

6)  . Old  Matters 

There  was  no  discussion  on  aid/new  matters.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  commissioner  Lyon  at  5:35  p.m. 

l)  "s«m/s/c  ndoi.tion  of  the  minutes  of  February  17,  1937,  with  complements  to 
Richard  Bell  for  a difficult  job  well  done. 

c)  Dr.  Pet  Avans,  associate  medical  Director  of  the  AIDS  office 

Dorm  Dickens  introduced  Dr.  Pat  Bvans , explaining  that  she  would 
address  heterosexual  and  ^euiatric  transmission  of  AIDS.  Dr.  Bvans  distributed 
a pamphlet  from  the  "women , children  and  Heterosexuals  Conference"  recently 
held  in  Atlanta.  Dr.  Lvans  also  commented  on  her  concern  over  the  lack  of 
participation  by  Central  Africa  and  the  papers  presented  by  people  from 
hew  York,  new  Jersey,  .JLami  and  San  Francisco. 

Dr.  avans  made  several  points,  including  the  fact  that  there  are 
currently  3,000  heterosexual  cases  of  AIDS  in  LYC  alone,  which  thereby 
increases  the  frequency  of  childhood  cases.  Since  most  heteresexual  people 
aren’t  considered  high  risk  for  HIV  infection,  many  heterosexual  AIDS  cases 
to  unnoticed;  this  could  also  be  attributed  to  CDC  criteria. 

Dr.  Lvans  continued  by  pointing  out  that  in  Miami  90£  of  AIDS  cases  are  peri- 
nataily  transmitted  and  the  children  usually  die  between  ages  3-12  months. 
These  children  oecome  extremely  ill,  usually  with  bacterial  infection, 
pneumonias  and  ear  infections.  Treatment  for  children  is  arduous,  and  they 
are  beginning,  to  used  IV  gamma  globulin. 

She  also  stated  that  in  LYC,  AIDS  is  one  of  the  greatest  killers  of 
women  between  ages  20-29,  and  ,is_  the  highest  killer  of  men  between  ages 
25-29.  This  may  be  due  to  the  new  phenomenon  of  "rent  shops"  which  accompany 
shooting  galleries  and  have  increased  the  usage  of  "dirty  works"  and  spread  of 
the  AIDS  virus  by  renting  used  needles  to  heroine  users. 

Dr.  mvans  then  proceeded  by  aiscussing  heteroxexual  AIDS  education. 

She  noted  that  education  aoout  AIDS  is  frequently  &eared  towards  women, 
and  is  usually  about  prevention  rather  than  treatment.  (Dr.  Bvans  also 
asserted  that  it’s  cheaper  to  prevent  AIDS  than  to  treat  AIDS.)  DPI!  of  3.7.  is 
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trying  harder  to  reach  heterosexual  and  racial/etuuic  minorities.  This  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  in  the  past  l-l|  years,  many  different  hinds  of  people 
are  finally  "beginning  to  realize  that  they  can  get  AIDS.  This  explains 
why  there  is  currently  a 6 week  wait  at  alternative  test  cites. 

DPH  is  currently  doing  a needs  assessment  on  how  to  best  reach  minority 
communities.  They  have  discovered  so  far  that  San  Francisco's  minority 
populations  are  hard  to  reach  because  they  don't  know  hotf  to  use  the  system 
as  well  as  other  populations  (and  the  system  is  not  meeting  their  needs. ) 

Dr.  Evans  proposed  some  possible  outreach  methods  including  distribu- 
tion of  free  condoms,  linguistically'  relevant  media  spots  and  utilizing 
youth  and  minority  groups  members  in  the  educational  process. 

A lonB  question  and  answer  period  then  ensued,  touching  on  a variety 
of  issues  such  as  articifical  insemination;  breast  feeding,  prostitution  and 
the  pros  and  cons  of  distributing  free  needles.

Phyllis  Lyon  announced  that  DPH  has  offered  Pat  Forman's  position -as 
Lesbian/Gay  Health  Coordinator  to  someone  but  as  yet  she  has  not  responded.

Jackie  Winnow  announced  that  all  members  of  L/GAC  will  continue  through 
1$37.  She  also  announced  that  the  DPI!  will  be  holding  public  hearings  on 
women's  health  issues. 

Jackie  announced  that  Richard  Bell  would  be  leaving  in  May  and  Kris  Perry 
may  stay  on  for  the  summer. 

Eileen  Gillis  announced  that  Gar  Traynor  has  died  of  AIDS. 

4)  Dominations  for  the  Friends  of  the  human  Rights  Cox-mission 
Human  Rights  Awards. 


Jackie  Winnow  announced  that  she,  Eileen  Gillis  and  Ron  Eraithwaite  had 
recently  brainstormed  for  names  for  nominations.  Jackie  reasserted  the 
importance  of  these  nominations  in  light  of  the  fact  that  no  lesbian  or  gayr 
person  has  ever  received  the  award. 

It  was  ***m/s/c  that  Arthur  Lazarre  be  nominated  in  the  business  category', 
that  Priscilla  Alexander  and  Brandy  Iloore  be  nominated  in  the  Government 
category,  that  George  Mendenhall  be  nominated  in  the  Media/Arts  category  and 
that  Roger  Shipley  be  nominated,  for  the  labor  category. 

5 )  Further  discussion  and  action  regarding  Dertm  Airlines: 

Phyllis  Lyon  read  aloud  from  James  Callison’s  response  to  the  meeting 
with  L/GAC.  Jackie  Winnow  then  read  our  letter  to  them  and  it  was  confirmed 
that  Delta  not  only  wasn't  responding  to  our  letter  but  had  yet  to  act  on 
the  demands  we  had  made  at  the  January  meeting.  It  was  decided  to  write 
to  Delta  a second  time  restating  our  demands  and  insisting  on  an  expeditious , 
relevant  response.  A discussion  of  the  appropriate  use  of  Brown  Act  was 
discussed.

2)  Commissioner/Staff  Reports 

Phyllis  Lyon  announced  that  Rose  Marie  Fernandez  has  been  appointed  as  a 
new  Commissioner  to  the  HRC,  but  has  not  got  been  sworn  in. 

Jackie  Winnow  announced  that  letters  of  commendation  would  be  written 
for  all  departing  interns  and  that  there  was  the  possibility  that  Kris 
Perry  would  remain  through  the  summer  as  a work  study  student. 

3)  Discussion  Of  the  Brown  Act 

Jackie  Winnow  announced  that  she  had  discussed  the  situation  with  Director 
Mickins,  during  which  he  indicated  that  the  agenda  as  prepared  for  the 
last  meeting  was  quite  adequate;  that  we  were  still  waiting  for  a 
determination  whether  or  not  L/GAC  constituted  a legislative  body.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Commissioner  Lyon  at  5:35  P*m.  Commissioner 

Lyon  introduced  the  new  legal  interns  as  listed  above  . 

1)  Adoption  of  the  Minutes  of  April  21,  1937 
***  m/s/c  adoption  of  minutes  as  is. 

2)  City  Attorney  Arguments:  re:  Michael  Raines  v.  City  and  County  of  oan  Francisco 

In  light  of  the  committee's  disturbance  regarding  arguments  brought  by 
the  City  Attorney  in  the  above  entitled  matter.  Sue  Homer,  legal  intern,  obtained 
and  reviewed  the  contents  of  the  Citiy'-S  brief  submitted  prior  to  the  Raines 
trail.  Contrary  to  media  representation , Article  33,  the  S.F.  ordinance 
prohibiting  sexual  orientation  is  not  attacked  on  constitutional  grounds  in 
brief.  The  City  is  arguing  for  the  State  Court  of  Appeal  to  grant  it  the 
right  to  hire  "executive  level"  employees  and  not  be  subject  to  anti-dis- 
crimination laws.  Although  committee  members  expressed  relief  that  the  City 
was  not  arguing  to  overturn  its  own  ordinance  (as  it  had  done  in  previous 
trials  held  in  the  same  case,  which  both  resulted  in  hung  juries),  they 
expressed  disturbance  that  an  argument  for  the  right  to  discriminate  was  put 
forward  on  any  basis.  After  the  informational  presentation  was  concluded,  no 
committee  action  was  proposed. 

3)  Officer  Ray  Denson  and  Rachel  Karp 

The  officers  came  to  discuss  the  roles  of  the  Lesbian/Gay  and  women's  liaison 
to  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department,  the  status  of  Lesbian/Gay  officers, 
homophobia  within  the  department  and  toward  the  public , and  the  liaisons 
interactions  with  the  community  and  events. 
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4)  liarcy  Rein,  co-author  of  Politics  of  AIDS 

Committee  member  liarcy  Rein  discussed  the  politics  of  AIDS,  emphasizing  that 
AIDS  is  a global  epidemic  effecting  10  million  people  in  113  countries. 
Political  considerations  permeate  the  epidemic.  The  epidemics'-  started  at  the 
beginning  of  the  ”Reagan  revolution”  when  the  right  wing  could  add  AIDS  to 
further  fuel  their  anti-Gay  crusade.  Rather  than  fighting  the  epidemic 
through  the  knowledge  of  medical  authorities,  the  administration  is  choosing 
instead  to  institute  measures  that  expend  a great  deal  of  money  (e.g  mandatory 
testing)  without  any  medical  gains.  Discussion  ensued  about  the  importance 
of  taking  care  of  AIDS  with  a clear  perspective. 

5)  Comissioner/Staff  Reports 

Jackie  discussed  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle's  obituary  policy.  Delta  Airlines ; 
Parade  tabling;  a recent  public  affairs  luncheon  on  Lesbian/Gay  issues. 

Human  Rights  awards  for  Arthur  Lazere  and  Lenore  Chin,  amongst  others,  being 
presented  on  July  15,  5:00,  Green  Room  of  War  Memonial,  the  DPH's  public 
hearings  on  women's  issues;  the  upcoming  Lesbian  Health  Forum:  Chronic  Illness 
and  Disability  being  co-sponsored  by  HRC,  Lyon-Ilartin , and  the  Women's 
Cancer  Resource  Center;  the  Lesbian  Agenda  for  Action;  Sue  Zemel's  "Pulp  and 
Circumstance,  and  Bernard’  Goetz  getting  off  on  attempted  murder  charges

2) .  San  Francisco  AIDS  Foundation  and  Banning  of  Safe  Sex  aterial . 

Lyn  Paleo,  Education  Director  of  the  San  Francisco  AIDS  Foundation,  dis- 
cussed the  fact  that  the  Foundation  is  battling  the  issue  of  safe  sex  material 
on  both  a State  and  a Federal  level. 


State  Level:  Since  1935,  the  State  of  California  has  issued  contradictory 

and  confusing  guidelines  as  to  what  may  and  may  not  be  printed  using  State  funds. 
The  State  has  become  much  more  conservative  about  these  guidelines  in  the  past 
year.  Most  recently  , the  California  Republican  Tarty  has  passed  a resolution 
demanding  that  Governor  Deukmejian  prosecute  the  S.^,  AIDS  Foundation  for 
distributing  explicit  AIDS-prevention  materials  termed  obseene  and  pornographic  . 

Send  letters  of  protest  to  the  Governor's  office,  with  copies 
sent  to  the  State  Gffice  on  AIDS  and  the  S.F.  AIDS  Foundation.  Additionally, 
a letter  should  be  sent  to  Senator  Uilson  apprising  him  of  the  situation. 

Federal  Level:  Cn  October  l4,  1937,  the  U.S.  Senate  passed  an  amendment 

to  the  AIDS- appropriations  bill  which  would  prohibit  any  federal  funds  from 
being  used  to  produce  AIDS  education  materials  or  programs  for  C-ay  men.  The 
amendment  was  introduced  by  Senator  Jesse  Helms  (R-KC)  and  passed  94-2,  with 
Senators  Weicker  (R-CT)  and  Moynihan  (D-NY)  opposing.  The  hill  now  goes  to 
the  Joint  Budget  Committee.

1)  Adoption  of  Minutes  of  October  20,  1987. 

Larry  Brinkin  pointed  out  that  the  sentence  under  Item  #2  which  reads, 

"On  October  l4,  1987,  the  U.S.  Senate  passed  an  amendment  to  the  AIDS- 
appropriations  bill  which  would  prohibit  any  federal  funds  from  being 
used  to  produce  AIDS  education  materials  for  Gay  men,"  is  a misleading 
statement.  The  sentence  is,  in  fact,  an  almost  verbatim  quote  from  San 
Francisco  AIDS  Foundation  materials,  but  the  Helms  amendment  actually 
reads,  "To  prohibit  the  use  of  any  funds  provided  under  this  Act  to  the 
Centers  for  Disease  Control  from  being  used  to  provide  AIDS  education, 
information,  or  prevention  materials  and  activities  that  promote, 
encourage,  or  condone  homosexual  activities  or  the  intravenous  use  of 
illegal  drugs."  The  minutes  of  October  20,  1987,  should  be  amended  as 
such.

- A letter  protesting  the  Helms/Danhemeyer  amendment  which  would  prohibit 
the  use  of  federal  funds  for  the  development  *f  certain  types  of  explicit 
AIDS  prevention  materials  was  sent  from  the  L/GAC  to  all  the  members  of 
the  Joint  Budget  Committee.

- A group  of  representatives  from  the  Lyon-Martin  Clinic,  Operation  Concern, 
and  the  Lesbian/ Gay  Unit  of  the  HRC  are  planning  a series  of  Lesbian 
health  care  forums  on  the  topics  of  Ebstein-Barr-Virus,  cancer,  environ- 
mental illness,  disabilities,  lesbians  of  color,  and  partners  of  women 
with  chronic  disability,  or  terminal  illnesses.  The  forums  will  be  held 
throughout  1988,  culminating  with  a conference  on  Lesbian  Health  Care  at 
the  end  of  1988. 

- Jackie,  Norm,  Diane  and  Mary  Gin  Starkweather  met  last  week  to  formulate 
a survey  that  will  be  sent  to  all  airlines  and  businesses  located  at  the 
San  Francisco  International  Airport  regarding  their  policies  on  discrimi- 
nation against  employees  or  clients  based  on  sexual  #rientation, 
disability,  or  AIDS/ARC. 

- Eileen  Gillis  reported  that  the  City  Attorney's  office  has  agreed  to 
submit  an  amicus  brief  in  the  appeal  of  Chadbourne  v.  Raytheon,  the 
case  destined  to  determine  state  policy  on  employment  discrimination 
protections  for  people  with  AIDS. 

3)  Discussion  of  Commissioners  Soler  and  Lyon  Leaving  the  Commission. 

Lester  Olmstead-Rose  circulated  a draft  of  a letter  he  proposed  be  sent 
to  Mayor  Feinstein  criticizing  her  for  not  reappointing  Esta  Soler  to  the 
HRC  and  urging  her  to  reappoint  Commissioner  Soler  and  Commissioner  Lyon, 
who  resigned  in  protest  of  the  Mayor’s  action,  to  the  HRC.

WHY  AN  AIDS  RESEARCH  & EDUCATION  AUTHORIZING  BILL? 

Clearly,  the  American  people  now  consider  AIDS  to  be  a public 
health  emergency  that  threatens  more  than  just  gay  men  and  drug 
users.  Opinion  research  reveals  that  a lopsided  majority  of 
Americans  want  the  government  to  spend  what  is  needed  to  curtail 
this  epidemic: 

According  to  the  polls,  the  people  themselves  place  top  priority 
on  education  to  halt  the  spread  of  the  disease  and  bioaedical 
research  to  find  a cure  as  fast  as  possible.  Several  polls 

show  that,  if  necessary,  a majority  of  Americans  are  even 
prepared  to  pay  a tax  surcharge  to  fight  AIDS. 

Reflecting  this  public  concern,  the  Senate  has  consistently 
increased  the  federal  AIDS  budget  --  doubling  White  House  AIDS 
requests  in  FY  84,  85,  56,  and  87;  adding  $180  million  in  88. 

Money  for  AIDS  is  not  the  im  mediate  problem.  What's  missing  is 
leadership,  a comprehensive  plan  of  attack  and  a willingness  to 
carry  through  on  the  virtually  unanimous  recommendations  of  our 
country's  public  health  experts  — particularly  in  education. 

S.  1220  is  3 comprehensive  AIDS  Research,  Information,  and 
Patient  Care  package  --  in  effect,  it  authorizes  and  directs 
the  nation's  war  on  AIDS. 


Why  pass  this  bill  now? 

First  and  foremost,  S.  1220  will  require  greater  accountability 
for  AIDS  funds  appropriated.  The  hill  requires  that  a 
comprehensive  AIDS  plan  be  provided  --  and  justified  — to 
Congress.  (Example:  despite  the  $30  million  supplemental 
appropriation  passed  in  July,  the  administration  continues  to 
foot  drag  on  an  AIDS  prevention  mailing  to  every  U • S . household.) 

Equally  important,  S.  1220  provides  a timely  opportunity  to  shift 
the  public  policy  debate  on  AIDS  back  to  the  real  issues:  disease 

prevention  and  finding  a cure.  Some  would  use  AIDS  as  a fresh 
exc-use  to  legislate  public  morality.  In  fact,  most  Americans 
don't  really  have  a burning  desire  for  more  "up/down"  votes  on 
how  their  neighbors  lead  their  lives.  They  do  want  positive 
action  that  will  galvanize  our  nation's  ability  to  meet  and 
ultimately  end  the  AIDS  emergency.

QUICK  SUMMARY  OF  POTENTIAL  HELM  AMEND ME STS 

1.  Seeks  to  overturn  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court's  Ar line  decision. 
This  decision  held  that  a person  with  a contagious  disease  may  be 
a handicapped  individual  under  section  504  of  the  Reha b i li a t i on 
Act  of  1973.  Such  designation  allows  for  protection  against 
discrimination  if  otherwise  qualified. 

2.  Seeks  to  prohibit  employment  of  HIV  (+)  individuals  as  food 
handlers  with  in  the  federal  government,  or  in  federally  funded 
programs . 

3.  Prohibits  use  of  federal  funds  for  AIDS  educational  materials 
which  are  seen  to  encourage  or  promote  homosexuality  and  requires 
all  such  material  emphasize  abstinence  and  monogomy  within 
marriage . 

4.  Requires  all  Title  X Family  Planning  Programs  to  inform 
recipients  of  services  of  the  virtues  of  abstinence  and  the 
limited  effectiveness  of  particular  contraceptive  methods. 

5.  Directs  state  health  departments  to  collect  names  of 
individuals  who  tested  HIV  ( + ) as  a condition  of  AIDS  funding  and 
requires  that  such  Information  be  conveyed  to  the  CDC  . 

6.  Requires  that  states  implement  mandatory  testing  and 
reporting  of  HIV  (+)  marriage  license  applicants  as  a condition 
of  AIDS  funding. 

7.  Requires  that,  as  a condition  of  federal  financial 
assistance,  states  establish  a program  to  trace  and  test  the  sex 
and  needle-sharing  partners  of  individuals  who  are  HIV  (+)• 

8.  Mandates  testing  and  reporting  in  federal  prisons  upon  entry 
and  every  12  months  thereafter.  S eg r e g a t i on / i s o la t i on  of  those 
who  test  HIV  (+)  where  possible. 

9.  Mandates  testing  and  reporting  upon  entry  into  any  VA 
hospital,  St.  Elizabeth's  Hospital,  and  other  mental  health 
facilities.  Also  attempts  to  demonstrate  that  mandatory  testing 
is  the  will  of  the  Congress  through  a Sense  of  the  Senate. 

10.  Directs  the  President,  pursuant  to  the  Immigration  and 
Naturalization  Act,  to  add  AIDS  to  the  list  of  dangerous 
contagious  diseases  within  90  days  of  enactment. 


11.  Makes  It  a federal  offense  for  an  individual  to  donate  blood, 

semen,  or  organs  if:  he/she  is  knowingly  HIV  (+);  or  has  had 

homosexual  relations,  been  an  IV  drug  user,  emigrated  from  Haiti 
or  Central  Africa,  received  clotting  factor  concentration  as  a 
hemophiliac,  or  has  had  sexual  intercourse  with  any  of  the 
aforementioned  persons  at  anytime  since  January,  1977. 

12.  Makes  it  a federal  offense  for  federal  employees  or  those  on 
federal  grounds,  who  know  they  are  HIV  ( + ) or  have  AIDS, 

to  engage  in  high-risk  behavior. 

13.  Requires  the  Surgeon  General  close  all  homosexual  bathhouses 
within  180  days  of  enactment. 

14.  Repeals  the  District  of  Columbia  law  which  created  a 5 year 
moratorium  on  the  use  of  the  HIV  antibody  test  by  health  and 
insurance  providers.

Diane  urged  Committee  members  to  write  letters  to  Senator  Kennedy  in  support 
of  S .1220  and  opposing  any  possible  Helms'  amendments  to  the  bill.  She  also 
pointed  out  the  list  of  Committee  meeting  dates  for  January  - June,  1988,  and 
asked  Committee  members  to  please  mark  their  calendars  with  these  dates. 

Norm  pointed  out  that  we  were  operating  without  the  presence  of  Commissioners 
and  without  staff  support  from  Gail  Roberts,  Eileen  Gill  is,  and  Jackie  Winnow, 
all  of  whom  were  ill  today. 

3)  AIDS  Issues  and  Legislation. 

Norm  Nickens  provided  the  following  update  on  AIDS  legislation: 

- The  President's  Commission  on  AIDS  will  hold  hearings  in  San  Francisco  in 
January.  He  will  keep  Committee  members  posted  on  the  exact  dates. 

- Norm  went  through  the  list  of  "Lesbian  and  Gay  Rights  Legislation  Pending 
Before  Congress"  (included  in  packets  for  the  December  meeting)  and 
updated  the  Committee  on  the  status  of  the  various  bills.  He  emphasized 
the  importance  of  writing  letters  in  support  of  S.1220,  but  cautioned  us 

to  monitor  the  bill  carefully  in  case  any  of  the  possible  Helms'  amendments 
are  attached. 

-****m/s/c  to  request  the  HRC  to  write  a letter  to  Senator  Kennedy  supporting 
S.1220  and  opposing  any  possible  Helms'  amendments.  It  was  also  suggested 
that  we  send  copies  of  the  letter  to  Senators  Cranston  and  Wilson. 

Norm  provided  an  update  on  the  case  of  the  school  teacher  in  Orange  County  who 
was  banned  from  teaching  because  he  has  AIDS  (Chalk  vs.  U.S.  District  Court). 

On  Tuesday,  Nov.  17,  the  Ninth  Circuit  U.S.  Court  of  Appeals  issued  an  order 
forcing  the  Orange  County  Department  of  Education  to  allow  the  teacher  to 
return  to  the  classroom.  This  ruling  is  being  appealed  and  is  scheduled  for 
trail  on  January  9,  1988.  Norm  pointed  out  that  the  ruling  in  this  case  is 
very  important  in  terms  of  the  precedence  it  sets  for  future  employment-related 
AIDS  cases.

- On  the  State  level , we  should  watch  out  for  Senator  John  Doolittle's  proposed 
bills  (S.1000  - S.  1008).  LIFE  (Lobby  for  Individual  Freedom  and  Equality)  is 
calling  for  a lobbying  day  in  Sacramento  on  January  11,  1988,  and  we  are  all 
encouraged  to  participate.  It  looks  like  the  LaRouche  initiative  will  appear 
once  again  on  the  June  1988  ballot.  Even  though  the  LaRouche  initiative  was 
soundly  defeated  last  year,  people  should  not  be  complacent  about  the  initiative 
this  time  around  and  should  be  ready  to  fight  it  on  the  State  level. 

- On  the  Local  level  , Norm  reported  that  the  Annual  Report  is  being  typed  now  for 
distribution  next  year.  He  also  reported  that  his  office  has  received  a rash 
of  complaints  against  dentists  who  are  refusing  to  treat  patients  with  AIDS/ARC. 
The  American  Dental  Association  is  coming  out  with  proposed  guidelines  stating 
that  dentists  "should  not"  refuse  to  treat  people  with  AIDS,  but  the  wording  is 
very  weak. 

4)  A Personal  Perspective  on  AIDS. 

Committee  member  Dan  Turner  provided  us  with  his  own  personal  perspective  on  AIDS. 
Dan  has  been  in  remission  from  Kaposi's  Sarcoma  for  5 years.  Recently  his  T-cell 
count  dropped  and  Dan  decided  to  begin  taking  the  experimental  drug  AZT.  Dan  was 
featured  last  week  on  a Channel  5 program  about  the  immune  system.  Our  discussion 
then  turned  to  the  recent  statement  by  Project  Inform  encouraging  all  Gay  men  in 
San  Francisco  to  be  tested  for  AIDS.  The  pro's  and  con's  of  testing  and  of 
experimental  drugs  was  discussed. 

5)  Task  Force  Report  on  New  HRC  Members. 

Lester  circulated  a draft  of  a letter  he  wrote  to  Mayor-Elect  Art  Agnos  requesting 
that  a member  of  the  L/GAC  be  made  part  of  the  selection  process  for  choosing  new 
HRC  members.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  5:30  p.m.  by  Lester  Olmstead-Rose, 
acting  chairperson. 

1)  Adoption  of  Minutes  of  December  15,  1988

2)  Approval /Adoption  of  1986-1987  Sexual  Orientation  and  AIDS/ARC 
Discrimination  Annual  Report. 

Staff  members  Eileen  Gillis  and  Norm  Nickens  briefly  discussed  the  Annual 
Report  and  highlighted  certain  areas  they  felt  significant.  During  19C6- 
1987,  the  Lesbian/Gay /AIDS  Unit  investigated  146  complaints  (88  related 
to  sexual  orientation;  58  related  to  AIDS/ARC) . The  actual  number  of 
discrimination  complaints  filed  with  the  Unit  was  three  to  four  times 
the  number  of  investigated  complaints. 

The  number  of  investigated  complaints  was  up  about  7%  from  1985-1986, 
while  the  number  of  AIDS-related  complaints  was  down  about  12%  from 
1985-1986  (the  first  drop  in  complaints  since  the  HRC  began  recording 
AIDS  complaints  in  1982) . Eileen  and  Norm  emphasized  that  outreach  to 
women  and  minorities  about  the  services  offered  by  the  HRC's  Lesbian/Gay 
Unit  continues  to  be  carried  out. 

Eileen  announced  that  Melissa  Chaitin,  a third  year  law  student  from 
Hastings  College,  is  now  working  as  an  intern  in  the  office.  Eileen  also 
announced  that  she  will  be  leaving  the  staff  this  spring  to  attend  law 
school.  The  current  staff  of  the  Lesbian/Gay  Unit  will  work  closely 
with  the  Civil  Service  Commission  to  make  sure  that  a Lesbian/Gay  sensitive 
person  is  hired  to  replace  Eileen. 


The  Committee  thanked  Eileen  and  Norm  for  all  the  effort  they  put  into 
preparing  the  Annual  Report.

Diane  Spaugh  reported  that  she  talked  with  Jackie  Winnow  today  and 
Jackie  sends  her  love  to  the  L/GAC.  Diane  also  reported  that  the 
money  raised  at  the  last  meeting  to  buy  flowers  for  Jackie  was  used 
instead  to  place  a display  ad  in  the  program  for  NOW's  annual  "Mothers 
and  Daughters  Working  for  Social  Change"  event.

"Chronic  Fatigue  Syndrome  (EBV)"  and  will  be  held  on  Sunday,  June  5, 
2:00-5:00  P.M.  in  the  Women's  Building.  (See  enclosed  flyer.) 

Norm  Nickens  reported  that  Eileen  Gill  is  will  be  leaving  the  HRC  in 
June  to  attend  law  school  at  U.C.  Davis.  Efforts  are  now  underway  to 
hire  a temporary  replacement  for  Jackie  and  a permanent  replacement 
for  Eileen.  This  process  may  take  time  and  the  Committee  should  bear 
with  the  staff  in  the  meantime.

3.  AIDS/ARC  Update 

Norm  Nickens  reported  on  the  recent  trip  he  made  to  the  World  Health 
Organization  (WHO)  meeting  in  Geneva.  One  of  the  major  items  of 
discussion  was  Great  Britain's  attempt  to  require  that  all  new 
applicants  for  pilot  training  be  tested  for  the  HIV  virus.  On  his 
way  home  from  Geneva,  Norm  stopped  in  London,  where  he  visited  the 
Terrence  Higgins  Trust,  an  organization  similar  to  the  Shanti  Project 
and  the  AIDS  Foundation.  Norm  showed  us  some  of  the  AIDS-related 
literature  he  obtained  while  in  Europe,  which  gave  us  an  idea  of  what 
is  happening  in  other  parts  of  the  world. 

Next  Norm  Nickens  provided  us  with  an  update  of  AIDS-related 
legislation.  There  are  115  AIDS-related  bills  currently  before  the 
the  state  legislature.  The  volume  of  bills  poses  a real  problem  for 
those  of  us  concerned  with  AIDS-related  legislation  because  we  do  not 
have  the  resources  to  properly  monitor  all  these  bills. 

Norm  Nickens  informed  us  that  the  Larouche  initiative  (Prop.  69) 
gained  enough  signatures  to  be  on  the  June  ballot.  He  also  pointed 
out  that  the  November  election  will  be  a very  important  one  as  many  of 
the  AIDS-related  initiatives  may  be  on  the  ballot  at  that  time. 

To  help  with  the  volume  of  work  he  will  face  with  Eileen  Gill  is, 

Jackie  Winnow  and  Diane  Spaugh  no  longer  in  the  office,  Norm  is 
currently  looking  for  work-study  interns.  If  you  know  of  people 
interested  in  an  internship  at  the  HRC,  please  direct  them  to  Norm 
Nickens .

The  Employment  Committee,  at- its  August  4,  1988  meeting,  voted  to 
request  of  the  Human  Rights  Commission,  at  its  meeting  of  August  11,  1988, 
that  the  City  Attorney  of  San  Francisco  be  requested  to  submit  an  Amicus 
Brief  in  the  case  of  Sergeant  Perry  J.  Watkins  v.  United  States  Army.  The 
United  States  Army  has  requested  a rehearing  of  an  opinion  issued  by  three 
judges  of  the  United  States  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Ninth  Circuit  requiring 
the  Army  to  consider  Watkins'  re-enlistment  application  without  regard  to 
his  sexual  orientation.  A summary  this  case  is  attched  for  your  information. 
In  addition,  the  employment  Committee  requests  that  a letter  be  directed  to 
Mayor  Agnos  urging  that  his  office  join  the  Commission  in  requesting  that 
City  Attorney  file  on  amicus  brief .

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UPDATE  ON  WATKINS  v.  U. S.  ARMY 

On  June  5,  1988,  the  Gay  Rights 

Chapter  sponsored  a public  forum 
on  Watkins  v.  United  States  Army 
at  Golden  Gate  University.  The 
forum  provided  a rare  opportunity 
to  hear  Sergeant  Perry  Watkins, 
the  plaintiff  in  the  case;  Jim 
Lobsenz,  the  ACLU  cooperating  at- 
torney who  handled  the  case;  and 
Matt  Coles,  an  ACLU-NC  Staff  Coun- 
sel and  longtime  activist  for 
gay /lesbian  rights. 

In  a February,  1988  decision  in 
Watkins,  the  United  States  Court 
of  Appeal  for  the  Ninth  Circuit 
invalidated  Army  enlistment  regu- 
lations discriminating  against 
lesbians  and  gay  men.  That  deci- 
sion was  the  first  time  that  a 
federal  court  applied  the  equal 
protection  guarantee  of  the  U.S. 
Constitution  as  fully  to  lesbians 
and  gay  men  as  to  racial  and  eth- 
nic minorities. 

At  the  forum,  Perry  explained 
how  he  had  always  been  open  about 
being  gay  from  the  time  of  his 
pre-induction  Army  physical  in 
1967.  Yet  the  Array  had  considered  ' 
him  qualified  for  service,  and  his 
commanding  officers  consistently 
praised  his  work.  Perry,  mean- 
while, made  a personal  commitment 
to  complete  a career  In  the  Army. 

In  1981,  the  Army  promulgated 
new  regulations  requiring  the 
discharge  and  prohibiting  the  re- 
enlistment  of  lesbian  and  gay 
service  members,  regardless  of  the 
length  or  quality  of  their  ser- 
vice. Perry  then  turned  to  the 
ACLU.  Since  1981,  Jim  Lobsenz,  an 
attorney  who  is  in  private  prac- 
tice in  Seattle  and  who  has  done 
substantial  work  for  the  ACLU,  has 
represented  Perry. 

As  Jim  discussed  at  the  forum, 
he  initially  focused  on  an  equita- 
ble estoppel  argument:  because  the 
Array  had  always  know  that  Perry  is 
gay  and  had  repeatedly  allowed  him 


to  re-enlist  in  the  belief  that  he 
could  build  a military  career,  the 
Army  should  be  prohibited  from 
discharging  Perry.  Although  the 
Court  of  Appeal  rejected  this 
argument,  it  eventually  invali- 
dated the  1981  regulations  on  the 
much  broader  grounds  that  they 
unconstitutionally  violated  equal 
protection. 

Shortly  after  the  June  5 ACLU 
forum,  the  Court  of  Appeal  issued 
an  order  withdrawing  the  February 
1988  decision,  on  the  ground  that 
the  issues  posed  by  Watkins  were 
so  important  as  to  require  review 
by  an  en  banc  panel  of  11  judges. 
Thus,  the  landmark  February,  1988 
decision  has  been  nullified,  but 
not  reversed. 

Watkins  could  effect  the  civil 
rights  of  all  lesbians  and  gay 
men.  If  the  11-judge  panel  up- 
holds the  earlier  3-judge  deci- 
sion, Watkins  could  provide  a 
ruling  that  all  forms  of  govern- 
mental discrimination  on  the  basis 
of  sexual  orientation  should  be 
presumed  unconstitutional  and  sub- 
ject to  "strict  scrutiny"  by  re- 
viewing courts.  Such  a decision 
would  effectively  prohibit  govern- 
mental discrimination  In  housing, 
public  assistance  benefits,  em- 
ployment, loans  and  all  other 
areas  where  federal,  state,  and 
local  governments  attempt  to  treat 
lesbians  and  gay  men  differently 
from  heterosexuals. 

The  Court  of  Appeals  has  not  yet 
set  a date  for  the  reargument  of 
Watkins,  although  it  will  probably 
do  so  within  the  next  six  months. 
Whichever  party  loses  as  a result 
of  the  en  banc  decision  (which 
could  be  two  years  away)  is  likely 
to  petition  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court 
for  review.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Commissioner  Bennett  at  5:38  pm. 

1.  Adoption  of  the  minutes  of  Sept.  27,  1918 : 
m/s/c  adopted  as  is. 


2.  Commissioner  Bennett's  Report: 

Mayor  Agnos  recently  addressed  HRC  and  Commissioners.  He 
promised  to  make  announcements  of  changes  at  HRC  within  thirty 
days.  The  Mayor  expressed  his  gratitude  to  all  Commissioners 
and  staff,  and  stressed  his  commitment  to  HRC. 


Norm  Nickens  announced  that  former  HRC  director  Grant  Mickens 
had  been  appointed  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

Jackie  Winnow  announced  Larry  Brinkin’ s hiring  as  the 
Sexual  Orientation  Discrimination  Representative . He  will 
start  on  November  15,  1988.  Jackie  discussed  progress  on  the 
Conflict  of  Interest  law  that  has  hindered  the  committee  from 
recruiting  or  appointing  new  members. 

4 A World  of  Difference  (AWOD)  Campaign: 

At  the  last  September  L/GAC  meeting  Lester  Olmstead-Rose  had 
reported  on  Lesbian/Gay  involvement  with  the  World  of 
Difference  Campaign  and  the  Campaign's  response  to  our 
inclusion  and  concerns.  Before  the  Committee  made  a 
recommendation  to  the  full  Commission,  it  decided  to  invite  to 
its  October  meeting  the  Anti-Defamation  League,  the  group 
spearheading  this  campaign  targeting  prejudice,  as  well  as 
Community  United  Against  Violence,  the  Lesbian/Gay  anti 
violence  organization  which  has  been  involved  with  AWOD  for 

some  time.  . 

Lester  Olmstead-Rose  presented  a letter  that  Community 
United  Against  Violence  has  sent  to  Jackie  Winnow  at  the  HRC 
stating  CUAV's  concerns  regarding  the  Lesbian/Gay  community's 
participation  in  the  AWOD  campaign.  The  letter  states  that  the 
exclusion  of  certain  types  of  prejudice  prevents  AWOD  from 
being  a true  anti-discrimination  campaign,  and  by  remaining 
silent  promulgates  discrimination.  It  asks  HRC  to  work  with 
ADL  to  change  it's  policy.  If  ADL  won't  include  ' 
sexual  orientation,  gender,  and  disability  issues  in  its 
educational  materials,  CUAV  asks  HRC  to  disassociate  itself 
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from  AWOD.  Other  alternatives  to  the  AWOD  campaign  were 
discussed . 

i Rick  Hirschhaut,  Regional  Director  of  the  Anti-Defamation 
League,  discussed  the  basic  themes  of  AWOD  and  ADL.  He  claims 
that  the  ADL  has  taken  public  positions  against  Lesbian/Gay 
discrimination.  He  stated  that  the  teacher  resource  guide  to 
the  educational  materials  will  include  a listing  for  CUAV,  but 
that  the  lessons  are  limited  to  areas  ADL  has  traditionally 
been  involved  in:  religious,  racial,  and  ethnic 
discrimination.  Mr.  Hirschhaut  claims  the  study  guide  lessons 
are  broadly  based  and  that  the  main  reason  that  sexual 
orientation  discrimination  isn’t  mentioned  is  that  "ADL  didn't 
want  to  list  some  minorities  and  leave  others  out".  Also  left 
out  is  gender  aqd  disability. 

Discussion:  Dan  Turner  wants  to  address  Gay 
discrimination  now,  not  wait  for  a "ripple  effect".  He 
supports  an  aggressive  campaign.  As  he  said,  "Waiting,  for  the 
right  time  to  come  just  doesn’t". 

Rick  Hirschhaut  said  that  the  ADL  didn't  have  the 
authority,  flexibility,  or  ability  to  include  other  issues  in 
the  AWOD  campaign.  Mr.  Hirschhaut  said  that,  it  was  a policy 
decision  to  include  only  racial,  ethnic,  and  religious 
prejudice  in  the  study  guide,  but  that  it  was  okay  to  expand 
areas  of  prejudice  when  it  came  to  community  activities . 

Lester  Olmstead-Rose  pointed  out  that  the  staff  of  ADL 
made  the  decision  to  exclude  sexual  orientation  in  their 
educational  materials,  while  the  ADL  board  had  adopted  no 
policy  on  the  issue.  He  also  pointed  out  that  CUAV  was  not 
asking  the  ADL  to  have  expertise  in  the  area  of  sexual 
orientation  discrimination,  but  to  seek  out  experts  in  this 
field  as  they  had  done  with  other  minority  communities. 

Norm  Nickens  said  that  it  appeared  everyone  (local  media, 
sponsors,  and  community  groups)  except  ADL  was  willing  to 
include  the  subject  of  Lesbian/Gay  discrimination.  The  HRC  is 
vital  to  the  Civil  Rights  community  in  S.F.,  and  the  HRC  must 
take  a stand  to  fight  prejudice  in  all  its  insidious  and 
myriad  forms . 

Commissioner  Bennett  expressed  concern  about  the  "focused 
exclusion"  of  certain  groups. 

Larry  Brinkin  stated  that  the  Lesbian/Gay  community  has 
learned  that  there  will  never  be  freedom  unless  everyone 
constantly  works  against  all  prejudice. 

***m/s/c  by  Carmen  Vazquez, unanimously  to  request  the  HRC  to  write  a 
letter  expressing  its  deep  concern  that  ADL  has  excluded 
sexual  orientation,  gender,  and  disability  discrimination  from 
the  AWOD  campaign's  educational  materials,  and  that  the  HRC 
will  work  to  effect  change.  Additionally,  AWOD  should  not 
complete  study  guides  until  these  concerns  are  resolved. 

5.  Formation  of  Membership  Outreach  Committee: 

Jackie  Winnow  announced  the  formation  of  a new  membership 
outreach  committee  to  search  for  candidates  who  would  fill 
vacant  L/GAC  positions.  It  appears  that  the  conflict  of 
interest  issue  will  be  resolved  soon.  Ruth  Hughes  and  Lester 
Olmstead-Rose  agreed  to  be  members  of  this  new  committee, 
along  with  Jackie  and  a Commissioner. 

6.  New  Business: 

Lester  Olmstead-Rose  discussed  "Midnight  Caller"  and  the  deep 
concerns  the  Gay  and  AIDS  communities  have  regarding  a show 
being  made  which  depicts  a bisexual  man  infected  with  HIV  as 
purposely  infecting  others. 

***m/s/c  unanimously:  HRC  to  send  letter  to  Lorimar  Productions 
expressing  concern.

1 . Adoption  of  the  Minutes  of  October  25,  1988: 
m/s/c  adopted  as  it  is. 

2,  Policy  on  Immigration  and  AIDS: 


Norman  Nickens  discussed  L/GAC/HRC  consideration  of  taking  a position 
on  Immigration  policy  in  regards  to  H IV  testing.  Guest  Ignatius  Bau 
from  Lawyers’  Committee  for  Urban  Affairs  discussed  hurdles  facing  an 
individual  seeking  legalization  and  HIV  testing  currently  demanded  by 
INS. 

Norm  Nickens  discussed  the  public  policy  implications  of  non-voluntary , 
non-confidential»  non-anenynous  testing.  He  also  discussed  how  such 
testing  would  disproportionately  impact  minority  croups,  discourage 
immigration,  be  cost  prohibitive  to  many  potential  applicants,  and  be 
unreliable  due  to  vast  numbers  of  false  KIV-positive  tests  and  that 
there  was  no  way  to  even  know  what  the  testing  standards  would  be. 

The  Lawyers  Committee  for  Urban  Affairs  requested  a letter  from  1IRC 
in  support  of  i ts  position  that  testing  HIV-positive  not  be  grounds 
to  be  refused  legalization. 

Key  Points  were: 

(1)  It  is  contrary  to  public  interst  and  inhumane  to  refuse  legalization 
to  HIV  positive  applicants  because  such  persons  will  be  more 
vulnerable  to  discrimination. 

(2)  Discrimination  against  AIDS/ARC  and  HIV  -positive  persons  is 
aggravated  by  such  policies  that  isolate  those  indivi.  a. ...c . 

(3)  The  social  costs  of  HIV  discrimination  are  much  higher  than  any 
possible  perceived  benefit  of  identification. 
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(4)  The  public  interest  in  preventing  transmission  of  HIV  is  best 

served  oy  policies  tiiat  encourage  voluntary  testing,  counseling, 
and  treatment. 

***m/s/c  Ruth  Hughes  made  a motion  askin'  " "k  to  ado^t  a policy 
statement  on  the  issue  of  immigration  an  : II V (testin'-'.  The  notion  was 
seconded  and  carried  by  all. 

3.  Post  Election  Discussion; 


Discussion  of  national  and  local  election  results.  Discussion  of 
Domestic  Partners  legislation.  The  passage  of  Proposition  43  was 
discussed  by  Carmen  Vazquez. 

4.  Red  Cross  Issue: 


Norm  Niclcens  discussed  the  right  of  all  people  to  participate  in  Red 
Cross  trainings.  Unreasonable  fears  of  disease  transmission  are  not 
enough  to  discriminate  against  interested  persons  participating  in 
classes.  Norm  is  in  the  process  of  negotiation  with  Red  Cross  and 
assisting  them  in  formulating  policy  on  this  issue. 

5.  Coramunity  Concerns; 

The  National  Lesbian  and  Gay  Health  Conference  is  now  accepting 
proposals  for  presentations  at  its  Eleventh  Conference.  Applications 
were  due  by  November  20,  1988. 

There  was  a discussion  on  SHAPE  (Stop  Homosexual  Advocacy  in  Public 
Education) , a group  that  is  intolerant  of  individual  freedom  ani  panders 
to  the  public’s  fear  and  ignorance.  Some  literature  from  SHAPE 
was  examined  and  all  were  offended  at  its  sensational  nature  and  pre- 
judiced views.  BANGLE  (bay  Area  Network  cf  Gay  and  Lesbian  Educators) 
seeks- letters  in  opposition  to  SHAPE’S  bate  campaign. 

***m/s/c  Ruth  Hughes  expressed  outrage  at  SHAPE'S  Agenda  and  jne  a 
motion  requesting  the  Committee  and  Commission .send  letters  expressing 
support  for  BANGLE  and  against  current  legislation  supported  ay  SHAPE 
that  would  impact  the  Lesbian/Gay  Community. 

6 . Midnight  Caller 

A letter  was  sent  from  the  Commissioners  regarding  this  show’s  AIDS

4 . SHAPE  and  Wyman  Legislation: 

SHAPE  (Stop  Homosexual  Advocacy  in  Public  Education)  is  a group  that 
seeks  to  silence  the  Lesbian/Gay  Community  through  prevention  of 
education  that  shows  Gay/Lesbian  lives  as  productive,  meaningful,  and 
well-adjusted.  The  "Coalition  for  Traditional  Values"  (which  is 
sponsoring  SHAPE)  through  its  leader  and  spokesperson  Lou  Sheldon, 
seeks  to  promote  anti -Gay  bigotry  with  a campaign  of  lies  pandering  to 
societal  fears.  L/GAC  discussed  this  serious  threat  to  civil  rights 
and  how  to  best  support  educators,  CUAV,  Bangle,  and  others  in 
fighting  this  threat.

It  was  agreed  that,  in  addition  to  drafting  a letter  for  the  HRC  to 
send  to  the  Contra  Costa  County  Human  Relations  Commission  (per  L/GAC 
motion  passed  at  November  15  meeting),  the  following  would  be  done  by 
L/GAC:  draft  a letter  for  HRC  to  send  to  statewide  organization  of 

Human  Rights  Commissions,  CAHRO,  encouraging  support  of 
anti-homophobia  in  education  and  opposing  SHAPE;  making  phone  calls  to 
Bay  Area  Human  Rights  Corranissions  to  discuss  the  SHAPE  campaign;
